ys Wolfgang Droege, leid- 
er of the Heritage Front. The Toronto- 
hased organization claimed about 700, 
members until recently, when Droege 
was charged with aggravated assault 
and possession of a dangerous weapon 
after a fight between Heritage Front 
members and the Anti-Racist Action. 
He was ordered not to associate with 
Meritage Front members as part of his 
hail conditions and the official mem- 
bership number dropped considerably. 

“don’t think we're being unrea- 
sonable. If we want people who are not. 
of our own kind to move, we will pro- 
vide them incentives. Or eventually 
what would happen is that they would 
be made to feel so uncomfortable 
being in a society where the values are 
vastly different that they would move,” 

Lately, the Heritage Front and its ide- 
‘ological twin, the Church of the Creator, 
have been enjoying a lot of attention. 
Arrests due to brawls with anti-racist, 
internal strife, alleged infiltration ofthe 
Canadian Armed Forces and aggressive 
membership drives have put the media. 
spotlight on both organizations. 

But what exactly is the goal of 
these self-proclaimed guardians ofall 
things Euro-centric? 

Racial separatism promotes à plan 
where ench race has its own land, its 
own territory. Our particular concern 
is for white people. If racism is such a 
problem in society then give us our 
land, We'll take all the racists in 
society and you don't have to worry 

bout us any more, because we are 
going to be out of everybody else's 
lives," says George Burdi, 23, leader 
of the Church of the Creator and 
singer in the band RaHoWa (Racial 
Holy War) — purveyor of songs such 
as "This Time the World: 

Burdi is soft-spoken and intense, 
and when he holds forth with his quasi- 
scientific theories, he comes across as a

Exactly 
the kind of guy who would attract be- 
wwildered teenagers looking for some- 
‘one to make sense of it all. Whereas 
Droege, who is 44, seems like someone. 
who has leamed a few key phrases 
‘which he then proceeds to repeat over 
and over. Unlike Burdi, he does not ap- 
pear to have the charisma it would take 
to atract à large number of followers. 
“We will often hear that it is impor- 
tant that we protect the various animal 
species in the world. We will often see 
organizations that will attempt to save 
the whales, save the rainforests,” says 
Burdi, who claims that his organiza- 
tion is the spiritual counterpart to the 
Heritage Fronts political agenda and 
that his race is his religion. Burdi 
also a member of the Heritage Front. 
“White people have got to pull 
away the smoke screen that is in front 
of them, start caring about their own 
future and put as much effort into their 
‘own survival as they do to save the 
whales, Not that we shouldn't help the 
whales survive, but what's the point of 
worrying about mammals in the sea if 
We can’t even take care of and ensure 
the existence of our own kind so that 
we will have a future and our culture 
can be celebrated by our own people 
without having to have a guilty con- 
science about perceived wrongs.” 


PREYING ON THE FEARS 

OF THE YOUNG 

Teenagers are the declared targets of 
the white separatists” recruiting move- 
ment. With flyers left in school lock- 








ers and distribution of leaflets outside 
High schools, they are attempting to 
sw in the very young. 
“Yes we do, and the reason we do. 
that i that young people are more 
willing to seek us out and to accept our 
message because they feel that their 
future is threatened.” Droege says. 
"Older people tend to say, ‘No, 1 
only have a few years remaining, 
just want to live them out as comfort- 
able as possible." They don't have 10 
face the hard decisions that have to be 
made in the future because of the eco- 
nomie chaos which will eventually be. 
And so the younger people are more 
prepared for that, and so that's why 
most of our support comes from there. 
"And also, in the media, we arc 
perceived as being neo-Nazi — we 
don't look at ourselves that way — but 
a lot of young people, they don't care. 
Older people they say that they fought 
against the Nazis and they don't like 
Nazis, or their parents fought against 
it. But today, the younger generation, 
they don't care any more.” 


‘EXCLUSIONARY TACTICS 
Whatever they chose to call them- 
selves and however they try to present. 
their views as well-thought-out and 
reasonable, there is very little doubt as 
to the supremacist nature of their dia- 
tribes. Take, for example, Bundi's 
views on the handicapped. 

“Nature is cruel. Nature is harsh. 
“There is no sugar coating there. In na- 
ture, say if a wi deer were to give birth 
toacrippled young, the deer would 








make sure that it dies. I'm not suggesting 
‘that we do that. Bot by keeping alive pe- 
netic misfits, what we are in effect doing 
is increasing their numbers, because they 
will be allowed to also reproduce 

“believe that every child that is 
born, even i it is born crippled, should. 
be allowed to live, but if somebody has 
a genetic defect like Down's syndrome, 
allow them to live, take care of them 
and have compassion for the weak. 
However, I believe that they should be 
sterilized so they can't reproduce.” 

While Burdi claims that he is op- 
posed to any kind of genetic engineer- 
ing designed to create superior people, 
he wouldn't mind giving the process 
of natural evolution a push in the right 
direction. 
1 believe that any method of eu- 
genies that we come up with would be 
‘on a much more natural basis where 
we try to implement nature's process 
of selection, we try to implement it in 
a process of selecting the best and 
having the best mate.” 

‘When selecting who should be al- 








Towed to mate, there would of course be 


no chance of interracial relationships. 
“1 seek to promote among my own 
Kind the concept of racial loyalty, 
working for the benefit of their own 
kind and I even urge non-whites to stay 
to their own racial group.” Burdi says. 
“It disturbs me more to see a white fe- 
male with a non-white male than ft 
does to see an Asian woman with a 
Pakistani man, but nevertheless that 
still disturbs me because it’s still a 
form of race-mixing and it's unnatural 


= fio vement, but nevertheless still sup- 
separatism, 
“Maybe what I would just have the 
~ option of having is a white neighbor 
"hood with a white school 1 could send 
‘ny children to... refer to it as equal 
‘optional segregation." Andrews says. 
“Ultimately why I am a racist is that 
really want my grandchildren to be 
‘white, And t don't think that’s a crime, 
don't think that’s a shame if want to 
"have my racial line kept white, And I 
‘think that ultimately that’s happier 100, 
Thave a hard time seeing racially mixed 
* people, I think they must be tom, But 
then again, 'm not here to tell them that 
they can't mix, I just really want my 
children to stay — I hate the word 
‘pure’ — but racially in line. So that’s 
why I have to admit that I'm a racist." 
‘Attempting to get involved in the 
mainstream political system, Andrews 
was one of the Heritage Front mem- 
bers who got involved with the. 
Reform Party and who was subse- 
quently thrown out ofthat party when 
their racist views became public 
“That was another hypocritical 
thing. Because 1 know the majority of 
the Reform Party members out west 
and on the Prairies, that would be 
Ukrainians and Scots, they're just as 
racist, But they don't have the guts to 
say it. It makes me laugh. 


RACISM AND HOMOPHOBIA 
George Burdi says that the Heritage 
Front is unjustly accused of being ho- 
mophobic, but somehow his argument 
turns out to be less than convincing. 
“My issue is not with gays or with 
Other social issues that aren't directly 
associated with race, We're not an as- ^ 
sociation that has been established to. 
fag-bash. We're an organization that 
has been established to promote the in- 
terests of white people in healthy, 
white families that procreate and have. 
lots of white children so we can revital- 
ize our number. Well, that means that 
it's better that we're not homosexuals, 
because it’s not going to happen then.” 
‘There isa belief on the part of both 
Droege and Burdi that Canada i 
immediate danger of being overtaken 
by people of color who will then pro- 
sed to ruin what the white man has 
built, They have come to the conclu-

sion that North America was created 
for whites and that it is their duty to 
keep everybody else out. 

irst of all. we believe that Euro- 
peans settled Canada for Europeans,” 
Droege says. “Before the arrival of the 
white man from Europe, there were no 
such countries as Canada or the United 
States. Our forefathers came to this 
country to build a country out of 
the wilderness. But today 
our politicians, without 


ever having given 
the majority of 4 2 
Canadians the 


right to even } 
voice an opin- 
ion through a 
referendum, 
have decided to 
allow massive 
nmigration 
this country, which 
‘means that eventually 
this country will become 
predominantly non-white. 
“And of course, if you look around 
the world today, you see that wherever 
non-whites are in the majority, the 
quality of life is vastly different from 
what itis in our countries. The whole 
mindset of those people is different.” 


JUST LEAVE US ALONE 
Droege says that referring to the Heri- 
tage Front as neo-Nazi is “labelling.” 
"We don’t want to dominate any- 
‘one else. We just prefer to live among 
‘our own, with those who are like- 
minded. Just give us an opportunity to. 
live with those of similar racial back- 
ground. It has come to the point where 
there is not a single nation on the face 
Of the planet that is a purely white na- 
tion. Even Iceland, which up until re- 
cently prided itself on being a purely 





























white nation, today is allowing non- 
whites to migrate to Iceland. And yet, 
there are many states that are exclu- 
sively black, many states that are ex- 
clusively Arab, and areas of China that 
are exclusively Chinese, So why 
shouldn't we have the right to preserve 
‘our identity? Our racial integrity?” 
When asked exactly who is consid- 
ered to be a member of the white race, 
Burdi has some trouble providing 
an answer and says that it's 


way, white people 
are basically those 
wha are descendants of 
Europeans and that identify 
with aid consider themselves white, 
‘There are people in the Heritage Front 
who are maybe a quarter native 
Canadian, but they ideritify and grew up. 
feeling white and associated more with 
white culture than with Indian culture. 
"And so they feel white and their. 
quarter Indian is not as important as their 
three quarters white. Then there are other 
people who are a quarter Indian and 
three quarters white who grew up on a 
reserve and feel very Indian, so they're 
not white. So in that case i's not so 
much a question of blood as it is a ques- 
tion of who do you culturally associate 
with. We don’t try to be very definite.”

JUST A COUPLA BREWS 
‘Nevertheless, Front members headed” 
for Sneaky Dee's, a bar at College 
' and Bathurst. They were looking for 
members of Anti-Racist Action 
(ARA) — the group they believed 
responsible for the earlier house 
trashing, — 

Kensington Market is the haunt 
or home of many ARA members. In 
effect, angry Fromt members were 
‘mounting an expedition into "ARA 
country,” 5. 

Around midnight, about three 
dozen Front members piled into 
Sneaky's for a rather ominous round — 
of beers, all the while scanning the 
crowd for certain faces. The doorman 
at Sneaky’s called them "skinhead 
types." Aware something was up, by- 
sanders paid up and slipped out. 

| Droege insists they weren't look- 
| ing for trouble. "They just went there 
to "show their face." It may have 
‘been intimidating for some people, 

‘some pretty big guys went there.” 

After 20 minutes, they began dis- 
persing, One skinhead Front mem- 
ber, Adrian, left Sneaky’s with a 
‘couple of friends. There had already 
been seyeral skirmishes outside,

“They had baseball 
bats and rocks and bottles,” Drocge 
says, "He was bleeding profusely.” 

Droege stopped the car and 
jumped out. "This bigger, chubby 
uy was about to-throw a bottle at the 
guy's bead," Droege says. "But when 
he saw me coming up, he laughed. 
and instead threw the bottle right in 
the side of my face," It shattered, 
‘causing lacerations, Droege was then 
pelted with bottles — someone had 
‘apparently found a case of empty 
liquor boules in nearby trash. 


Mitrevski, meanwhile, was 


"whipped With a chain by one female 


and whacked from behind by some- 
one else. He whirled about, grabbed 
What turned out to be a baseball bat 
and began brandishing it. 

At this point the police intere 
yened. They arrested Droege for ag- 
gravsted assault and Mitrevski on a 
dangerous weapons charge — i.e... 
the bat, The police say Droege was 
walloping people with a Mag Lite (a 
heavy, club-like flashlight), breaking 
‘one person's jaw in three places. 

Drosge and Mitrevski do not 
deny they engaged in violence; They 
‘contend they were just breaking up a 
savage beating — and, once in the. 
fray, defending themselves. Droege 
and Mitrevski were held almost a. 
week in jail before bail was set. The. 
‘case has yet to be heard, 


‘SUBCULTURE CLASH 
Relying on nothing but police 
Sources, the mainstream media's 
version of reality was that 75 anti- 
racists and racists clashed on 
College, something akin to a rumble 
out of West Side Story.

into hiding, preparing for 
a second wave, In the end 
of the eighties they 
showed a public face 
again, mostly in Alberta, 
in Saskatchewan, and of 
course around the Oka 
crisis in Quebec where 
‘they started to come out 
quite openly as the Kian, 
Toronto is considered 
the center of white 
supremist organization in 
North America at this 
point. Here they are 
strongest, with the most 
successful public plat- 
form, except for someone 
like David Duke. He is 
the Klan member who ran 
for governor in the United 
States. In fact he regularly 
writes for The Heritage 
Front newspaper and is 
revered by them because, 
The Heritage Front tries 
to project the same kind 
of public image. 
Abacaxi: Is The Heritage 
Front a Canadian organi- 
zation? 
Bill: They are a specifical- 
ly Canadian organization. 
Their main base is ia 
Toronto and they are 
building around southern 
Ontario. They funnel 
‘white people that they 
recruit into the more 
underground and extreme 
organization like Church 





of the Creator, the Ku 
‘Klux Klan and other 
groups that operate out of 
that. They have intelli- 
gence networks and they 
have a lot of weapons. 
They do military training. 
In fact Toronto and 
Wisconsin are two centres 
with what are called The 
White Berets, who are the 
paramilitary wing of the 
Church of the Creator. 
‘These military units train 
in Southern Ontario. In 
fact one of their leaders is 
based in Toronto, which 
is one of their strongholds 
at this point, 

Another thing these far 
right groups have done as 
part of their strategy is to 
turn a lot of the political 
debate further to the 





wing groupe in society, it 
makes the equally 
extreme but much more 
soft spoken and main- 
stream racists come 
across as liberals. The 
Tories come across as 
somehow middle of the 
road when in reality they 
are putting in almost all 
of the programs The 
Heritage Front wants ... 
the anti-immigration 
stuff. That's been the 
biggest platform of the far 
right across Canada. And 
that’s coming obviously 
from a group that’s based 
entirely on immigrants, 
because everyone here 
except the First Nations 
are immigrants. So you 
can't talk about logic on 
this one. 

What these hate 
groups came in and did is 
take institution and 
widespread racism in 
society and try to organi- 
zation that into not jast a 


political force, but one 
thar is capable of doing 
damage on the streets to 
people, 

Abacaxi: In the last few 
months we've seen a real- 
ly big increase in orga- 
nized violence in zie 
streets of Toronto with 
70 reported violent hate 
crimes since February. 
Bill: There were 500 
reported hate crimes in 
Toronto last year. Not all 
of them are nazi's.there 
are lots of racists..but a

In the latest wave of 
violence, a women in a 
shelter for young abused 
women turned out to be a 
Heritage Front member.

From there on The 
Heritage Front went on a 
rampage against members 
of the staff, in particular 
people of colour on staff. 
That culminated in a fire- 
bombing of the place. 
After that there were 
more on the street beat- 
ings, in particular, three 
weeks ago a Tamil man 
was beaten and paralyzed 
from the waist down.

Abacaxi: How do you 
know that? 
Bill: This person has been 
charged. He had been at a 
Heritage Front show that 
night, gotten all pumped 
up and went out looking 
for someone to beat. 
Also, a black commu- 
nity activist that came out 
of a meeting late at night 
was jumped on by 
Heritage Froat members 
Who tried to beat him up. 
Three of them have been 
charged since thea. 
There has been contin- 
ued harassment and death 
threats. There has been a 
bomb threat on an ele- 
mentary school. That 
kind of suff has been 
growing and growing. 
These actions are usu- 
ally carried out by the 
underlings in the organi- 
zation . But the responsi- 
bility lies with the leader- 
ship, Wolfgang Droege, 
Gary Shipper, George 
Birdie... but they're 
immune from prosecu- 
tion.

We had heard that they 
would be marching there. 
Our position all along has 
been that we aren't going 
to allow organization 
neo-nazis marches in the 
streets, I's an affront to 
everybody, a provocation. 

We went down with 
500 people that morning, 
‘The police had asked The 
Heritage Front to go 
around a different route 
to get into the courtroom, 
They refused, so the 
police took their march- 
ing orders from them and 

said... well, if we can't 
move 30 neo-nazis, then 
‘we'll go and move these 
500 anti-racists instead, 
which seemed more to 
their liking. So they 
charged into the crowd 
their horses and 
started beating on people. 
People were injured. We 
went to the Police Services 
Bureau and lodged s com- 
plaint, 

From then on we have 
been organizing in cosli- 
tions with other people. 
There was a sense across. 
the anti-racist movement 
that something had to be 
done, but nothing was 
getting done. The legal 











do it, which may be a big 
question. 

We saw them pushing 
the limits of bow far they 
could go. Thar's a prise 
ple of power, to find ost 
how much people are 
willing to pot up with 
without reacting end 
fighting back, and that's 
exactly how mach they 
be subjected to, somebody 
has to set the limits.

People orga- 
nizing themselves. 
Because history has 
shown that power in 
those hands (the state), 
has been used against the 
very opposite people.

authorities tried to stop 
the new Bell Hooks book, 
a promineat black intel- 
lectual writer.

zation to deny other peo- 
ple their right. White 
supremacy isn’t about 
respecting other peoples 
right. 

What we are talking 
about is a defensive mea- 
sure in response to that, 
not about taking away 
other peoples rights, but 
defending them. 

The platform thet they 
are trying to put forward 
publicly is that they are 
just promoting their cul- 
ture, white culture, 
white culture. ‘Equal 
rights for whites’ is one of 
their slogans. That's 





absurd, because if white 
people had equal rights to 
everyone else, there 
woulda't be a problem., 
But they have privilege. 
over everybody else, 





are privileges that white 
people have enjoyed for 
centuries here in Canada 
and they want to keep 
them. 


Abacaxi: How do you 
respond to the criticism 
that ARA" action will 
further escalate the vio- 
lence against the 
people that the 
hate groups are 
targeting? 

White 
supremacy and 
racism are vio- 
lence. There is no 
such thing as a 
non-violent neo- 
nazis. Organizing 
against them can't 
make it worse. In 
the short term, it 
looks ugly. But if 
you look at 
what's going to 
happen if they are 
let loose and let go, you'll 
see that the beatings are 
going to get worse and 
worse. 

Arguments are always 
given against people who 
fight back..that if you 
don't fight back maybe 
you won't get hurt as 
bad. But the reality is that 
if you don't fight back, 
the person doing the hurt- 
ing is just going to go fur- 
ther an further. 

There is a really good 
reason for people to be 
afraid and to say, I think 
‘we are in danger, but we 
are in danger because 
neo-nazis are neo-nazis. 
Abacaxi: People experi- 
ence situations differently 
depending on who you 
are and the amount of 
privilege you have. For 
some people it’s easy to 
choose ‘violent’ or 
confrontational 
forms of struggle 
while others have to 





choice, What kinds of 
dynamics does that 
set up within ARA? 
Bill: It's much easier 
for the white people 
in the group to say T 
don't want to deal 
with it on that level, 
1 don’t want to be 
involved with a 
struggle which is 
dangerous" . because. 
we can get away 
from that, hide away 
and no one is going 
to come pounding on 
us right away. 

For the lesbian 





and gay mem- 
bers, for the peo- 
ple of colour in 
the group, it’s 
like... Swell that’s 
all very fine for 
the straight white 
males in the 
group, but the 
rest of the people 
have to deal with 
this whether we 
like it or not, I's 
right in our faces. 

In that sense 
it’s interesting. 
People have had 
to deal with the issue of 
privilege and in some 
cases have had to deal 
with giving up some 
degree of privilege, 
because suddenly they 
can't walk around the 
streets safely, because 
they are targeted, they're 
known and they are get- 
ting beaten up. 
Abacaxi: As anti-racist 
activists? 
Bill: As anti-racist 
activists. 
Abacaxi: What was the 
‘Anti-Racist Rally on July 
28th about? 
Bill: There were 2000 
anti-racist demonstrators. 
We didn't initiate any 
kind of violence. Ir 
showed the broad com- 
munity outrage about the 
beatings that have been 
happening and show peo- 
ple, that they can come 
out and stand together. . 
Abacaxi: Any closing 
thoughts? 
Bill: A lot of groups have 
been focusing on the 
broader struggle of fight- 
ing institutional racism, 
because that really is a 
much bigger, much more 
‘complex struggle at the 
moment. 

On our end we've tried 


to organize enough peo- 
ple so that we have 


enough strength to deal 
with a specific problem. I 
think the main thing 

that you have to make 
sure that you have. 
enough power collectively 











to solve problems. You 

can only do that by being 

organized, by using tac- 

tics that work, and by 

building up on small vic- 

tories. ` 


For instance, although 
the neo-neo-nazis are an 
extreme threat right now 
to people...all the attacks 
they have been doing in 
the last few months, in 
comparison to the sys- 
temic racism that exists, 
are a small part of the 
problem. They are very 
immediate, but they are 
not the whole ball game. 

One of the things I see. 
happening is that every 
victory that we have. 
against groups like The 
Heritage Front tends to 
build up power on the 
anti-racists movements 
side and enables you to 
tackle bigger problems as 
you go along. You have 
to be able to have victo- 
ries and be able to show 
that you able of 
‘exercing that power. ARA 
is a step towards that.

Their members and supporters are young, 
their look is alternative, and their attitude is 
tough. They are the Anti-Racist Action (ARA) — 
a fast growing, direct-action group which cap- 
tured the city’s attention last January when 
they took on white supremacists the Heritage 
Front as well as horseback riding Metro cops. 

Many ARA members are the poster children 
for the ‘grunge look’, others could easily be 
mistaken for skinheads, except for the "racism 
is war” slogans on their studded leather jackets, 
Nose rings and tattoos are plentiful, and Doc 
Martins are seemingly essential, 

Mast members are new to the field of activ 
ism, but some have experience working for 
other groups and causes. 

“Ws a really good mix of experience and 
enthusiasm,” says Kevin (pseudonym), an ARA 
spokesperson. “We have a lot of energy, and 

ups like us seem to be growing faster than the 
neos Nazis." 

Kevin explains the appeal for young people 

For high school students, racism is not 
abstract, ils very real, There was a real need to 
jet them involved,” he says. 

But students aren't just members, they are 


















encouraged to take the initiative. ARA actively 
recruits students who want (o start chapters in 
their own schools. High schools are targeted for 
posters and news of rallies. And it seems to be. 
working. Last Friday's ARA rally in front of the 
Ministry of Education demanding the 
decertilication of Missisauga teacher Paul 
Fromm, was organized by students. (see news 
story pg. 9) 

Although he says he keeps his views out ofthe. 
classroom, Fromm contributes to a white. 
supremacist newsletter and has been meetings 
of white supremacist group the Western Guard. 

Also present at the rally were several other 
groups showing their support for the cause, 
including the Lesbian Youth Peer Support (LYPS), 
and the Trotskyist League of Canada. Several 
teachers were also in the crowd, and one, 
Michael Kuttner, spoke at the rally. 

Kutinerteaches at Toronto's Contact School, 
an alternative high school. He supports the 
students! work in the ARA, especially their 
campaign against Paul Fromm. 

“Lam enraged at the thought that some of his 
pinions might rub off on students. | don’t 
relieve that we can take a civil liberties stance 


on this issue. Why guarantee the freedom of 
speech of a group who would wipe out every- 
one else's freedom of speech? | don't think 
that you can separate what a teacher does 
‘outside and inside the classroom. He carries his 
position with him whether he teaches itor not,” 
says Kuttner. 

The more than 200 strong crowd was mostly 
made up of young students. Their ages ranged 
from 14 to about 22, and most had heard about 
the rally from friends who were members of the 
ARA, or from the flyers distributed around their 
schools. 

Despite the amount of publicity they have 
gotten in the last few months, ARA isa relatively 
new g 

Nbe that the 
Heritage Front was staging a march on the 
courthouse to defend their hotline (now under a 
Canadian Human Rights Commission injunc- 
tion to stop taping hate messages), the initial 
organizers of ARA quickly got on the phone 10 

ize a counter protest. With only 48 hours 
notice, they gathered 100 people. Realizingthat 
there seemed to be need for thiskind of coníron. 
tational action, ARA was formed. 
n short amount of time, their meetings 
began attracting 60 or 70 people regularly. At 
the meetings, all decisions are put to a general 
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vote, and there is no central leader. Subcommit- 
tees are organized to tackle specific issues, and 
there is a group elected to make emergency 
decisions. 

Since the Heritage Front was targeting Met- 
to's high schools in its leafletting, postering 
and recruiting drives, the ARA focused their 
attention on schools as well. 

Not every one at the rally agreed with the 
ARA's position on Fromm. Many of the stu. 
dents attending were uncertain of the details 
about Paul Fromm. Several also thought that 
firing him was not the only option. 

"Idon'tthinkthat students should betaught 
racism in the school, but if he's not actually 
spewing hate in the classroom, is it really fair to 
fire him?” asked one 14 year old student. 

Another agreed, but thought that an opposing 
Point of view should be given. 

“1 know that he's been linked to neo-nazi 
groups, but unless he's teaching racism in the 
classroom, I'm not sure to what extent ateach- 
er's private life should affect his career. Maybe 
the board should just make sure that his students 
are hearing the other side,” said the 15 year old. 

Whether or not they believed in the specific

goal ofthe rally, most ofthe participants said the 
rally itself would be beneficial. 

“Even if | don’t believe that Fromm should 
lose his job, | do believe in what they (the ARA) 
are doing. I'm here to show my support for 
their organization,” said another student. 

Several students, however, said thatthey were 
not members of the ARA because their school's. 
administration would not allow them to form a 
chapter. One group of students from Northern 
and Jarvis High School said that their principal 
would not allow the ARA to organize at their 
school because the administration did not ap- 
prove of its tactics. 

Evidence of those tactics was visible at the 
rally. The protestors carried signs with slogans 
such as “Hunt the Nazi Front”, “Crawl back 
to where you came Fromm” and “Run Nazi 
Chicken Shits”. Duringthemarch, they shouted 
things like “Paul Fromm Nazi scum, students 
say your time has come” and "Paul Fromm is 
a Nazileech, why should we pay himtoteach”. 

Many of the younger students were not pre- 
pared for the ARA's warnings about arrests 
(cards with a lawyer's number were passed 
oul). The crowd was admonished to stay in 





groups of at least four, and to link together, 
“just in case’. 

“Are we going to be arrested?” asked one 
youns student. *I wouldn't have come if | 

new we would go to jail’. 

The ARA's tactics while not violent, are 
based on confrontation. 

In November, when the Heritage Front hosted 
à meeting which included several prominent 
neo-Nazi figures, the ARA discovered their 
meeting place and pelted the hall with eggs. 
Their slogan is "On the Prowl”, and their 
pamphlet features a tiger attacking a swastika, 

"They (the Heritage Front) are publicly vio 
lent, and we have to confront them,” says Kevin 
defending the group’s tactics. 

The large police presence at Friday's rally 
was a reminder for ARA members of the now 
famous Jan. 25 incident in front of the Ontario 
Supreme Court House, during which police 
rushed the activists after they refused to let the 
Heritage Front past them to the main doors. The 
police led the Front through the protestors, and 
there were several injuries 

Not everyone in the anti-racism camp, how. 
ever, agrees with the ARA's tactics, including 
Robert Funk, Communications Director for the 
League for Human Rights, (B'nai Brith). 

“There is a place for demonstration, but it 
certainly shouldn't incite anyone to violence. 
We know that it’s frustrating to work through 
legal routes when the other side is breaking the 
rules butsometimesresülataketime, Wep afet 
to try and change things through legal chan- 
nels,” says Funk. 

Funk emphasizes B'nai Brith is not against 
the ARA. 

“We do commend their commitment. 1 
don't believe that they could undermine our 
work. We can't worry about how actions are 
interpreted by people like the Heritage Front.” 

The ARA agrees that there is no real tension 
between the two groups. 

“We like to work in conjunction with other 
groups, but we ry to make sue that there is no 
Overlap" said Ke

In its flyers, ARA describes 
itself as an “open group" commit- 
ted to a "multi-racial, multi 
cultural, sexually diverse, liberated 
and fun society.” It's not a gay/ 
lesbian group, but it does have its 
say/lesbian/queer members. It's 
also a youth oriented organization 
with many members in their teens. 
Unlike many other activist groups 
in the city that make it difficult for 
anyone younger than twenty to get 
involved, ARA specifically recruits 
teenagers, 

The queer women I spoke with 
who are, or have been, involved in 
ARA, all spoke of the same initial 
attraction to ARA, ‘Susan’ attend- 
ed a few ARA general meetings 
because she liked the idea of a 
multhissued group, a group that 


would fight not just against homo- 
phobia but also against anti- 

Semitism, and racist organizations, 
‘And Susan liked the idea that ARA 
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our ‘multicultural society. We do 
need to go after the ‘Heritage 
Fronts,” but, in the process, we 
can't forget the fact that racism 
and homophobia come in less 
blatant forms. Most of the homo- 
phobic incidents I've experienced 
haven't come from Heritage Front 
members, they ve come from 
friends, family, and anonymous 
assholes on the strest, 

Of course, every mainly-white, 
anti-racist organization also has 
the responsibility to think about 
internalized racism among its 
members. ARA is predominantly 
white and that is not necessarily 
a horrible thing — white people 
need to fight racism for the same 
reasons that men need to fight 
sexism. ARA organizers also need 
to remind themselves that, although 
their members knowingly risk 





operated as a direct-action group. 
As a Jewish lesbian she wanted to 
do something about the hate she 
feels around her. 

‘Adrienne’ became involved in 
ARA in the fall of 92 and she cites 
ARA's broad and inclusive goals as 
her reasons for joining. To her. 
ARA looked like the perfect alter- 
native to many of the other all-talk. 
no action anti-racist organizations 
in the ci 

"Molly." a member of ARA’s 
media crew and a lesbian, says that 
it's not surprising that lesbians, 
gays, and bisexuals would be drawn 
to the ARA. She reminds us that 
non-heterosexuals have always 
fought for human rights and against 
fascism because it's in their self. 
interest, ‘Susan’ would agree with 
hez — one of ARA’s potential 
strengths, ‘Susan’ suggests, is that 
because it's not a specifically 
lesbian/gay organization it may be 
safer to its queer members to fight 
homophobia from within the ARA. 
She wonders whether she would 
feel as safe attending an anti 
Heritage Front rally if she knew all 
the protesters would be queer. Fags 
and dykes are still thought of as a 
bunch of pansies and ugly women 
regardless of how short our hair is 
and how big our boots! 

‘That the ARA is not a queer 
organization is clear. “Melly” des- 
cribes the gay/lesbian/queer mem- 
bership as ‘vocal’ while others have 
asserted that most of ARA’s ‘queer’ 
members identify as bisexual, 
largely for political reasons, mean- 
ing that most of the sexual relation- 
ships in this small and incestuous 














group are heterosexual. One person 
T spoke with said that "If you're 
not sharing an apartment or sleep- 
ing with another ARA member, 
you're no one in the ARA." 

ARA is committed to a sexually 
diverse society but thus far it hasn't 
put into effect any internal educa- 
tion programs to ensure that all its 
members are lesbian/gay positive 
and that they understand what

The June 11th demo came 
shortly after Toronto’s Tamil com. 
munity had suffered two racist 
attacks leaving one man dead and 
another paralyzed. The demonstra- 
tion may have helped to show 
white-supremacists that these 
attacks will not be suffered in 
silence, but it may also have in- 
creased the likelihood of Tamils 
and other visible minorities in 
Toronto of becoming targets for 
retaliation.

THE SWASTIKA 
Jan. 30, 1933 — Adolf Hitler assümes 
power in Germany. The German flag 
is soon adomed with the Nazi party 
symbol, the swastika. 

July — Residents of Toronto's 
Beaches area begin expressing "con- 
cer” about Kew Gardens, located east 
of Woodbine, running south from 
Queen to the lake. The Beaches are 
vacation spots for Toronto's urban- 
poor Jewish community (centred at 
College and Spadina), Unable to afford 
Muskoka cottages, they regularly trek 
10 the Beaches, packing the place on 
weekends, bringing with them East 
European habits, language and foods, 

Some residents appeal to the city 
Toca "Gentiles Only” sign for Kew. 
They don't get it 
Swastika Club" local No.5 is 
formed, claiming 40 members. The 
Clubs stated aim is to exclude from 
the Beaches "all obnoxious and unde- 
sirable elements." They insist this 
doesn't necessarily mean Jews.

dished out to both sides, but, in the 
end, the Jewish boys take the banner 
from the Pit Gang, tearing it to shreds. 

Injuries will never be accurately 
tallied because most combatants tend _ 
their wounds at home or visit neigh- 
borhood doctors. Those that do end up. 
at Toronto Western Hospital give false 
names and addresses. 

While incidents erupt all over the 
park, most people merely stand on the 
edge of the "soupbowl," watching the 
events below — Romans looking 
down upon gladiators in the ring. 

The police are nowhere to be. 
found. The few officers in atiendance 
at the game are completely over- + 
whelmed. Their requests for reinforce- 
‘ments take an hour to fill. 


THE REINFORCEMENTS:

They 
‘want reinforcements, because they're 
getting the shit knocked out [of] them,” 
he recounted.

He went over and took this guy s 
hand and lifted it until his arm broke and 
the guy keeled over ... He fainted. So 
dad just took him, dragged him to the 
door, pushed him out the door. closed 
the door, and went back and sat down. 

‘The police finally arrive and vor 
don off the area. The main fighting 
dies down, but isolated incidents con. 
tinue as late as 2:30 a.m,

THE PARALLELS 

There are sociological parallels between 
June 11, 1993, and August 16, 1933: 
lingering economic gloom, very visible 
immigrant communities, a failure of the 
"law" to act, a global surge of racism. 

The most amusing coincidence is 
that during each event Toronto police 
‘stood usclessly around Allan Gardens 
— Carlton and Sherbourne — while the 
action unfolded elsewhere. In 1993, they 
were at Allan Gardens, anticipating 
ARA would target racist-publisher Ernst 
Zundel's nearby home; in 1933, they 
‘monitored a ally of tbe Cooperative 
Commonwealth Federanon, which. 
would later become the NDP. 

The most striking similarity is that 
authorities and the news media demand 
these kids — Jewish or ARA — "tum. 
the other cheek.” Its counsel consists of 
"faith in government" platitudes. 

But why should they appeal to the 
very institutions that routinely hassle 
them? The Action dares the Front 10 
reciprocate, to retaliate — and the Front 
desperately wants to, But Front leader 
Wolfgang Droege understands the trap 
‘and tries to cool out his people. He real- 
izes the city is just waiting for him 10 
make a move so it can pounce and close 
him down — not necessarily because o! 
moral principle, but because the city 
doesn't like two vehemently antagonis- 
tic, semi-militant groups co-existing. SO 
Front members stew impotently. 

Days before the Christie Pits riot, 
Edmund Scheuer, a prominent Jewish 
community leader, said in The Star, 
“My personal advice to the young 
Jewish people is to remain calm. to 
Avoid any kind of provocation, and 
most important of all to refrain from 
taking the law into their own hands. 
Our Canadian laws — Thank God! — 
are just, our police excellent and well 
able to protect any class of citizens 
from being molested by hoodlums.” 

‘Scheuer was wrong. The police did 
mot protect. the laws were irrelevant. Dis 
‘obedient action resulted in the dssolutio 
of the Swastika Club and the demise of 
‘the Pit Gang's rooftop art escapades.

“Pop music, which was once a music of rebellion, has been co-opted by the 
marketing people, so I'm not certain that this notion of it being a taboo thing 
exists any more," Gordon says. 

Hate rock isn't art, she says. “It’s another marketing device. If you want to 
sell your beer to 18-to-24-year-old men, you sponsor a rock tour, and this is just 
another vehicle for selling hate propaganda. This shouldn't be confused with 
artists doing legitimate protest music, such as rallying cries for the oppressed.

Resistance Records is the of 23-year-old skinhead George Burdi: 


Known as Reverend Eric Hawthorne to his followers, Burdi is also head of the 


‘Toronto branch of the militant white group 
Church of the Creator and lead singer of the “racialist 
rock” band ReHoWa (en acronym for Racial Holy 


Wan). 

“Music is the ultimate form of bringing a message 
to the masses,” Burdi says. “Youth seek role models 
through musicians. They say, ‘Wow, I love this band 
and if this is the opinion of the band, then it is my 
opinion too. " The label, North America's first to trade 
exclusively in hate rock, was started last spring with 
$50,000 in seed money and a Detroit box office num- 

. From there, tapes from the label's eight bands are 
shipped to Canadian destinations. 

Bands with names such as Nordic Thunder, Ag- 
sravated Assault, Aryan and the Voice have all been 
signed to Burdi's label. "The market's phenomenal," 
he says, "We have a monopoly on it and irs virtually 
untapped.” 

Burdi says the label's Detrot address allows Re- 
sistance Records to dodge Canada's strict laws and ` 
take advantage of America's more liberal rights to free 
speech,

In recent years, obscenity laws were used in both the U.S, and Canada to 
crack down on recordings considered objectionable. Three years ago, an album 
by Miami rappers 2 Live Crew called As Nasty as They Wanna Be was found to be 
obscene by a US, federal court judge. 

‘Though it would be a stretch to label race rock as obscene, minority rights 
advocates say that Canada's hate laws should be used to crack down on white 
supremacist bands. 

Bernie Farber of the Canadian Jewish Congress says he resents suggestions 
that banning albums by hate groups is an attack on free speech. “Canada is not 
the United States, We happen to have laws dealing with forms of speech and it is 
A law that has finely balanced our sacred right to free speech with the rights of 
minorities not to be harmed or vilified.” 


Gordon agrees. “These groups are selling hatred so it should fall under the 
laws dealing with hate propaganda; it's not music.” 

American jazz writer Nat Hentoff says he can see in curbing free 
speech rights, “There is no legitimate rationale for pins Once you start 
saying what speech is okay and what is not you're setting up a chilling effect." 

















Hentoff says hatemongers must be countered in open forums rather then 
driven underground, "I would rather have the kind of society where es rev, as 
wrong, as hateful as that kind of speech is, you rebut it. The Canadian Jewish 
Congress have access to forums, why come down and prosecute speech when you 
can rebut it." 

‘Songs with titles such as “Coon Hunt," “Race Riot” and "White Revolution" 
will certainly never zoom to the top of the mainstream charts. Nevertheless, 
Farber says, racial rock poses a very real threat.

I invite them to, if they did ban an album, everyone 
would want to have it, and it would spread like wildfire 
in the underground. 

“Music is fed on controversy. Ignore us and we 
get huge because we can develop unhindered. Attack 
us and we get huge because you create controversy 
and the youth want to hear us. Either way, we win.” 

He points to sales of an album by U.S. rapper Ice-T that included a song 
called “Cop Killer.” The album shot to the top of the charts when community 
groups demanded it be banned. 

Bobek agrees that young people will seek out music that has been driven 
underground. But he sees only a very small market for racialist music. "I don't 
think you can legislate this away. The best thing the authorities can do is show 
young people how wrong this is.” Racial rock is big in Europe. Two labels, 
Rock-O-Rama and Rebelles Europeens, have bands that regularly crack the Top 
10 in Germany. RaHoWa, which was signed to Rebelles Europeens, jumped labels 
in the spring. But Burdi said his band along with several others on Resistance 
Records will be distributed by the French company in Europe, 

Other European skin-head groups such as No Remorse (which played in 
Ottawa several years ago), Skrewdriver, Brutal Attack and Skullhead, draw 
crowds in the thousands at their concerts in Britain, Burdi says. 

Bound for Glory, a racial rock band from Minnesota, sold mote than 20,000 
copies of its last album through the mails. “That's pretty big for a band with a 
European label, for a record that can't be put on record store shelves," he says. 

"You have to also remember that there's probably 10 copies dubbed for every 
copy sold, especially because of its lack of avail So 20,000 copies is just the 
tip of an iceberg. It could be more like 200,000.

The Supreme Court acquits Ernst Zundel 


fter nine years, two trials, four ap- 
peals and millions of dollars in legal 
costs, there are still no clear victors 
in the bitterly contested case of 
Toronto publisher Ernst Zundel. Ruling on an 
appeal by Zundel, the Supreme Court of Cana- 
da last week struck down his 1988 conviction 
for knowingly spreading false news about the 
Holocaust, In a 4-3 decision, the court found 
that section 181 of the Criminal Code, which 


ruling on the case, the content of the communi- 
cation under consideration—that is, Zundel's 
Holocaust fraud claims—was not relevant. She 
said that the Charter’s free-speech provision 
included protection of minority beliefs which 
the majority (of society) regards as wrong or 
false. Added McLachlin, “The view of the 
majority has no need of constitutional protec- 
tion; it is tolerated in any event.” 

It remained unclear last week whether the

Zundel had been convicted twice under the 
false-news law. The first time was in Toronto 
in 1985, when he was sentenced to 15 months 
in jail for publishing a pamphlet which claimed 
that the Holocaust was a myth perpetrated by 
an international Jewish conspiracy. The Ontar- 
io Court of Appeal overturned that conviction, 
but ordered a new trial on the grounds that the 
judge had made mistakes. Convicted again in 
May, 1988, and sentenced to nine months in 
jail, Zundel went free on $10,000 bail while 
appealing his case to the Ontario Court of 
Appeal. 


Last week, Christie said that he hoped to 
soon be back in Ottawa arguing before the 
Supreme Court on behalf of another client who 
claims that the Holocaust did not happen; 
James Keegstra, a former school teacher and 
onetime mayor of Eckville, a small farming 

community in central Alberta. In 
1985, Keegstra, who taught students 
that the Holocaust was a Jewish hoax, 
was convicted in Red Deer, under the 
Criminal Code's: prohibition of pro- 
moting hatred against an identifiable 
group. The Alberta Court of Appeal 
overturned the conviction, but it was 
reinstated by the Supreme Court, 
which held that the section was a 
Justifiable limitation on Canadians’ 
right to free speech. The Alberta 
Court of Appeal then ordered a new 
trial, partly on the ground that pre- 
trial publicity had prejudiced Keeg- 
stra’s first trial, In July, the Alberta 
Court of Queen’s Bench again convict- 
ed Keegstra of the same offence. Now 
Christie is waiting to see if the Su- 
preme Court will hear another appeal, 
on grounds that Christie said may 
include incorrect directions to the jury 
by the trial judge, and the constitution- 
ality of section 319, 
Ultimately, Ottawa may have to 
enact new legislation to control the 
dissemination of some kinds of hate

prohibits the spreading of false news, is uncon- 
stitutional because it is an unjustifiable limit on 
the right to freedom of expression contained in 
the Charter of Rights and Freedoms. A few 
hours after the ruling, Zundel, 53, was pro- 
claiming that historical accounts of the Holo- 
caust, in which an estimated six million Jews 
died at the hands of Germany's Second World 
War Nazi rulers, were a hoax perpetrated by a 
Jewish conspiracy. In response, the Canadian 
Jewish Congress called on Ontario Attorney 
General Howard Hampton to charge Zundel 
under section 319 of the Code, which prohibits 
spreading hate against identifiable groups. 
Writing the court’s majority decision, Mad- 
am Justice Beverley McLachlin noted that, in 


German-born Zundel, who came to Canada in 
1958, would face new charges. The Supreme 
Court judgment noted that another section of 
the Criminal Code, prohibiting the promotion 
of hatred against an identifiable group, could 
combat hate propaganda more fairly and effec- 
tively. In 1983, Holocaust survivor Sabina 
Citron asked then-Attorney General Roy 
McMurtry to charge Zundel under the anti- 
hate section. When he refused, apparently 
because he was not convinced that his depart- 
ment could win, she laid a private complaint 
under the false news section. (The anti-hate 
section does not provide for private charges.) 
The attorney general then decided to let the 
prosecution proceed. For his part, Douglas 


tion of the Code” to deal with cases 
like Zundel's. Added Hampton; “We don't yet 
know if that is possible.” For his part, Alan 
Borovoy, Toronto-based general counsel for 
the Canadian Civil Liberties Association, said 
that he agreed with the Supreme Court's deci 
sion because the law posed a threat to legiti- 
mate forms of free speech, But he said that no 


one should interpret the court’s decision as 
“vindicating the malevolent obscenities of a 
creep like Zundel.” In the end, the Zundel 
ruling pointed to lawmakers’ unresolved dilem- 
ma: how to guarantee freedom of expression 
while protecting groups of citizens from the 
slurs of their opponents.

Ernst Zundel is back in action—and on TV 


t has the look of a latter-day Bavarian 
Wrought-iron grills cover the 
ideo monitors peer down from 

the roof; a heavy metal trap door, painted 
bright red, leads into the basement. Visitors 
permitted access to Ernst Zundel's bunker on 
an otherwise nondescript downtown Toronto 
street pass first into a waiting area, stacked 
with posters—'Achtung—the thought police is 
coming!” Inside the second door 
sits a row of video terminals moni- 
toring the building. In one room is 
a stamp machine where Zundel 
has rung up $188,000 worth of 
postal charges sending pamphlets 
and newsletters around the world, 
In another room are bookshelves 
stacked floor to ceiling with files— 
Zundel's arsenal in his campaign 
to disprove the Holocaust. And 
leaning against a wall is a large 
wooden cross that Zundel once 
carried on his way to court to face 
charges of knowingly spreading 
a jews. "That's the best thing I 
ys a smiling Zundel. "It's 
amazing. It made the front pages 
of seven Canadian newspapers." 

A year after the Supreme 
Court of Canada struck down a 
section of the Criminal Code that 
prohibited the publication of 
false news and so overturned 
Zundel's conviction, the 54-year- 
old German-born publisher is 
back in action—and outraging 
his critics. He has published a 
567-page condensation of evi- 
dence presented at his trial, in- 
cluding the pamphlet that pro- 
voked the initial charges against 
him, Did Six Million Really Die? 
And he has started shortwave ra- 
dio programs broadcast from the 



























Section 319 (2) of the Criminal Code which 
prohibits the wilful promotion of hatred—the 
law, they say, under which Zundel should 
have been charged the first time around.

Cole also points to a swimming pool that he 
claims was “clearly an area for the inmates" 
enjoyment.” 

Bernie Farber, national director of comme- 
nity relations for the Canadian Jewish 
Congress, says that Cole's allegations are typ- 
ical of Holocaust deniers who use 2 grain of 
truth (most of the original gas chambers at 
Auschwitz were obliterated after the war and 
recreated by Polish authorities) “and build a 
lie around it.” Added Farber: “Holocaust de- 
nial is the cutting edge of modern-day anti- 
Semitism. We believe it falls squarely within 
the definition of hate propaganda.” While not 
mentioning Zundel specifically, Ontario 
Deputy Attorney General George Thomson 
said that if solid evidence is produced, the 
province will take action against hate crimes. 
And although Zundel's shows are transmitted 
from the United States, Mark 
Sandler, senior legal counsel to 
the League for Human Rights, 
says that they could well be sub- 
ject to Canadian hate laws. Said 
Sandler: “There may be a Cana- 
dian linkage through the fact 
that the shows are either pro- 
duced or filmed here.” 

In an interview in the base- 
ment of his home, Zundel said 
that some of the TV programs are 
indeed filmed in Toronto. But he 
defended his right to broadcast 
“I am not hateful,” insisted 
Zundel, surrounded by posters of 
German soldiers and a framed 
picture of Adolf Hitler. And al- 
though he reiterated his claim— 
widely and irrefutably de- 
bunked—that there were no Nazi 
gas chambers or death camps, 
he argued that “Holocaust denial 
is not anti-Semitism—it's ques- 
tioning a historical event.” 

Metro Toronto police would 
not say last week whether Zundel

In his first TV show, aired on June 20, 
Zundel said that he intended to change the

And he promised to provide 
a “revisionist” perspective on the Second 
World War. In fact, a program that aired July 
25 showed Zundel visiting the Auschwitz 
death camp with a man he identifies as 
David Cole, “a young Jew from the United 
States.” On the video, Cole claims that build- 
ings at Auschwitz were renovated after liber- 
ation to make them look like gas chambers.

Those rules may yet change, Federal and 
provincial justice officials will deal with 
hate-crime issues at a meeting in the fall. 
Paul Saint-Denis, a senior counsel in the 
federal justice department, said that public 
concern, and the Supreme Court decision 
that led to the overturning of Zundel’s con- 
viction, may lead to the broadening of the 
law. Said Saint-Denis: “We want to examine 
what needs to be done to control these 
types of people.” In the meantime, the 
Zundel show goes on.

Extremist groups have found a nic!

show host Rush Limbaugh. They 

have obviously never run across Dr. 
Herbert Poinsett. A square-jawed, balding 
former chiropractor, Poinsett is host of a 
program based in Tampa, Florida, 
that is seen across the U.S, With 
Nazi and Confederate flags as back- 
drop, he rails against everything 
from the Jewish-controlled media to 
"black bucks" taking over Ameri- 
ca's cities. A typical Poinsett point: 
serial killers are mostly white be- 
cause “blacks don't have the brains 
to be serial killers,” 

Nor are fans of TV hosts Oprah 
and Geraldo likely to be prepared for 
"Ta-Har, a self-described high priest 
of the Black Israelites. He too has a 
talk show, /ts Time to Wake Up, 
which airs every other Friday night 
in New. York's Westchester Coun- 
ty. But his tactics are, shall we say, 
more direct. On one show he wield- 
ed a baseball bat and delivered a 
prophecy: “We're going to be beating the 
hell out of you white people . . . We're going 
to take your little children and dash them 
against the stones." 

Poinsett and Ta-Har represent 
the lunatic fringe of the American 
talk-show spectrum. But they are 
far from lonely voices, White su- 
premacists, neo-Nazis and other 
extremists have found a comfort- 
able, if not quite welcoming, home 
on cable's public-access channels 
in the U.S. In 1991 the Anti-Defa- 
mation League counted 57 different 
"hate shows" across the country. 
The audience for these crudely pro- 
duced and crudely reasoned pro- 

: grams is relatively tiny. But the vir- 
ulence of their message has roused 
protests from New York City to Po- 
catello, Idaho, and launched a clas- 
Sic battle between community stan- 
dards and the U.S. Constitution's 
First Amendment rights. 

A rundown of the hottest shows on the 
hate-TV circuit: 

»Race and Reason, anchored by Tom 
Metzger, head of the White Aryan Resis- 
tance, is the godfather of these programs. 
Produced in Southern California, the nine- 
Year-old show is seen in 49 markets, ac- 
cording to Metzger. The no-frills talk for- 
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mat provides a forum for Metzger's white- 
supremacist views, as well as those of 
guests like Marty Cox of the skinhead band 
Extreme Hatred, who snarled in one re- 
cently taped show, “We're not gonna walk 
around the streets and let some nigger 
come and beat us up.” 

»Poinsett’s show, inspired by Metzger's 


and also called Race and Reason, is even 
more extreme. An unabashed neo-Nazi, 
Poinsett asserts that “America is becoming 
darker and dumber every day” and consid- 
ers Rudolf Hess and Adolf Hitler “the great- 
est white men who ever lived." When his 
show began running in New York City in 
January, viewer protests forced the pro- 
gram’s local sponsor to withdraw it. Poin-

“We don't 
use four-letter words, and there’s no holler- 
ing or yelling,” says Richard Barrett, 49, 
a New York-born lawyer who 
£ heads the right-wing Nationalist 
H Movement and is Airlink's pro- 
À ducer and host, There are, how- 
ever, plenty of approving words 
for neo-Nazi groups and whites 
whoarm themselves against vio- 
lent minorities, Barrett, who. Says 
his show airs in 60 markets, is 
the most litigious of the hate-TV 
crowd. He has sued the city of 
Houston over a $100 fee it 
charges to non-locally produced 
access programs, and is waging a 
legal battle in Boston over a string 
of roadblocks he claims the cable 
company bas put in his path, 

‘These hate shows are gener- 
ally protected by the First 
Amendment. In addition, the Ca- 
ble Communications Policy Act of 1984 re- 
quires that public-access channels be un- 
censored (except for obscenity) and 
available to all. Even Ta-Har's 
antiwhite tirades were not, in 
the viewoflawyers for TCI Cable 
of Westchester, inflammatory 
enough to outweigh his right to. 
free speech. Some municipal- 
ities have fought back by ban- 
ning non-locally produced 
shows on public-access channels 
or requiring that such shows 
have a local sponsor. 

In the end, however, most ca- 
ble and city officials simply grit 
their teeth and tolerate these 
programs—and often encourage 
opposing groups to produce 
their own shows in response. In 
a perverse way, hate programs 
can even draw a community to- 
gether. “Shows like these can 
trigger animosities, but they certainly do 
not cause them,” says Robert Purvis, ad- 
ministrative director of the National Insti- 
tute Against Prejudice and Violence. “Pub- 
ic access is potentially far more valuable in 
improving intergroup relations than it is in 
harming them.” —Reported by Paul Krueger/

The leader of the white supremacist 
Heritage Front will remain in custody 
until Monday after he was charged 
Thursday night with breaching the 
terms of his bail. 

Wolfgang Droege, 44, was charged 
after a bloody June 12 brawl on Col- 
lege St. between white supremacists 
and members of Anti-Racist Action. 

Five were arrested after the melee, 
which involved members of the Heri- 
tage Front and the Church of the Cre- 
ator. 

The College St. fight came just hours 
after a half dozen anti-racists in a 
crowd of 200 trashed the rented east- 
end home of Gary Schipper, who oper- 
ates the Heritage Front telephone hot- 
line, 

Droege was released June 19 on 
$15,000 bail on charges of aggravated 
assault and possession of a dangerous 
weapon, 

Droege had been ordered by Justice 
of the Peace Brian Hudson to refrain 
from associating with any members of 
the Heritage Front, the Church of the 
Creator or the London, Ont.-based 
Mountain Church led by neo-Nazi Alan 
Weiche. 

He was also ordered to not take part

membres. Jean-Yves Le Gallou, le maitre & penser de 
la plate-forme anti-imrnigration du FN, sera en effet

Le 22 septembre à Montréal, le Front national (FN) 
raciste et xénophobe de Jean-Marie Le Pen prévoit faire 
sa première apparence publique en Amérique du nord. 
Jean-Yves Le Gallou, un cadre dirigeant du Front na- 
tional, décrit par le Gazette de Montréal comme étant 
“la main droite” de Le Pen, est annoncé en tant 
qu'orateur invité. Les travailleurs et travailleuses et 
tous ceux menacés par la terreur fasciste (les femmes, 
les juifs, les asiatiques, les noirs, les gais et les lesbien- 
nes, les immigrés, les amérindiens et la gauche) doivent 
répondre à celte provocation par une contre-mobilisa- 
tion massive et militante. Le meilleur temps d'affronter 
les fascistes est maintenant, avant qu'ils peuvent 
croître. 

La réunion du FN est organisée par Roger Alacoque, 
le dirigeant du “Cercle national des Français résidant à 
l'étranger," un groupe local de partisans de Le Pen. Ala- 
coque se dit copain de Michel Larocque, le dirigeant 
québécois du Ku Klux Klan, dont les attaques violentes 
de ce dernier contre la jeunesse immigrée, les gais et la 
gauche sont notoires. Alacoque décrit Larocque comme 
un “bon garçon” et un “allié occasionnel,” mais, 
comme Le Pen, il aspire d'aller au-delà des limites de 
l'activité politique “Jumpen” et d'introduire sa plate- 
forme d'extréme droite au sein du discours politique 
bourgeois “respectable.” 

Alacoque est membre depuis 1984 du Parti Libéral 
du Québec gouvernant . Se servant de la plate-forme de 
l'association libérale du comté d'Orford, il décrit le 
Québec comme étant la "poubelle du Tiers Monde,” et 
fait appel pour des contróles plus serrés sur l'immigra- 
tion non-blanche. Le député Libéral local d'Alacoque, 
Robert Benoit, défend ouvertement ses partisans fas- 
cistes sous le prétexte que, "Le Parti Libéral a toujours 
été un vaste regroupement de points de vue différents" 
(Gazette, le 26 août 1993) 

Les autorités de la Communauté Urbaine de Mon- 
tréal (CUM), prennent une attitude bénigne semblable 
envers les fascistes, et ils ont ordonne les flics de 
protéger la réunion du 22 septembre. Entre-temps, les 
militants antiracistes, organisés dans la “Coalition con- 
tre la présence du Front national et la montée de l'ex- 
tréme droite" ont, d'aprés les rapports des journaux, 
lancé des appels à Michel Hamelin, le président de la 
CUM, d'interdire la tenue de la réunion de Le Gallou. 
Bien que l'appel aux autorités d'interdire l'assemblée 
du FN n'a pas été proprement dit soutenu par les grou- 
pes de gauche au sein de la coalition, aucun, à notre 
connaissance, l'a ouvertement désavoué. 

Faire appel aux autorités municipales d'interdire les 
fascistes peut paraître une tactique intelligente à 
quelques uns, mais compter sur l'État bourgeois 
démocratique crée des illusions dangereuses. L'État 
n’est pas neutre—il est l'outil des nos souverains capi-

talistes. Les interdictions politiques sont inévitable- 
ment utilisées bien plus agressivement contre les anti- 
fascistes et la gauche que contre la droite. Les droits et 
les libertés démocratiques sont chose merveilleuse, 
mais la fonction de l'État, et de ses voyous armés, est es- 
sentiellement de sauvegarder la propriété privée. 


Le fascisme: l'avant-garde 
de la réaction impérialiste 


La victoire de la contre-révolution capitaliste dans 
l'ancien bloc soviétique n'a produit ni les libertés 
démocratiques ni les avantages économiques que les 
propagandistes capitalistes avaient promis. Au con- 
traire, les niveaux de vie ont chuté et il y a eu une explo- 
sion d'ethnocide, de xénophobie et de tout genre de 
réaction sociale. Enhardie par le triomphe de l'impéri- 
alisme, l'extrême droite monte partout en Europe. Dans 
un pays après l'autre, les terroristes fascistes lancent 
des attaques meurtriéres contre les travailleurs et les 
travailleuses immigrés, les minorités ethniques, les gais 
et la gauche, tandis que les autorités étatiques et 
policières observent tout ceci tranquillement et com- 
plaisamment. " SE 

Lorsque i'Union soviétique existait, les capitalistes 
avaient trouvé avantageux d'offrir un "filet" de sécu- 
rité sociale à quelques uns des victimes de leur écono- 
mie commandée par le soif de profit. Aujourd'hui, avec 
la “menace communiste" vaincue et la classe ouvrière 
qui batte une retraite, ces programmes sont systéma- 
tiquement démantelés tandis que les rangs des sans- 
abri et des chómeurs gonflent. Le patronat attaque 
agressivement les salaires et les conditions de travail 
des ouvriers, tandis que les luttes ouvrières, de mi- 
norités ethniques et/ou raciales, d'immigrés et de 
chómeurs rencontrent de plus en plus de répression.

Au lieu de s'organiser afin de balayer les fascistes 
des rues de Montréal, les nationalistes qui dirigent le 
puissant mouvement syndical au Québec ont aidé à 
créer un climat politique dans lequel les groupes fas- 
cistes peuvent croître. Les faux dirigeants syndicaux 
sont tout à fait disposés à s'unir avec les xénophobes et 
les démagogues d’un “Québec français” à la défense de 
la langue française supposément “menacé” par les im- 
migrés. Les partisans de Le Pen cherchent consciem- 
ment à recruter les ultra-nationalistes francophones 
dans le but de créer une bande de voyous et un cadre 
de briseurs de grève aguerris qui sera lâché finalement 
contre le mouvement ouvrier organisé.

‘The National Front is the first fascist or- 
ganization to gain a mass following in the 
Western world since Hitler's Nazis inthe 1930s

In each coun- 
try, socialists and antkracists mobilized 
large demonstrations which prevented Le 
Pen from spreading hie racist filth. We can 
turn him back here. 

And it is vitally important that he be turned 
back. The fascists in Quebec and English 
‘Canada remain small minority, But even 
‘though tiny, in both Montreal and Toronto the 
number of beatings and murders of people of 
colour and of lesbians and gay men has been on 
the rise. In both cities, many of these attacks 
have been attributed to the far right. 

For these reasons, the International Social- 
ists have thrown all our resources into building 
the Montreal demonstration. Our branch in the 
city has been involved in the coalition from the 
‘outset. Branches in Toronto, Ottawa and King- 
‘ston Ontario have booked buses for the demon- 
stration to bring people in from Ontario for the 
day. And our sister organization in the United 
States has sent people from branches on the 
eastern seaboard to demonstrate their solidar- 
ity with anti-racists in Montreal. 

We do this because we are anti-fascist.

as metropolis conference gets under way

The fourth international conven- 
tion of the Association Mondiale des 
Grandes Métropoles got under way 
yesterday with speeches, a parade of 
Children calling for a greener planet 
and more than 750 delegates from 
126 cities preparing to tackle prob- 
lems ranging from community 
policing to job creation to land use. 

But last night, every camera lens, 
notepad and "microphone was 
pointed in the direction of Jean- 
Yves Le Gallou, a municipal politi- 
cian from the region of Paris who 
belongs to a political party that be- 
lieves immigrants should go back 
where they came from. 

Outside, about 200 anti-racist ac- 
tivists picketed the Palais des Con- 
grés to protest against the presence 
there of Le Gallou and two other 
politicians from the right-wing 
Front National Party in France. 

Chanting slogans and waving 
placards, the generally cheerful 
crowd denounced the presence at 
an international urban-issues con- 
ference of Le Gallou, Pascal Del. 
mas and Jacques Doré, all of whom 
hold municipal office in France. 

“This is all a bit of a surprise,” 
said Le Gallou, a member of Paris's 
municipal regional council and 
right-hand man to Jean-Marie Le 
Pen, head of the Front National. 

“I attended the two earlier con- 
ventions in Mexico and in Mel. 
bourne and it didn’t excite as much 
comment . . . if we're here it’s be- 
cause French voters wanted it and 
theonly law we recognize is the law 
of democracy. 

"And that's why I'm a little sur- 
prised by the protests that have oc- 
curred because democracy is com-

prised of two things — universal suf- 
frage and freedom of expression, 
and freedom of expression is not 
necessarily only those things we 
agree with." 

The protests referred to by Le 
Gallou included the demonstration 
outside the hall, a decision by the 
city of Montreal to bar him from a 
posh reception today and - perhaps 
-acomment made during an open- 
ing ceremony speech delivered by 
Montreal cxecutive-committee 
chairman Léa Cousineau. 

Referring to this city's French 
and British heritage, Cousineau 
told her audience that "by it's very 
foundation, Montreal is, essential- 
ly, acity of immigration. 

“Cosmopolitanism has made 
Montreal Canada’s most dynamic 
cultural centre.” 








Thériault of the Canadi- 
an Centre on Racism and Preju- 
dice, which helped organize the 
demonstration outside the conven- 
tion centre, boasted that it had 
drawn endorsements from 76 orga- 
nizations. He promised last night's 
event would be only a prelude to a 
much larger one tonight. 

“We never expected 76 groups to 
come forward with their support," 
Thériault said as protesters chanted 
around him. “I think this is a clear 
demonstration that the issue of 
racism is very close to the hearts of 
Montrealers.” 

However, several experienced 
anti-racism leaders were sharply 
critical of the protest leaders’ tac- 
tics, warning that making an issue 
‘out of the extreme rightists could 
end up giving them the attention 
they crave — and perhaps inadver- 
tently attract some local supporters 
to their racist cause. 

‘The warning came in a statement 
issued this week by Jack Jedwab of 
the Canadian Jewish Congress, 
Dan Philip of the Black Coalition 
of Quebec and Fatima Houda- 
Pepin of the Centre Maghrébin de 
Recherche ct d'Information. 

In an interview, Jedwab said he 
doesn't believe the Front’s ideolo- 
gy can be easily imported from 
France to Quebec. “France is not 
‘Quebec, and the context of the de- 
bate over immigration is different 
here,” he said. “A majority of Que- 
becers, according to all suryeys, are 
open to immigration. 

The Front, Jedwab added, “are 
not players in the debate over im- 
migration here. They have very lit- 
Me if any influence ere. and we 
have to guard against drawing 
individuals into a debate about im- 
‘migration in Canada in which they 
are not players.”

Media outnumber racists as Front rally 
degenerates into a noisy family quarrel

Clad in brown shirts adorned 
with swastikas, white-power skin- 
heads joined Ku Klux Klansmen 
and backers of Ontario's racist Her- 
itage Front yesterday in a show of 
support for the extreme-right polit- 
ical agenda of France's anti-immi- 
grant Front National Party. 

The setting was a drab meeting 
hall in east-end Montreal where a 
news conference had been called by 
three key Front National members 
who hold elective office in France. 
The trio are visiting Montreal for 
an international urban-issues con- 
ference this week. 

Despite the numerous expres- 
sions of outrage that had preceded 
the news conference, police and 
Journalists outnumbered the com- 
bined contingents of extreme-right- 
ists — Canadian and French alike — 
and the 21 anti-racist picketers who 
were marching outside the hall. 

‘And by the end of the boisterous 
event, the Canadian racists and 
their slicker French counterparts 
appeared to be at odds with one an- 
other = despite the initial appear- 
ance of unity. 

Throughout the news confer- 
ence, Jean-Yves Le Gallou, right- 





hand man to Front National leader 
Jean-Marie Le Pen, had refused — 
despite persistent questioning by 
reporters — to dissociate himself 
clearly from the neo-Nazis and 
KKK members. 

But apparently embarrassed that 
his party's representatives, who 
have achieved something resem- 
bling mainstream credibility in 
France, had attracted members of 
widely despised fringe groups to 
their only public event in Montreal, 
Le Gallov's colleague Jacques Doré 
finally relented and uttered a clear 
renunciation of the local racist 
groups. 

“They're not our cup of tea," he 
told reporters, saying he dissociated 
his group from the Klan and simi- 
lar organizations. 

‘That was enough to infuriate 
Michel Larocque, the self-described 
Imperial Wizard of the KKK's 
Quebec wing, who hurled insults at 
his French counterparts as they 
tried to leave the hall quietly. 

“Bourgeois sellouts!” he shouted as 
the three Frenchmen boarded a car. 

“You have the same opinions as 
us! You're just hiding them,” yelled 
Manon Robert, Larocque's wife 
and fellow Klan activist. 

"When it was starting up in 
France,” Larocque later said, “the 





Front National had to rely on 
strong-arm types like us to do their 
work for them. 

“Now that they've gotten a bit 
bigger, they're trying to dissociate 
themselves from people like us." 

Later he told a half dozen Klan 
supporters: “I don't have to hide who 
Tam. I don't understand why he (Le 
Gallou) is trying to hide who he is." 

Larocque said he was angry be- 
cause he and his follow racists had 
been called on by Roger Alacoque, 
the Front's representative in Que- 
bec, to provide security at the news 
conference - only to be denounced 
by other Front members, 

Alacoque dodged reporters’ ques- 
tions about whether he had issued 
the invitation, saying only that he 
had asked certain individuals, whom 
he did not name, to be present, 

At the news conference, Le Gal- 
lou insisted his group is not racist, 
but went on to decry “cosmopoli- 
lanism" — a term anti-racisis view 
as a code word for racial mixing — 
and waxed indignant about the 
danger represented by immigration 
from the Third World, 

The Front leaders also handed 
out pamphlets, in French and Eng- 
lish, extolling the virtues of their 
far-right party, which is the most 
powerful of its kit

bowBoal is a lavish musical set in the Southern 
S United States during the time of slavery. Its main 

characters are white and of mixed race, with minor 
characters who are Black. ShowBoat has been called 
racist for a number of reasons. Its uncritical and inaccu- 
rate portrayal of the era of slavery, written from a white 
supremacist perspective, adds nothing to our understand- 
ing of the extent of the crimes committed against African 
people during that era, their resistance to slavery, nor the 
continuing legacy of racism African-American and 
African-Canadian people face today. Likewise, the Black 
characters are created to be nothing more than a back- 
drop for the white characters, and to top it off they are 
based on racist stereotypes. 


‘The book by Edna Farber that Showboat is based on, 
written in the 1920s, includes these passages: 


“The cook was a wooly-headed black with a 
rolling protuberant eye and a quick lemper of 
bis calling.” 


“Gaylord Ravenal, strolling disdainfully up into 
the sordid village that was little more than a wel- 
ler of mud and flies and mules and Negroes..” 


‘A simple ignorant soul, the black man, and 
somewhat savage..." 


“One drop of nigger blood makes you a nigger in 
these parts." 


“I kind of smell a nigger in the woodpile bere in 
more ways than one.” 


“Bight months of flies and niggers and dirty mud- 
tracking loafers is enough for me, Caplain Hawks. 
Tm thankful to get back for a few weeks where I 
can live like a decent while woman." 


Such a portrayal of Black people sends a message to the 
audience that slavery couldn't have been that bad. The 
perpetuation of the happy, contented, less than capable 
Black stereotype reinforces the myth of slavery as a 
benign institution that had no negative or lasting impact 
on Black people.

he producers of "ShowBoat 93" have attempted to 
T sanitize the play by taking out overt racist terms such 

as " nigger’ and symbols such as the confederate lag. 
‘These are allempts to sugar coat and romanticize the 
racism of that historical period. By doing this some may 
leave the theatre with a completely distorted view of the his- 
torical reality of that period and the nature and extent of 
Black rage and resistance to oppression. 


In fact, the staging of ShowBoat has always been opposed. 
Because of this, the play has been constantly revised and re- 
written to keep step with the “sensibilities of the times”, The 
problem being that the sensibilities referred to are those of 
the white audiences ShowBoat was created for, not the Black 
audiences whose descendants fought and survived slavery.

Chanting "Hey, hey, ho, ho, this racist 
show has got to go," protesters renewed 
their vow to "sink" the $8 million produc- 
tion they say is racist. 

Waving placards saying "Show Boat is 
racist" and "Sink Show Boat," the protest- 
ers kept up their constant chanting for 
more than three hours as theatre-goers 
inside the North York Performing Arts 
Centre received the first glimpse of the 
much-talked-about Canadian revival of the 
musical, set on the Mississippi River in the 

` 1880s. - 

The Coalition to Stop Show Boat con-

and subservient. 

The protesters were met with an equal 
number of police officers on foot, horse- 
back and motorcycles. Tempers flared sev- 
eral times as demonstrators demanded 
free access to the front of the centre, 
which they said was public property. 

One man demanded police arrest him 
on the spot, yelling: “You're all a bunch of 
racists.” 


Around 8:30 p.m., police brought in ex- 
tra mounted units to guard the theatre’s 
front door. Curious onlookers stood by

Two officers with the hate crime unit 
monitored the performance, Sergeant 
Tom McKinny said, because racist allega- 
tions had been made. 

Standing amid the protesters, Dudley

Protesters began to disperse around 9 
p.m. There were only a few shoving 
matches with police and no one was ar- 
rested. 


Some ticket holders were annoyed by 
the demonstration. 

“I think this is just awful ... this is a 
classic," said Milmary Mathews, who wad- 
ed through the group to reach the front 
doors. 


Some protesters refused to talk to re- 
porters representing companies involved 
in sponsoring the show, produced by 
Garth Drabinsky's Live Entertainment 
Corp. These include The Toronto Star, 
CFTO-TV and CFRB radio.

THE NAZI THREAT—HERE AND NOW. 


hen Nazi Germany was defeated, almost 50 years ago, 

many believed that Hider's racist, anti-semitic and 
homophobic ideas were smashed forever. But fascist move- 
ments continue to sprout up all over the world. Sometimes 
they have gained power, sometimes they have failed to take 
root and grow because people have fought back. 

In Germany and other European countries today, neo-nazi 

movements are attracting more and more white youth. Nazi 
skinheads are beating and killing refugees, attacking their 


homes, and creating a climate of fear and hatred. The govern- 


ment is responding by passing new laws to further restrict. 
immigration — as if refugees and immigrants should be 
blamed for the violence they endure! 

Canadian nazis and white supremacists cheer when they 
see what is happening in Europe. They want to create the 
same chaos and fear here. For the past year, local neo-nazi 
organizations like the Heritage Front have felt strong enough 
10 go public leafletting in neighbourhoods and highschools, 
holding rallies and marching in our streets, 

By day, local neo-nazis pose as peaceful advocates of “equal 
rights for whites", By night, they show themselves to be a vio- 
lent gang of thugs who want to relive the Holocaust. 


WHAT THEY SAY: 


he Heritage Front is literally a “front group” for Canadian 

white supremacist organizations, including the Ku Klux 
Klan and the Church of the Creator, a paramilitary group.

Manning on defensive over racism charges

AIRDRIE, Alta. — The old- 
line parties are displaying their 
lust for power by using the “big 
lie” in a bid to discredit the up- 
start Reform party, Preston 
Manning says. 

The Reform leader said shots 
characterizing the party as a 
band of racists and heartless 
deficit-cutters are the price it 
pays for bleeding votes from the 
other parties. 

Hitting back yesterday, Man- 
ning accused the Tories of “se- 
nior abuse” during a swing out- 
side Calgary where Reform 
candidates are thought to be 
winning Tory seats. 

Tory MPs and candidates, 
Manning said, are visiting se- 
niors' homes and warning resi- 
dents the Reform party would 
cut their old-age security pay- 
ments to shreds and gut health 
care to the extent it would only 
be available to the rich. 

“Its psychological abuse. 
Scaring seniors with false infor- 
mation is the worst kind of ma- 


licious fear-mongering imagin- 
able,” Manning said. 

Reform says it would cut the 
pensions of seniors with an an- 
nual household income of more 
than $54,000 to chop $3.5 bil- 
lion from the federal deficit. 

It would freeze the federal 
transfers for medicare at the 
current level but allow the prov- 
inces to raise their share of 
health care costs however they 
want to. 

While Manning was greeted 
enthusiastically by large crowds 
yesterday, he remained on the 
defensive over charges Reform 
is harboring racists.

Heritage hotline ‘criticism’ not racist, panel told

Recorded messages on the Heritage 

Hotline slamming Canada's immigra- 

_ tion policies and native land claims rep- 
resent legitimate political criticism and 
should not be considered racist, a feder- 
al tribunal has been told. 

Heritage Front lawyer Harry Doan 
argued yesterday that some of the mes- 
sages were similar in content and lan- 
guage to criticism carried in main- 
stream newspapers like The Star and 


The Sun. 

“A lot of people had criticism about 
the (Tamil) boat people and about the 
immigration policy. Is it not permitted 
to criticize multiculturalism?” Doan 
asked in questioning Canadian human 
rights tribunal witness Susan Ehrlich, a 
York University linguist. 

Ehriich testified the hotline messages 
used language cleverly to “convey the 
idea that multicultural societies will re- 
sult in violence and the disintegration 
of our culture.” ` 


The messages also implied that. 


whites are victimized by racial minori- 
ties who enjoy special privileges, she 
testified. 

In a sometimes testy exchange with 

Ehrlich, Doan accused her of having a 
“preconceived bias” about the group’s 
opinions that colored her judgment of 
the message's content. 
. "Is it because it isn't politically cor- 
rect that you are characterizing it as 
racist?" Doan asked. “In other words, 
its not so much what was said, it's 
who's doing the saying." 

Federal Court Judge Marcel Joyal 


said that under Canada's laws, people 
are entitled to hold opinions, but “may- 
be I have to be re-educated." 

The tribunal is hearing allegations 
from the Canadian Human Rights Com- 
mission that the hotline, operated by 
the white supremacist Heritage Front, 
broadcast two messáges in January that 
contravened a September, 1992, Feder- 
al Court injunction. 

Meanwhile, a coalition of Metro-area 
anti-racist groups held a peaceful rally 
outside the University Ave. courthouse 
last night.

Almost daily there are repons in the media of fascist 
violence in Europe. We hear about attacks on refugee 
hostels, immigrants" homes and on anti-fascists. In Ger- 
many alone dozens of people have been killed by fascists 
including the most recent firebombing of a residence 
where 5 Turkish people were killed in the city of Solingen 
(see article on the next page). As Burope closes its borders 
to Third World refugees and immigrants a climate of 
‘xenophobia and racism continues to increase as fascism 
once again begins to take root. But it's not limited to 
Europe, we 100, here in North America, are sccing a 
resurgence of fascism and an intensification of racism 
and xenophobia. 

Here in Toronto, fascists are once again beginning 
to openly organize and carry out violent attacks on people 
of colour, lesbians and gays, anti-racists and others. The 
Heritage Front (HF) is the most recent manifestation of 
fascist organizing in Toronto. It was formed in the late 
80's by Wolfgang Drocge, an ex-KKK member who has 
been involved in fascist activities for over 20 years in 
Canada. He had also spent 3 years in a U.S. prison for his. 
role in the aboried. while-supremacist invasion of the 
Caribbean island of Dominica. Droege built the HF out of 
the remnanis of the Canadian Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan- which had fallen apart in the carly 80's due to state 
repression and anti-racist activity - as well as other 
smaller fascist/white-supremacist groupings in Toronto 
and southem Ontario. The other major fascist organiza- 
tion in Toronto is the Church of the Creator (COTC). This 
paramilitary racist group based in Wisconsin, USA, has it 
second largest chapter in Toronto. The COTC, lead by 
George Burdi, aka the Rev. Bric Hawthome, advocates 
sucrrilla warfare and provides military training 1o its 
‘members and other fascist groups as preparation for what 
it necs as a coming “racial holy war”, They also provide 
sccurity for the Heritage Front. 

In recent months fascists have escalated their vio- 
lent attacks. This included the harassment in March of 
Ihis year of workers and residents of Youthlink, a hostel 
for abused teenage women, after an HP member was 
kicked out for her openly racist views and intimidation of 
other residents. This culiminated in a firebombing attack 
that caused minimal damage. In May, a Black community 
activist was attacked by 5 fascists after a mecting. 

Other fascist activities have included the May 8 
cross-buming and rally by white supremacists in Lon- 
don, Ontario on the property of long-time Nazi, Martin 
Weiche. As well the Heritage Front has atiempted to 
organize chapters in other cities such as Kitchener and 
Ouawa. In early May it was revealed by the media that a 
number of white supremacists, including COTC mem- 
bers Bric and Elkar Fischer, had served in the Canadian 
military. Some of whom had served with Canadian U.N. 
forces in Somalia. On May 17, Richard Gordon Manley, 
A fascist who denied links to the HF and COTC pleaded 
guilty to two charges of importing prohibited weapons 
and $ weapon possession charges. Manley had been 
arrested last December for importing parts to convert 
i-automatic weapons to full automatic. Police raided 
his home and seized 13 guns, including several full- 
‘automatic weapons, and 2,200 rounds of regular ammu- 
nition as well as hollow point and teflon-coated bullets. 

Anti-Racist Action (ARA), a group of primarily 
young and militant anti-fascists was formed last year in 
October as response to the resurgence in fascist and white 
supremacist activity in Toronto. Their first action took 
place when they confronted a Heritage Front demo out- 
side of a courthouse. The HF were protesting against a 
hearing regarding the possible shutting down of their 
telephone hateline. ARA outnumbered the fascists who 
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there ARA quickly grew and organized a number of dem- 
onstrations and actions including a demo that shut down 
an HF meeting on November 13/92, a march and rally in 
December '92 in Toronto's lesbian and gay community 
Lo protest homophobic attacks by fascists and a high 
school campaign to counter HF recruitment amongst 
students. It was on January 25/93 that an ARA demo to 
counter an HF presence at another court-daie for their 
hatclinc, was attacked by police. A number of anti-racists 
were injured and two arrested when police on horseback 
and wielding riot batons attacked without warning the 
demonstration of 500-strong. It was at this point that the 
criminalization of ARA began as well as a amcar cam- 
paiga by the media. 

Previous ARA actions were always in response to 
fascist provocation and were therefore reactive. None- 
theless they were successful in hindering the ability of the 
Heritage Front to organize publicly. As a result, fascisis 
began to concentrate on more covert forms of terror and 
intimidation as has been mentioned above. In response 10 
this, ARA decided to pursue a proactive strategy by 
largeuing a fascist centre of operation. In their words, 
“we will take the fight 10 them". A demonstration was 
announced for June 1 1 but the location was known only 
by a small group of ARA organizers and kept secret for 
security and safety reasons. Anti-racists instead were to 
meet at a community centro and from their proceed to the 
site of the demo. 

In the period leading up to the demo there was a 
flurry of fascist activity. On May 29, the HF announced 
they were to hold a concert and rally in Oüawa to open a 
local chapter. A broad-based coalition of anti-racist 
groups called a demonstration to protest against the HF 
‘event. Many factions of the demonstration were reformist 
and when militant anti-racists clashed with police who 
were protecting fascists, they decided to leave the demo. 
À number of anti-racists were injured when police used 
pepper-spray in an attempt to disperse the demo. Later 
that night running strect baules Look place between fas- 
Cists and anti-racists with 6 anti-fascists receiving inju- 
ries. On June 6, in Toronto, a Tamil was badly beaten and 
paralyzed by Nazi skinheads. Police arrested an HF 
member, Jason Robert Hoolans, and charged him with 
‘aggravated assault. Hoolans had just returned from an HF 
rally and concert with 2 fascist bands, RaHoWa and 
Aryan, whea he other fascists carried out their attack. The 
next day, another Tamil was brutally beaten in racially 
motivated attack by unknown assailants. He died from 
his injuries on June 10. On June 9, three COTC members 
+ Drew Maynard, Eric and Elkar Fischer - were arrested 
and charged with kidnapping, forcible confinement, as- 
sault and uttering death threats when police raided a 
COTC house early that moming. The 3 COTC members 
had kidnapped an HF member the previous day and 
accused him of stealing computer files, mailing lists and 
correspondence from their group. They drove him 
around in a van for 3 hours where he was beaten and 
‘threatened with being killed. When the HF member was 
released he went a nearby hospital and then to police. On 
June 10, 2 Sikh students were attacked and beaten by a 
mob of white youths at a high school dance at Orchard 
Park Secondary School in Stony Creck. A demonstration. 
was organized by ARA Hamilton on June 16 and3 youths 
~ Kenneth Jukes, Donovan Paige and an unidentified 
young offender - have been arrested and charged with 
assault and weapons offences in connection with the 
auack.

gathered at a downtown community centre on June 11. 
Literature that had been distributed prior to the demon- 
stration hinted that the house of Emst Zundel, Holocaust 
revisionist, neo-Nazi and publisher and intemational 
distributor of fascist literature, was to be the target of the 
protest. This was a diversion. While dozens of fascist 
skinheads and HF/COTC leaders and members were 
waiting outside Zundel's house, anti-racists were head- 
ing to the home of Gary Schipper, a top organizer within 
the HF and the “voice” of their telephone hateline. 
Schipper's home, at 97 Bertmount Ave., is an HF opera- 
tional base where he records messages for their hateline 
which is used as an organizing and recruiting tool. As 
anti-racists marched up the street to Schipper's house, 
they passed out leaflets to neighbourhood residents 
which exposed him as a fascist organizer living in their 
community, When demonstrators reached his house, 
people began to pelt it with eggs and paint bombs and 
then several militant activists proceeded to smash the 
windows and doors with rocks and clubs as well as 
throwing smoke bombs inside. Militants were very clear 
about the target and no neighbourhood residents were 
injured nor their houses damaged. The police, like the 
fascists, had expected the target of the demo to be 
Zandel's house and they were consequently caught 
short-handed with only 6 cops on hand when the attack 
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began on Schipper's house. They decided not to inter- 
vene and no arrests were made and the demonstration 
ended as people left the area and safely dispersed. 

Later that night, 40-50 revenge-seeking fascists 
attacked a group of anti-racist outside a downtown club. 
Despite having a 2-1o-1 advantage, a number of fascists 
were severely beaten by anti-racists in a wild street brawl 
while other Nazis ran away in fear. Police arriving on the 
scene cordoned off the area and riot cops were brought in 
as reinforcements, As a result a number of fascists were 
arrested including HF leader Wolfgang Droege and HF 
members, Christopher Newhook and Peter Mitrevski 
who were all charged with weapons-related offences. 
Two anti-racists were injured and one was arrested and 
charged with assaulting police. While Mitreveki and 
Newhook were released a couple of days later on bail, 
Droege remained in jail for a week and on June 18 was 
charged with aggravated assault. He was released that 
day on $15,000 bail. On the same day, COTC leader 
George Burdi was charged with assault as a result of the 
attack by fascists on anti-racist demonstrators in Ottawa. 
on May 29/93. COTC members Bric and Elkar Fischer 
had been released earlier that week on June 15 on 
$10,000 bail and the day before Drew Maynard was 
released on $4,800 bail. 

Media reaction in the aftermath of the demonttra- 
tion and streetfight was predictable with the standard 
depiction of militant anti-racists as “vandals”, "hooli- 
guns” and “thugs”. The cops as well as the media por- 
trayed ARA ai being on the same level as the HF and one 
newspaper columnist called them "the flipside of the 
Heritage Front coin". lt was no surprise that the media 
cooperated with police when they were subpoenaed for 
video and photographic footage of the demonstration. 
This was used as an important tool by police who are 
attempting to identify anti-racists, Consequently 4 anti- 
racists have been arrested since June 11 based on this 
evidence as well as identification by police who were at 
Schipper's house. One comrade was arrested on June 23 
by police at a radio station following an interview with 
ARA members. She was charged with mischief over 
$1,000, disguise with intent and counsel to commit mis- 
chief and was released the same day. Two comrades were 
arrested on June 28 by undercover cops during a large 

















anti-racist demo that had been called by a broad-based 
coalition of community groups in response to the recent 
racist attacks, They were both charged with mischief over 
$1,000, disguise with intent and possession of a prohib- 
ited weapon. 

We at Arm The Spirit give our unconditional sup- 
port and solidarity to the arrested comrades and to those 
who carried out the attack on Schipper's house and all 
other ARA efforts to fight fascism.

Protesters confront 
racists head-on

On Monday, 50 Heritage Front 
supporers rallied ouside City Hall 
chanting "Equal rights for whites” and 
marching to protest a Human Rights 
tribunal convening to decide if the 
Front's "white's right hot-line” 
constitutes hate propaganda. 

But over 500 anti-racist protesters 
marched to prevent the Front from 
entering the tribunal. Five people, 
including a policeman, were hurt when 
Ue anti-racist group clashed with police. 

‘The injuries resulted when police 
on horseback attempted to push back 
anti-racist protesters to make way for 
(he Front supporters. 

Wolfgang Droege, the Front's 
leader, led his followers to defend his 
troup right to fce speech. 

"Our hot-line does notpromotehate; 
it promotes white rights,” Droege said 
“Canada's antihatc laws are “anti- 
white laws.” 

The supporters; many of them 
young, began gathering around 830 
‘um. Some looked no more than 13 or. 
l4yearsofage;almostall were wearing 








bomber jackets and ‘Does! or heavy 
construction boots. Two 16-year-old 
Biris, holding a large white banner 
proclaiming “whit rights” andsporting 
the Front’s hot-line phone number, 
smiled forthe press cameras in between. 
chats with Front enforcers 

"These students are coming 1 us,” 
Droege said when questioned about 
the age of some supporters and the 
group's recent atiempts at recruiting in 
high schools. 

“They don'tlike what they arebeing 
taught. We as whites are always 
Perceived as the evil ones," he added. 

Droege isa former Imperial Dragon 
of the White Knights of Ku Klux Klan 
and was convicted of conspiracy for 
his involvement in a coup attempt on 
the Caribbean island of Dominica. 

With him on Monday were David 
Maxwell Frengh, 42, a one-time 
member of the racist Nationalist Party 
who ran for Scarborough mayor in 
1991; George Burdi, aka. Rev. Eric 
Hawthome, member of the Wisconsin 
based Church of dhe Creator. 

Three white supremacist groups 
attended the rally: the Heritage Front, 
the National Knights (a KKK affiliate),

When questioned, Rev. Hawthome. 
said his church was "a secular-based 
religion that believes in the survival 
expansion and advancement of the 
white race.”

Surrounded by police, the group 
was able w gey around a large anti 
Facist demonstration set up to block 
their entrance to the courthouse 

Some people were injured when 
police on horseback pushed back anti 
racist protesters to make way for the 
Heritage Front supporters, The injures 
ranged from bruises to broken bones. 

One anti-racist protester, teacher 
Erin Fletcher, 34, was hit in the head 
With a riding crop by mounted police 
officer 

"The charging (by the police) was 
uncalled for. People were standing 
peacefully,” said Fletcher. “I was only 
{eying to putino practice what believe 
in 

Metro Police Staff-Set John Sillaots 
defended police actions saying: that 
officers were only “protecting 
themselves and their horses,” Meiro 
police officers were pelted with eggs 
and snowballs during the melce. 

"We had o face the same violence 
from the hands of the Toronto policeas 
‘we would of had to face from the neo- 
Nazis” said Sunday Harrison, Ani- 
Racist Action (ARA) spokesperson. 

Speaking about the rally, Droege 
said” feel have to make a stand. We 
believe in being allowed to express our 
opinions:

CIUT host suspended after controversy erupts over program 


Back on campus: white supremist 
groups speak on U of T radio show

A host at U of T's community 
radio station has been suspended 
after she featured three white 
supremist group leaders on the 
station's 10:30 a.m. show Tues- 
day. 

Host Aparna Sanyal inter- 
viewed two leaders of the Herit- 
age Front and the Toronto head 
of the Church of the Creator for 
half-an-hour on CIUT's student 
affairs program, Incense. The 
program did not contain re- 
sponses from those opposed to 
white supremist groups, nor did 
Sanyal challenge their beliefs. 

The Heritage Front believes 
that Canada's present human 
rights immigration,and 
multiculturalism policies are 
threatening the “uniqueness” of 


© Canada as a nation founded by 


white Europeans and hope toform 
a White Homeland in Ontario. 
During the CIUT program, 
several other members of the Her- 
itage Front stood guard outside 
the building and in the station’s 
offices while puzzled CIUT staff 
looked on. Neither the staff, nor 
program director Dan Hart were 
forewarned of Sanyal's plans to 


Listeners were not the only 
ones outraged by the leaders’ 
unexpected appearance onthe air. 
As the program continued, mem- 
bers of Anti-Racist Action (ARA) 
— a group formed to counter 
white supremist recruitment — 
rushed to the station's headquar- 
ters on St. George Street in pro- 
test. 

But when the first ARA activ- 
ists arrived, Heritage Frontmem- 
bers at the station's door initially 
refused to allow them in, When 
an argumentensued, ARA mem- 
ber Emma (a pseudonym) said 
the men taunted her and took 
photographs of her. 

She said the men's intimida- 
tion tactics show why ARA op- 
poses the Heritage Front's pres- 
ence on campus 

"They (CIUT) refuse to recog- 
nize the threat that these people 
pose to communities and to stu- 
dents and they’re willingly help- 
ing them along,” she said. 

After the show, Sanyal was 
whisked into a meeting with 
CIUT program director Dan Hart. 
While members of the ARA 
waited outside Hart’s office with 
a list of demands, CIUT staffers 
continued to field a slew of angry 
telephone calls from listeners. 


“Tm pissed off. There's no 
way in shit that should have been 
on,” said Bill Green, host of Caf- 
feine Free, the program preced- 
ing Incense. 

Several other volunteers came 
to the station after listening to the 
show to register complaints with 
the program director. 

"I'm never volunteering an- 
other second to this station," one 
volunteer told CIUT staff mem- 
bers. 

“You've got guys convicted 
of international terrorism in your 
radio station on your program,” 
he added, referring to Heritage 
Front leader Wolfgang Droege's 
conviction for plotting to over- 
throw the government of Carib- 
bean island, Dominica, Droege 
has also been convicted of co- 
caine possession and trafficking 
in Alabama. 

The host of Uppercut, a pro- 
gram which aired two hours after 
Incense, threw out her previously- 
planned program in favour of in- 
terviewing members of Anti-Rac- 
ist Action on the activities of 
white supremist groups.

Other volunteers slammed the 
station for acting irresponsibly. 

"I have no problem with any 
political stripes’ right to express 
their views as long as it's 
contextualized and challenged. 
In this case there was no debate at 
all. It was propagandistic,” said 
Ron Cole, host of Friday night's 
Big Scary Music. 

Others disagreed. CIUT staffer 
Khansaid she thought the groups’ 
interview was a good thing, say- 
ing the debate it sparked is what 
“interactive radio” is all about.

Neo-Nazis taunt anti- 
racist rally on St. George

Anti-racist and members of a white supremacist 

group confronted each other on St. George Street in 

front of Sidney Smith Hall yesterday morning. 

About 30 members of the Jewish Feminist Anti- 
Fascist League and the Anti-Racist Action (ARA) 
were protesting in front of Sid Smith against two 
appearances of white supremacist groups on cam- 
pus in the past month - one in a political science 
Class and the other on the campus radio station. 

Acroos the street, several self-proclaimed mem- 
bers of the Heritage Front heckled the demonstra- 
tors and took photos of them. 

Close by were uniformed Metro Police officers, 
a police van and officers on bicycles. 

Both groups remained on their respective sides 
of the street. But the shouting match escalated 
considerably around 11 a.m., when students were 
changing classes. A few joined the group in their 
cries of "Nazi scum off our streets, out of our 
schools."

‘The Heritage Front members, when they could 
be heard, announced that they stood for free speech 
and invited the protestors to debate them. When 
‘cameras were pointed in their direction, they waved 
and posed. 

During the demonstration, members of the Jew- 
ish Feminist Anti-Fascist League and ARA shouted 
“Smash the Heritage Front,” as they handed out 
leaflets demanding thatthe university ban the group 
and other white supremacists from campus. The 
leaflet included a protest ballot addressed to U of T 
president Rob Prichard. 

The leaflet also demanded an apology from U of 
T and the class's professor, Joseph Fleicher, who 
was responsible for bringing members of The Her- 
itage Front and the Church of the Creator on cam- 
pus. 

“We want to make a point to the administration 
and the professor that what they have done is an 
outrage. They silenced dissenting voices by not 
publicizing the visit beforehand and by telling 
students they could leave if they wanted,” said

"I would say the response from 
the students was extremely low 
key, students were not taking a 
Strong stand against the Front. 
Ws like the thirties, people are 
being passive,” said Garfinkle.

Front left, the demonstrators 
walked up St. George Street to 
CIUT Radio, where the Heritage 
Front appeared Tuesday. 

While one protestor scraped at 
one of the many Front posters 
covering the hydro poles on St, 
George street, others entered the 
CIUT building, There they sur- 
rounded program director Dan 
Hart and demanded that the sta- 
tion make amends for allowing 
the Heritage Front on the air. 


The station has issued a letter 
apologizing for the Front's ap- 
pearance. 


Several of the protestors 
shouted, “This would never hap- 
pen at CKLN,” while the others 
worked out their demands to the 
station. Debate ensued over the 
Protestors’ request for 24 hours 
of silence, followed by apologies 


for the Front’s appearance., 

The protestors asked Hart 10 
explain why he did not pull the 
show off the air when he heard 
the Heritage Front speaking. Hart 
said he was in a meeting. 


"Why doesn't anyone assume 
responsibility? This is a matter of 
collective responsibility, not one 
person making a mistake,” an- 
swered one protestor. 

Protestors vehemently ob- 
jected to arguments using free- 
dom of speech 10 justify the 
Front's presence on campus. 

"It makes me very nervous 
when these people (Heritage 
Front) are given a forum. Either 
you support or don't support their 
position. I don't understand you 
can say it's freedom of speech 
when these people are preaching 
hate,” said Garfinkle.

U of T won't remove posters

A white supremist group has plastered St. George 
Street with flyers one day after their appearance on 
U of T's radio station. 

The Heritage Front and Church of the Creator 
were interviewed on CIUT radio Tuesday. By 
Wednesday moming, flyers giving the group's 
hotline number and compelling readers concerned 
about "white rights" to call were pasted on almost 
every hydro post — and some university signs — 
on St. George between Bloor and Wilcox. 

While several of the posters have been destroyed 


by passersby, university officials say they are re- 
luctant to take them off the posts. 

U of T assistant vice-president in charge of 
student affairs, David Neelands says that he con- 
strues the posters as “hate literature" and will have 
any that are on university property removed imme- 
diately. 

As for tha streetside posts, however, Neelands 
Says they are the property of Ontario Hydro. 

“WE do sometimes take posters down off the 
hydro posts, but they're not our property and we 
really shouldn't," he said, adding that Hydro has 
sometimes asked for the university's help in keep- 
ing the posts poster-free. — . 3

In the controversy surrounding the appearance 
‘of two white supremacist groups in Professor 
Joseph Fletcher's political science class, one 
group — the Heritage Front — received most of 
the attention. There was, however, another or- 
ganization which spoke to the class and again to 
listeners all over Toronto on CIUT radio. The 
group's name is the Church of the Creator and 
according to experts in the field, they are one of 


most dangerous paramilitary hate groups in the 
world. 


BACKGROUND 


When George Burdi, leader of the Toronto 
chapter of the Church of the Creator spoke on 
campus, he presented views far more palatable 
than those expounded in the group's official 
literature — most of which is so violently racist 
that it’s banned in Canada, Burdi writes articles 
for the Church's official Publication Racial 
Loyalist under the Pseudonym of Eric Haw- 
thom. Bernie Farber, national director of com- 
munity relations for the Canadi. 
gress calls Burdi's writing 
and-out hate literature”. 

“He (Burdi) is potentially dangerous as is his 
organization. They really want to rid the world 
of Jews and blacks,” Farber Says of the group, 
which is rumoured to be stockpiling weapons in 
Preparation for a “racial holy war”. 

When speaking on CIUT on Tuesday, Burdi 












said he was trying to inspire “pride inthe achieve- 
ments of our ancestors”. However, when speak- 
ing at anco-Nazi gathering in Toronto celebrat- 
ing. Adolf Hitler's birthday, Burdi toldthecrowd 
his motive was to “chase every rat down". For 
Burdi, "rats" are traitors to the white race. His 
group explicitly advocates racial genocide of 
Jews, blacks and other People of colour. 

In May 1991, one of the leaders of the Church 
of the Creator put those words into action, 

George Loeb, a “minister” for the Church of 
the Creator’s Jacksonville, Florida chapter (or 
cell, as the local groups are called) shot and 
killed a black sailor who had just returned from. 
Service in the Persian Gulf. Loeb was. tried and 
convicted of first-degree murder, He left Church 
of the Creator hate literature at the scene of the 
crime; his car contained a small arsenal of 
weapons. In the argument leading up to the 
murder, Loeb is said to have shouted racial 
epithets at his victim, 

Loeb fled the scene of the crime and was on 
the run from police for three wecks, evading 
Custody with help from other members of the 
Church of the Creator before he was finally 
apprehended in New York. 

Unlike the Heritage Front, which is a three- 
year-old Toronto-based group, the Church of 
the Creator has been around since 1973 and has 
members not only across the U.S. and in Canada 
but also in the South African secret police, and 
in Great Britain, Sweden and Australia. 

The group was first formed in Florida by 
Republican politician Ben Klassen, After ac- 
cusing the Republicans of intentionally court- 
ing black voters, he founded the Church of the

“The Church of the Creator 
calls forthe murder of people, for 
worldwide genocide of these 
groups (Jews and non-whites)," 
Caplan says, adding that Klassen 
attempted to set up a paramilitary 
training camp in North Carolina 
to prepare for the "race war". 
"According to Caplan, U.S. laws 
banning paramilitary activity pre- 
vented the camp for taking off. 





Caplan’s analysis is supported 
by Klassen's second hook, The 
White Man's Bible, where he 
writes “We...declare everlasting 
war on the Jews, a war to the 
finish.” 

Andthe group's founder makes 
no attempt to hide the Church of 
the Creator's historical inspira- 
tion: Nazi Germany, referring to 
Hitler as "the greatest leader the 
White race has ever produced, 
and the greatest white man that 
ever lived." 

One of the group's main pri- 
orities is recruiting neo-nazi 
Skinheads whom Klassen calls 
"Young White Warriors", the foot 


soldiers of the race war to come. 

Klassen has stepped down as 
leader of the Church of the Crea- 
tor and recent months have seen 
a series of power shifts. The 
newly-selected leader is named 
Rick MacCarty and lives in 
Florida. 

Caplan speculated that the 
Toronto cell may have closer ties 
with the new leadership than with 
its predecessor. 

“Toronto has been one of the 
real centres for Church of the 
Creator activity since Klassen 
reigned. About that time the Ca- 
nadian branches became more 
active,” he said.

And in exchange for great ratings and im- 
proved classroom attendance, the Nazis get to 
control their image.

You see Nazis have an image problem. Peo- 
ple tend to associate them with unspeakable acts 
Of torture, mass graves, racial extermination, 
and the most violent hatred of difference imagi- 
nable.

I mean nobody wants to debate whether or not. 
it’s ethical to kill off entire peoples. It isn't 
challenging and it's kind of depressing. It's 
more fun to debate freedom of expression and 
the role of an academic community. 

How liberal are you? More liberal than you. 

The university doesn't want to take sides, to 
larnish its academic reputation. OPRIG, one of 
theonly activist groups left on campus is having 
a ‘social justice coffee house” next week. Why 
weren't they fighting for real social justice when 
white power groups invaded our campus this 
week? Exams. 

The Holocaust happened when good people 
Sat back and did nothing. “Never again" the 
world wailed. 

Except during exams. . 

And slowly the Nazis' spruced-up image 
infiltrates mainstream culture. Theirshock value 
diminishes. They become a viable alternative. 
Reasonable. Let's discuss it. Let's freely ex- 
change a few ideas. 

The Nazis much prefer that too: “We would 
like to thank the University of Toronto for 
supporting the free exchange of ideas" went the 
message on the Heritage Front's hotline, 
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r you life 


strangely echoing the mantra of the U of T 
administration. Academic freedom is what we're 
all about, our president chants. As our campus is 
covered Swastikas and Heritage Front fly- 
ers, as Nazis take photos of our students who 
dare to express outrage over their presence, as 
messages of thinly veiled hate are broadcast 
Over our airwaves and into our classrooms, as 
Nazis march down St. George Street in broad 
daylight. 

Thing about Nazis is that they don't play fair. 
A little digging under the surface and you find 
bodies. A black marine dead in Florida. A cou- 
ple more bodies of gays in Quebec. Books and 
magazines calling for the genocide of all “mud 
people”, Birthday parties for Adolf Hitler. A 
paramilitary training camp in North C. 
and a whole shitload of guns, ^ 77 

Time's up. No more fun. 

It’s funny that at U of T, where professors, 
administrators and students all pride themselves 
so staunchly on their debating and research 
skills, their ability to make informed judgments 
and their intelligence, that nobody bothered to 
dig up the bodies that were so close to the 
surface. The radio interviewer on CIUT didn't 
bring them up — that would have been impolite, 
And the students in Fletcher's class didnt even. 
know that another member of the group before 
them had been tried and convicted of first de- 
gree murder less than a year ago. 

And the university didn't bother finding out 
whether the gun was loaded before they de- 
fended its right to shoot. 

The first rule of winning an argument is to get 
all the facts. A debate isn't worth anything 
unless you ask the right questions. Get the dirt. 
on your opponent. Pick holes in their argument. 
At U of T we debate the Nazis on their own 
fabricated terms. 

Debate gets a little tougher when there is a 
loaded gun pointed to your head. You know, it's 
afunny thing about guns — they can always win 
an argument. Even if you're right. 

So debate for your life, U of T. That's what 
university is all about. 











CHURCH oF THE CREATOR 
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Racists set up shop 


White supremacist ‘church’ 
recruiting in Lower Mainland

A white supremacist group believed to be 
behind a string of bomb attacks in California 
and Washington is said to be organizing in 
the Lower Mainland. 

The Church of the Creator has formed units 
in Vancouver and Victoria and is recruiting 
members in Surrey and the Fraser Valley, says 
Alan Dutton, secretary of the B.C. Organiza- 
tion to Fight Racism. 

He figures about 200 Lower Mainland skin- 
heads have become the frontline troops in 
a possible battle for the streets. 

“There are quite a few more young people 
involved than was previously thought,” says 





Dutton, who monitors such groups as part 
of his job. 

“(They're) people willing to get out on the 
streets and kick butt for what they want.” 

The COTC is being blamed for terrorist- 
style attacks on a Seattle gay bar July 22. 

U.S. authorities allege the group is behind 
the firebombing of a synagogue in Sacra- 
mento, Calif., and two separate attacks on 
offices of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 
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Its plans allegedly included murdering 
police-beating victim Rodney King in order 
to spark a race riot in Los Angeles. 

“They are advocating the violent overthrow 
of elected governments in order to establish 
a white-only nation,” Dutton says. 

Vancouver RCMP say they're aware of the 
group but wouldn't comment further. 

The group uses rock music to lure youth. 
About 150 white supremacists attended a 
white-power rock concert in Montreal last 


weekend, given by rock group RaHoWa. 

Recruiters also approach street kids, g 
ing them a sense of purpose and a “famil 

“More young people in the last five ye; 
have become involved with hate groups th 
we've seen in probably 20 years," sighs Ber! 
Farber, director of the Canadian Jewi 
Congress. 

In B.C.'s interior, white supremacists ha 
been distributing the COTC newsletter Rac 
Loyalty to homes in the Kootenays and t 
Okanagan. 

And Dutton says their brand of whi 
supremacy is drawing In fascists from oth 
groups: "It's absolutely fertile ground. It 
attracting the worst elements of all the oth

Beyond the Klan.

Oe the past few years a relative newcomer has 
emerged within the Canadian racist Right, adding its own 
version of genocidal ideology and murderous violence toan 
already volatile scene that includes the Ku Klux Klan, Aryan 
Nations, the Heritage Front, rac- 
ist Skinheads, immigration “re- 
formers,” Holocaust deniers, and 
neo-Nazis posing as defenders of 
free speech. The successful ef- 
forts of the Church of the Creator 
{COTC) to penetrate Canada have 
set off alarms both among intelli- 
gence agencies and especially 
among anti-racist groups from 
Salmon Arm to Sherbrooke - as if 
these frontline activists did not 
already have enough to contend 
with, given the increased asser- 
liveness of Canadian adherents 
within the international far Right, 
white supremacist, neo-Nazi net- 
work. 

The Alabama-based Klan- 
watch Project reports that among 
white supremacist groups, the 
COTC “is in a category of its own 
- as fiercely anti-Christian as it is 
racist and anti-Semitic.” Founded 
in 1973, COTC boasts a strong 
North Amencan base with an inter- 
National outreach in many coun- 
tries, including active chapters in 
South Africa. Its rallying cry for a Racial Holy War or 
RAHOWAI, according to the April 1993 issue of Klanwatch 
intelligence Report, preaches the extermination of Jews, 
blacks and other “mud people” and advocates using “murder, 
treachery, lying, deceit, mass killing, whatever it takes to 
win.” 

COTC has gained a strong following among Skinhead 
groups in the Midwest and in Eastern Canada and among 
prisoners organizied by the COTC Brotherhood, a group 
that contends with other white supremacist, Aryan prison 
fellowships for allegiance and influence. 

COTC founder Bernard "Ben" Klassen, 75, now living 
inthe Florida panhandle after having moved his operations 
from North Carolina, has Saskatchewan roots. Born in 
1918 in the Russian Mennonite colony of Molochnaia, his 
family livedin Mexico from 1924-26 before moving to a farm

near Rosetown, Saskatchewan. Upon graduating from the 
University of Saskatchewan, Klassen moved to the U.S. 
where he built a fortune with which to fund the COTC after 
having grown disenchanted with the John Birch Society 
during the 1960s. Along with White 
Aryan Resistance (WAR) leader 
Tom Metzger and National Alli- 
ance founder William Pierce, 
Klassen must surely be ranked 
among the most sophisticated and 
thus dangerous leaders within the 
white supremacist movement. 

Klassen has written numer- 
ous books and papers outlining 
COTC's ideology, including The 
White Man's Bible (widely read 
within that movement), RAHOWA!, 
and the widely-circulated news- 
paper Racial Loyalty. Such litera- 
ture has been circulating in Can- 
ada for years, most recently in 
June in Salmon Arm and other 
parts of B.C. 

In one of his tracts, Klassen 
writes of a "racial warfare unto 
death" which employs a multi- 
pronged strategy that includes a 
defense corps or paramilitary wing; 
an “intensive intelligence network" 
which aims not only at knowing 
“who our enemies are, what they 
are doing and/or about to do, but 
also to ferret out the racial traitors in our own ranks” so as 
to “let them reap their just desserts;” and the building of “our 
own conveyor belts of information and mass means of 
propaganda dissemination." A fourth aspect of Klassen's 
strategy involves the election of “Racial Loyalists” to public 
office, “either covertly, or by open election.” 

Whereas groups like the Klan or the Aryan Nations are 
organized around a nominally Christian ideology, COTC is 
fuelled by claims that Christianity is itself part of a Jewish 
conspiracy and that even groups like the KKK are part of a 
“phony front for the Jews to enlist and corral. . the White 
Race." COTC claims that “racial separation" is not divinely 
ordained, but dictated by the laws of nature. 

Although there are still working alliances between the 
KKK and COTC in Canada and the U.S., the ideological 
differences within the hate network have not lessened, 
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even among younger neo-Nazis. Indeed, a letter by Mani- 
toba Klan leader Bill Harcus noted the anti-Christian stance 
of COTC and added: “I am a Christian and | attend a 
Christian Identity Bible Study.... | think that Ben Klassen is 
an elitist but he does have some good ideas. | believe in 
White unity so | won't criticize a fellow racial brother.” 

Klassen in turn, has written that Christianity “is being 
administered by the world’s most deadly parasite, the 
perfidious and treacherous Jew." 

Theviolence committed by COTC members inthe U.S. 
has been well-documented. In 1991, George Loeb, a 
Florida COTC member, murdered an Atrican-American 
U.S. Navy officer. This murder is having repercussions 
within the COTC with Klassen attempting to extricate 
himself from any link to this crime by naming a series of 
successors and by shifting operations from North Carolina 
to Milwaukee and then to Florida. 

In July 1993, six white supremacists were arrested in 
Los Angeles in an alleged assassination plot against Rodney 
King and in a complex conspiracy to bomb an African- 
American church. The FBI reported that those arrested 
were associated with COTC and WAR. This plot was 
uncovered during the summer months which saw height- 
ened Skinhead and other neo-Nazi action on the West 
Coast, including the bombing of the Tacoma office of the 
NAACP, plots to bomb synagogues in Sacramento, and 
the discovery of stockpiled weapons by white supremacists 
on B.C.'s Lower Mainland. When asked by ABC News 
about the L.A. plot, Tom Metzger, while disclaiming any 
part in the conspiracy, affirmed the use of violence by the 
"White Race to defend itself." 

There are troubling indications of COTC's presence in 
Canada: 
+ Rudy Stanko, once groomed by Klassen to be his suc- 
cessor, tried to enter Canada at North Portal, Saskatche- 
wan before being permanently barred by an immigration 
adjudicator at hearings in December 1992. 
* A 20-year-old Canadian died of heart failure during 
COTC paramilitary exercises in Ontario last year. There 
have been reports of COTC and neo-Nazi training exer- 
cises in other parts of Canada. 
* Canadian COTC members have formed alliances with 
Ontario white supremacists, including Heritage Front or- 
ganizer Wolfgang Droege and publisher Ernst Zundel. The 
COTC in Canada has its own "Security Legion" (a mobile 
intelligence-gathering and enforcement unit), and a racist 
rock band, RAHOWA!, which regularly performs at white 
Supremacist functions in Toronto, other parts of southem 
Ontario, in Ottawa, and now in Montreal. This Canadian 
band produces recordings in a Detroit studio and is linked 
to other racist music groups in Buffalo and other cities. The 
political sophistication of COTC and other neo-Nazi Skin- 
head groups can be gauged by noting their increased use 
of racist music to target and recruit a new generation toa 
nascent fascist movement. 
* Canadian COTC members have recently been charged 
with a host of crimes, including assault and weapons 
violations. Hate crimes are occurring at a time of increased 


street confrontations in Eastern Canada and in the wake of 
particularly vicious attacks against immigrants and anti- 
racist activists. 

* Reportsthis year indicate that members of the Canadian 
Armed Forces, including members of the Canadian Air- 
borne Regiment, attended COTC meetings in Ontario. 

* Despite claims that he is not a white supremacist, 
Toronto teacher Paul Fromm, organizer of Citizens for 
Foreign Aid Reform, spoke at a rally which included the 
Heritage Front, COTC, and other groups. 

Groups like the COTC can be said to be "beyond" 
traditional groups like the Klan in a numberof ways. Without 
underestimating the ongoing activity and potency of the 
KKK, COTC's track record shows that its well-financed 
operations have played direct and indirect roles in murder, 
assaults, and intricate plots to bomb houses of worship and 
civil rights organizations. Its dissemination of hate propa- 
ganda to thousands of supporters here and abroad should 
also not be underestimated. 

COTC is also able to form alliances “beyond” the Klan 
insofar as its anti-Christian ideology is shared by such 
militant atheist racialists as Metzger and Pierce, both of 
whom have been cited as the ideological inspiration for past 
murders and who continue to play leadership roles in 
fascist circles. Even though Klassen has been criticized by 
some Klan leaders, both Metzger and Pierce remain influ- 
ential allies of the COTC, recognizing that groups like 
WAR, the National Alliance, and COTC are on the cutting 
edge of the white supremacist movement with their suc- 
cess at training, guiding and supporting a new generation 
of even more militant and combative white supremacists 
than the Klan or even the Aryan Nations, which are now 
beset with internal difficulties and defections. 

It is perhaps by observing the organizational success 
of the COTC and the Heritage Front that German-Cana- 
dian Holocaust denier Ernst Zundel recently proclaimed 
that groups like the Klan/Aryan Nations alliance are not 
adequate for what he views as the task ahead. In a telling 
article written in the wake of the Manitoba trial of KKK 
members and printed in a Pennsylvania Skinhead newslet- 
ter, Zundel noted: “I totally and without reservation reject 
the Klan as a meaningful or viable organization, idea, 
concept or solution to what is needed in the struggle for 
Aryan survival today and inthe future. .. David Duke, Tom 
Metzger, Terry Long and now others in Winnipeg and 
Montreal should serve us as warnings that the Klan is no 
vehicle to advance the white race's cause in the 1990s." 

Having taken the pulse of the white supremacist, neo- 
Nazi movement, Zundel recognizes that its vitality is now to 
be found with more successful and organizationally stronger 
groups than the fractious Aryan Nations or Klan. The 
COTC, together with groups like the Heritage Front, is part 
of that link which currently shows no signs of abating. The 


time to expose, oppose and confront such hate groups is 
now.

Ben Klassen, founder of the Church of the 
Creator (COTC), committed suicide at his 
home in rural North Carolina on 8 August. 
Despite his efforts to ensure the continuation 
of the Creators, Klassen's small organisation- 
al empire had been crumbling about his ears. 

Although fellow North Carolinian Harold 
Covington had carried out a one-man vendet- 
ta against him, Klassen was respected by 
most militant neo-nazis. Tom Metzger, leader 
of White Aryan Resistance, told of his "deep. 
regret for the long-time fighter's" death. 
Commenting on Covington's "smear cam- 
paign against Klassen", Metzger said there 
was not one piece of hard evidence that 
Klassen had cooperated with "the enemy". 
Klassen, however, never explained how 
Searchlight became privy to Covington's 
London activities. 

Klassen's main problem was finding com- 
petent and loyal personnel. He sold off a 
piece of his rural encampment to William 
Pierce, who promptly put it up for sale at a 
nice profit. In an attempt to avoid responsibil- 
ity for the murder of a black sailor by a 
COTC member, Klassen searched desperately 
for a business-minded successor to take con- 
trol of COTC's financial assets. After three 
false starts, Klassen finally gave the Church 
of the Creator corporation to Rick McCarty, a 
Florida chiropractor. But McCarty let himself 
be used by a FBI informant posing as a 
COTC "minister". 

The FBI informant, who went by the name 
Joe Allen, and an FBI agent posed as COTC 
members and infiltrated skinhead groups in 
southern California and elsewhere. Evidence 
provided by "Allen" led to the arrest of eight 
neo-nazis, six of them under the age of 23, 
around Los Angeles. They were alleged to 
have trafficked in weapons and bombs and 
conspired to murder Rodney King in order to 
start a race war. Rodney King is the black 
motorist whose beating by Los Angeles 
police was videotaped by a spectator. The 
acquittal of four policemen charged with 
criminal offences in the case sparked a Los 
Angeles riot. 

The skinheads also planned a Sunday 
morning machine gun attack on the congre- 
gants of a large black church. One of the plot- 
ters was arrested for bombing the home of a 
black gang member. They were all arrested 
before a letter bomb was sent to an area rabbi. 

The group that planned the attacks called 
itself the Fourth Reich Skinheads. Its leader, 
20-year-old Christopher Fisher, was until last 
year a model student with Asian friends 
whose parents worked for the California state 











y system. Alter ine arrests, Founn 
Reich Skinhead members attempted to por- 
tray themselves as lost teenagers who knew 
little about nazism. but just wanted to stick up 
for "white rights”. 

The weapons were apparently provided by 
an older, upscale couple. Christian and Doris 
Nidal. He was a flight engineer for 
Continental Airlines and also had a small 
aeroplane with a swastika painted on the tail. 
According to court records, the Nidals used a 
young skinhead couple, Geremy von 
Rineman and Jill Scarborough, to find new 
weapons customers. In 1990, Rineman and 
Scarborough were married at a ceremony 
conducted by Tom Metzger during an "Aryan 
Fest" in Oklahoma. Metzger lionised 
Rineman after his spinal cord was severed 
when he and his skinhead friends started a 
fight with Latinos at a neighbourhood store. 

Rineman was also a Church of the Creator. 
member until he came into conflict with the 
FBI informant. Allen had converted an old 
warehouse into a gym and office. He used his 
COTC credentials to buy weapons from the 
Nidals and infiltrate the Fourth Reich group. 
In the June issue of the COTC's tabloid. 
Racial Loyalty, Rick McCarty, executive 
director of the COTC, published a letter by 
Allen which attacked Rineman. McCarty sup- 
ported Allen in the dispute, writing a letter 
himself saying: “Rev Joe Allen has always 
been there for us and he will be there for you 

. call him ... enough said.” After police 
officials revealed the informant, McCarty 
claimed he had known Allen was an infor- 
mant from the beginning. 

Just two weeks after the FBI arrests in 
Southern California, civil rights offices else- 
where in California and in Washington state 
were bombed. A fire was started outside the 
San Francisco office of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP) on 8 July, but did little 
damage. A pipe bomb damaged the NAACP 
office in Tacoma, Washington on 20 July. 
One week later. on 27 July, a petrol bomb 
exploded inside the NAACP's Sacramento 








oiiice. ourmng the We at 
computers. files and furniture. There had also 
been an unsuccessful petrol bomb attack on a 
Sacramento synagogue on 25 June. 

The NAACP. the USA's oldest civil rights 
organisation, has long been a target for white 
supremacists. Since the selection last winter 
of Rev Benjamin Chavis as the new executive 
director, the sometimes staid organisation has. 
been re-energised. Before becoming director, 
Chavis lead the United Church of Christ's 
Racial Justice Commission. He also focused 
attention on the special environmental degra- 
dation faced by people of colour - an issue all 
but ignored by the mostly white environmen- 
tal movement leadership. Chavis attributed 
the July bombings to “an emerging trend of 
attempts by the right-wing elements ... to 
thwart the very positive reawakening of 
activism within the civil rights movement." 

No-one had been arrested for the San Fran- 
cisco attacks as Searchlight went to press, but 
three neo-nazis linked to both the Church of 
the Creator and the American Front were 
arrested for the Tacoma bombing. Jeremiah 
Knesal and Wayne Wooten, both 19 years old, 
were arrested in California in possession of 
pipe bombs and rifles. Mark Kowalski, aged 
24, was arrested in Seattle. Both Knesal and 
Kowalski were COTC members. 

According to the Portland-based Coalition 
for Human Dignity, Knesal had set up an 
American Front postal box in Washington. 
American Front literature was also found in 
Kowalski's apartment in Auburn. 

The American Front is a skinhead group 
with headquarters in Portland, Oregon, and 
members in California, Washington state and 
New York state, Earlier this year, American 
Front members in Arcata, California, reprint- 
ed material from Harold Covington's one- 
man newsletter Resistance and promoted his 
Combat 18 organisation. 

In the end, whatever differences Covington 
and Klassen may have had. they seemed to 
have shared constituents. Perhaps Covington 
would like to share Klassen's happy suicide 
as well.

Canada’s nazi military links exposed 


he revelation in early May that 
a nazi was serving in the 
Airborne Regiment in the UN 
peacekeeping force in Somalia was 
greeted by outrage and led to ques- 
tions in the House of Commons. 


Corporal Matt MacKay had been pho- 
tographed in an Adolf Hider T-shirt standing 
beneath a swastika in 1990. while a member 
of the Ku Klux Klan. MacKay, who was 
exposed in 1992 while a private, said ac the 
ame that he had renounced his involvement 
in the KKK in order to secure his career. He 
was later promoted to the rank of corporal. 

The exposure of other incidents of nazi 
involvement by members of the élite 
Airbome Regiment led io calls for a full 
inquiry into the issue. Members of the regi- 
ment were present at à neo-nazi rally in 


message on its telephone hotline saying: “it 
was Miller Time (a slogan for a popular brand 
of beer] for the Hentage Front and ambulance 
time for Anti-Racist Action”. 

Two members of the Front. Danie! Roussel. 
24, and Geotfrey Sandes. both from Ottawa, 
were charged with assault following the inci- 
dents. In the week following the Ouawa rally, 
members of the neo-nazi movement started a 
campaign of harassment and threats to local 
anti-racists. promising further acuons.

Cross-burnings 

On 8 May, 30 neo-nazis assembled at the 
house of Marin Weiche. a 72-year-old 
former member of the Hider Youth 
Movement, in London. Ontario, for a cross- 
buming ceremony. The event, organised by 
Weiche's son Allan and the Aryan Support 
Network, was attended by members of the 
KKK, the Heritage Front and the COTC. 

On 29 May the Heritage Front and the 
COTC organised a Rock for Racialism con- 
cert in the national capital Ottawa. Seventy- 
five supporters made it to the concert, which 
featured RAHOWA, the neo-nazi band of the 
COTC, and Area, a band from London. 
Ontario. 

Effective mobilisation by a coalition of 
groups in the city led to a counter protest of 
more than 400 people. Following the end of 
the demonstration the nco-aazis marched to 
Parliament Hill for a rally fearuring Droege. 

In the minutes that followed, sensing that 
opposition was now minimal, the Heritage 
Front and COTC members went on the 
amack. Wielding baseball bars and bottles, 
they viciously and cowardly umed on small 
groups of anti-racists who had followed them.

They were amested at the apartment 
housing the COTC leadership on 
Maxome Avenue in possession of a 12- 
gauge shotgun. a .45 calibre semi-auto- 
matic and a .22 calibre pistol. They all 
spent the weekend in jail.

Instead a group of 250 
demonstrators stormed the apartment of 
Gary Schipper, voice of the Hentage 
Front hotline, causing extensive damage

This merger only 
made official what all ant-racists already 
knew about the real nature of the Front. 


From assauit to abduction 

The past few weeks have been no holiday for 
Wolfgang Droege either. On 23 May he was

In the hours thar followed. Wolfgang 
Droege and a bunch of 40 neo-aazis stormed 
a bar in downtown Toronto. Armed with 
baseball bats. iron bars and bottles, the group 
assaulted anti-racists and patrons of the bar. 
Despite the large number of nazis, everyone 
in the pub defended themseives and forced 
the stormmroopers to flee. Wolfgang Droege 
was arrested on weapons charges, together 
with Peter Mitrevski, another leader of the 
Front, and Christopher Newhook, who is also 
facing assault charges. 

With Wolfgang Droege, Peter Mitrevski, 
Erik Fischer and Drew Maynard in custody in 
Toronto for the weekend, and several other 
members involved in criminal activities, the 
Heritage Front could easily form a jail unit. 

This organising drive of the Hentage Front 
and the Church of the Creator illustrates the 
real nature of these organisations to 
Canadians. They ciearly showed what kind or 
education, organisation and political force 
they want to build in our country.

But as Barker's hearing was wrapping 
up, Durham Police took a third Heritage 
Front member into custody seconds after 
he finished ifying on Barker's behalf. 

The publication ban prevents reporting 
on what happened. 

Judge Brenna Brown set bail for Barker 
— an unemployed single father — at 
$15,000 and his lawyer, Harry Doan, said 
yesterday he doubted Barker would be 
able to meet that amount.

Germany has at last officially admitted that 
fascist violence is growing. In a statement 
issued on 29 July, Germany's central police 
authority, the Bundeskriminalamt (BKA), 
revealed that since the removal of the right of 
asylum in May, the number of violent inci- 
dents has more than trebled. 

In June alone, the BKA registered 1,307 
incidents ~ including 76 firebombings and 79 
‘woundings ~ as against 400 reported offences

in May, bringing the total for the first six 
months of 1993 10 3.365. This figure is over 
130 per cent more than the 1,443 incidents 
registered during the first six months of 1992. 

Despite this long overdue admission, the 
German govemment persists with a virtual 
“do nothing" policy. although the new interior 
minister, Manfred Kanther, has indicated that 
the repressive anti-refuger stance of the gov- 
emment will be bolstered, that police spying 
will be intensified and that police powers 
should be strengthened, 

This was not unexpected as Kanther is the 
man who said earlier this year that the ruling

Neo-nazi death toll hits 68 


‘The figures for racist and nazi killings 
provided by the Bundesamt fur 
Verfassungsschutz (BVS) internal 
security service are, like its statistics 
for nazi terror incidents, pitifully inac- 
curate. Many killings have been 
included under the heading “non- 
political disorder” when in reality they 
were the handiwork of killers inspired 
by nazi motivation. 
30 people have died at the 
acisis und fascists since reunifica 
tion on 3 October 1990. In 1992 the BVS 
reported 15 deaths when the real figure was at 
least 30 and this year the BVS lists eight 
deaths up to 31 May. Against this, indepen 
dent observers put the total up to 30 June at 
24 murder victims 

Seurchighrs friends at the office of 
Bundestag member Ulla Jelpke have com 
piled an updated list of victims killed by nazis 
and racists. since reunification, which we 
reproduce below. The final count for the 
number of victims stands at a horrifying 68

BONN (AP-Staff) — On a 
grey Tuesday loaded with 
memories both harsh and 
hopeful, German leaders 
implored a struggling 
nation not to allow rising 
nationalism and anti- 
foreigner violence to 
weaken democracy. 
Marking the fourth anni- 
versary of the fall of the 
Berlin Wall and the 55th 
year since Kristallnacht 
(Crystal Night), which 
launched the Nazi pogrom 
against the Jews, Germans 
were urged not to blame 
others for their economic 
troubles. 


Metro march 

In Toronto, about 75 peo- 
ple marched on the Ger- 
man embassy to protest 
neo-Nazi violence. 

The protesters were 
members of the Anti-Racist 
Action (ARA), the Urban 
Alliance on Race Relations, 
the Jewish Feminist Anti- 
Fascist League and the 
Black Action Defence 
League. 

“Nazis and fascists are 
active in Germany and 
other parts of the world — 
we must continue to fight 
them everywhere,” ARA 
spokesesman Barry Smart 
said.

On Friday, June 11th Anti-Racist Action organized a march to a centre of neo- 
nazi organizing in Toronto. Three hundred people went to the home of neo- 
nazi propagandist Gary Schipper at 97 Bertmount Avenue, the location from 
which Schipper coordinated the racist and homophobic Heritage Front Hotline, 
unbeknownst to the surrounding neighbourhood. 


The action was called by ARA in response to the escalating wave of neo-nazi 
violence in the city, which has included violent attacks on individuals, anti- 
racists, and the firebombing of a group home for young women. While 
protesting outside the house, some demonstrators chose to express their anger 
by throwing eggs and paint and breaking some windows. The property damage 
was a disciplined and controlled demonstration of community outrage to fascist 
violence. No other homes nor cars were damaged and the demonstration left 
the neighbourhood in an orderly and peaceful manner. No arrests were made. 


Since that demonstration, 4 anti-racists have been arrested on charges of 
mischief to property and disguising with the intention of committing an 
indictable offense. The case of the ARA 4 is one which threatens to set the 
dangerous precedent of criminalizing the anti-fascist movement. If not defeated, this 
case will embolden the police and the government broaden their attacks on anti- 
racists and other activists. 


The arrests of the 4 did not occur on the site of the demonstration but 
happened arbitrarily over the ensuing two weeks. One woman was arrested at 
a local radio station after representing ARA on a call-in show. Two others 
were picked-up while attending a subsequent anti-racist demonstration. 
Despite being arrested on different dates and in different parts of the city, all 
four were picked up by the same two undercover officers, indicating a 
coordinated police effort to identify and target anti-racists. 


The arbitrary nature of the arrests are clearly an attempt to intimidate all 
participants of the June 11th demonstration, and to particularly target activists 
who speak publicly in support of ARA or who continue to be active anti-racists 
in the face of police and neo-nazi intimidation tactics.

The bail conditions imposed on the 4 are clearly politically motivated and 
intended to curtail their anti-racist activism. 


The conditions include: 


* NON-ASSOCIATION with other members of ARA. 
* BARRED from attending ARA or other anti-racist meetings. 
* BARRED from attending any demonstration in the entire 


province of Ontario. 
* CURFEW at 9:00pm (? - It was not a night time demo). 


These conditions are more restrictive than those given to Heritage Front and 
Church of the Creator members charged with aggravated assault, forcible 
confinement and weapons offenses! 


We must stand together with the 4 against police attempts to intimidate and 
harass us all. We must not allow the police to criminalize militant responses 
to neo-nazi attacks, nor those who would speak in support of those actions. 


We have all witnessed the regular video and photographic surveillance of anti- 
racist demonstrations done by the neo-nazis in order to identify activists. We 
know that the fascists have been waging an escalating campaign of harassment, 
intimidation and violence against ARA members and other Toronto activists 
and communities. Given this reality, anti-racisis have the right to mask 
themselves at demonstrations. We will not allow the police to criminalize our 
own self-defence.

Toronto took to the streets to 
make a stand against racism 
and fascism. The resurgence of 
neo-nazi organizing and terror 
campaigns in Europe had pro- 
vided a loud and clear warn- 
ing to anti-racists in Toronto 
that white-supremacist and 
neo-nazi organizing here 
could not go unchallenged 
And so, when the Toronto- 
based neo-nazi Heritage Front 
took to the streets in 
September of ‘92, to intimi- 
date the Human Rights 
Commission's hearings on the 
operation of their telephone 
hateline, we were there to 
send them running. The orga- 
nizing effort had been a 40- 
hour word-of-mouth effort 
launched by youth who 
refused to let fascists march 
unopposed. One hundred to 
one hundred and fifty people 
turned out, almost tripling the 
number of fascists who when 
confronted by the unexpected 
anti-racist presence, fled 
through the bushes and into 
the courthouse. By shattering 
the intimidating image the fas- 
cist march was intended to 
convey, this opposition was a 
victory for anti-fascists and 
marked the beginning of street- 
level opposition to Toronto's 
new fascist movement. Anti 
Racist Action was born. 








Over one year later, the 
Human Rights Commission 
hearings have been postponed 
indefinately without any show 
of results. Due to community 
pressure, criminal courts have 
been forced to step in and 
serve a temporary injunction 
limiting what can be spewed 





on the hateline.

has fought to deny any space 
for the fascists to grow and to 
destroy the climate of intimi- 
dation and fear neo-nazis have 
tried to foster in targetted 
communities. In the schools, 
ARA has been there speaking

While the court 
process crawls along, the

The Heritage Front, 
a white-supremacist 
group which has 
been primarily 
Toronto, 
recruiting and orga- 
nizing disenfran- 
chised white youth. 
With a strong anti- 
immigration plat- 
form, the HF envi- 
sions the ‘forced 
removal’ of racial, 
ethnic, sexual and religious minorities 
towards a ‘pure’ all-white society. 
Historically, the far-right in Canada has 
used the issue of immigration as an avenue 
to reach mainstream politics ,as well as tak- 
ing issues one step further in fuelling the 
fires of hatred against people of colour. As 
economic restructuring and welfare cuts 
drive the poor and working classes into 
absolute despair, immigrants suffer the 
frustrations of an authoritarian and xeno- 
phobic backlash. This climate of fear is uti- 
lized by the far-right, but it is the inherent 
racism visible in the political justice system 
itself which perpetuates this climate. 





The Relationship of the Right 
and the State 

Ihe far right is making use of this cli- 
Te of fear on two fronts. They are 

recruiting and increasing their mem- 
bership while at the same time, pushing 
their violent attacks against identifiable 
minorities on a street level, far enough to 
test their limits. The politicians are caving 
in to these demands and use them to jus- 
tify restrictive border controls. Groups 
like the HF work along parallel lines in 
developing a common culture which 
defines all third world people as immi- 





grants and refugees, and all immigrants 
and refugees as criminals and terrorists. 
For the electoral benefit of polititians, the 
portrayal of refugees as a mass of undesire- 
ables has been detriment to mainstream 
Western/European politics and successfully 
diverts attention from the actual causes of 
mass-migration. The initial displacement of 
millions of people all over the world has 
been caused in significant part by the ever- 
increasing domination of transnational 
corporations of the 
economies of third world 
countries. This provides 
the wealthy continents 
with populations avail- 
able for recruitment as 
cheap labour, where they 
face further marginaliza- 
tion in a society that 
excludes minorities from 
many societal processes. 
‘The factors of criminal- 
ization, poor housing, 
low-income jobs or 
unemployment, racist 
educational and justice 
systems contribute to the 
overwhelming numbers of minorities in 
our prisons. Maintaining the portrayal of 
refugees and immigrants as ‘economic par- 
asites’, lays the groundwork for racist 
attacks on their communities in these 
times of economic strife. Ironically 
cnough, it is Western society in its xeno- 
phobic policies against the all-too-easy- 
prey of welfare recipients and foreigners, 
that is parasitical. The ingrained racist con- 
ditioning of society is what the ruling pow- 
ers are actively trying to maintain and 
thereby protect economic superiority 
which stands at the root of the problem to 
begin with. In the present political climate, 
the right-wing attacks on foreigners serve 
the state by fuelling media hype and hyste- 
ria around the refugee issue. 


The New Europe 

ithin the borders of rich, predomi- 
Wee christian, white nations of the 

European Community, polititians 
are scrapping the policy of refuge, blam- 
ing the influx of new arrivals for fuelling 
neo-nazi violence and draining social wel- 
fare coffers. Since the onset of this coordi- 
nated E.C. assault on illegal immigration, 
the fires have been fanned as neo-nazi 
murders and attacks have been on the 


upsurge. Immigration clampdowns are 
tacit government support for the racist 
premise that foreigners bring nothing but 
misery. Europe's Asylum policies are seen 
not as issues of human rights, but as a 
matter of national security and strict con- 
trol of the movements and activities of 
‘second-class’ citizens. The framework for 
a system of regulation has been in the 
building stage for quite some time to 
establish a controlled fortress Europe. 


On the Homefront 

s Europe slams its doors shut on 

immigration, North America follows 

suit within the world economy of 
redesigned borders and territories. Under 
Canada’s present Act, the issues of immi- 
gration are in the hands of police agencies 
that deal with criminal enforcement 
specifically. The Canadian Security 
Intelligence Service (CSIS) recently issued 
a proposal to cut immigration numbers 
from 250,000 to 150,000. Detrimental life 
and death issues of refugeees and immi- 
grants are controlled by an agency which 
has no valid background and no apparent 
interest in minority affairs; an administra- 
tion that prosecutes in the category of 
‘drug-dealers, gun-runners and terrorists’. 


Strategies 

n order for the North American anti-fas- 

cist movement to be successful, it is 

important for anti-racist initiatives and 
strategies to remain active on two fronts. 
Firstly, the fascists must be confronted 
physically on a street level to prevent their 
cancerous growth within the community. 
Secondly, the fight must simultaneously 
be directed against the internal controls 
of the state, which is in itself inherently 
racist and repressive in its policies and 
treatment of minority issues. When the 
presence of neo-nazi activity is eventually 
eliminated on a street level, anti-racist 
activists must not cease their activity. This 
has traditionally been the mistake of the 
anti-racist initiative, for while the state- 
sponsored conditions remain intact, there 
will always be fertile ground for further 
fascist growth. While organizing the com- 
munity against the threat of far-right activ- 
ity, concrete support must be extended to 
working alongside refugees and people of 
colour, using means which fit the condi- 
tions under which they live.

Stop Criminalizing Anti-Racists 


In the aftermath of the ARA-organized demonstration at the nerve-center of the racist 
Heritage Front Hotline on June 11, four young anti-racist activists have been arrested 
and charged with so-called criminal offences. The main elements of the charges are mis- 
chief to property and disguising with intention of committing an indictable offense. The 
cops and the Attorney General can hardly get it together to lay charges on the hatemon- 
gers who run the hotline, but with the help of neo-nazis who produced a videotape of 
anti-racists at the demo, they ran a coordinated undercover campaign to arrest four 
youths who remained active within the anti-racist movement after the demo. One was 
busted after representing ARA on a radio talk show and two others were picked up at a 
mass demonstration protesting recent racist attacks in Toronto. Charges of ‘disguise with 
the intent to commit an indictable offence’ have been dropped but the ARA 4 are still fac- 
ing charges of mischief.

Neo-Nazis in Germany run a telephone 
information service informing skinheads 
on where to go for upcoming anti-for- 
cigner riots and refugee center attacks. 
Neo-Nazis phone certain numbers to hear 
pre-recorded propaganda messages or 
calls for violence against foreigners, but 
the texts are carefully worded as to avoid 
legal consequences. This national infor- 
mation telephone system is the central 
calender for the fascists, which by count 
of Security officials, number about 6,400. 
Officials refuse to admit that fascist 
groups are organised on a national level 
but statistics show that over 25 people 
have died in rightwing extremist violence 
in the last 18 months. (condensed

NEO-NAZIS ATTACK 
INFOCENTRE 


Combat 18 is an underground British 
neo-Nazi group which was founded in 
1992 to take 'action' against their per- 
ceived Jewish/Left enemies. C18, of which 
the ‘1’ and '8' correspond with the letters 
A and H (standing for Adolf Hitler), repre- 
sent the paramilitary wing of the British 
National Party (BNP). On March 27 of this 
year, masked C18 nazis destroyed com- 
puter and phone equipment at Freedom 
Press, a left/anarchist bookshop in 
London. On June 3, the premesis of the 
Freedom bookshop and press was 
attacked again, as arsonists burned out 
the bottom floor, destroying the 
printshop. C18 is also suspected in a 
recent attempt to burn down the 121 
center in Brixton.(source:Contra Flow) 


U.S. BONEHEADS FOILED! 
In Los Angeles, authorities arrested 8 
racist skinheads who had been plotting to 
blow up a Black church and assassinate 
Black and Jewish leaders in an attempt to 
incite a ‘Racial Holy War’. Their ‘hitlist’ 
included Louis Farrakan, Chuck D of 
Public Enemy, Rodney King, and others.

Creator (COTC), a U.S.-based white- 
supremacist paramilitary group which is 
also active in the Toronto area.

right activity in a situation that mirrors

TORONTO’S NEO-NAZIS: 


The Boys in the Hoods 


he growth of the far right in Toronto is not an new phenomenon. The Heritage 

Front is not the first Toronto-based fascist group but the most recent example of a 

movement which dates back to the 1930s: when the Canadian Nazi Party ran can- 

didates in Toronto; when the Balmy Beach Club in the east end was renamed the 

Swastika Club; when nazi thugs attacked Jewish youth at Christie Pits Park, youth 

who defended themselves and their community by physically trouncing the nazi 
mob. Even the nazis of the 1930s cannot be isolated from the history of racism in Canada - 
from the genocidal policies used against the First Nations to the history of violent racism 
directed against the African and Asian communities. 

This ongoing legacy of racism provides the fertile grounds for the growth of groups like 
the Heritage Front and Church of the Creator today. It's the historical context of racism 
which makes some white people vulnerable to recruitment by these hateful organizations, 
and the strong links between groups in Canada, the U.S., Europe and South Africa make 
the white supremacist movement dangerous to us all. 

It is often tempting to ignore neo-nazi organizing and violence. It is sometimes easier 
to see them as misfits or isolated extremists rather than face the larger problems of wide- 
spread racism, homophobia and anti-Semitism in society. But the first step to confronting 
hate violence is understanding how racism and prejudice has played a crucial role in the 
history of Canada, and how the struggles against it - from the time of Columbus to today - 
must inform and shape both our anti-racist analysis and activism. 


WHO ARE THE PEOPLE IN OUR NEIGHBOURHOOD? 


Many of us here in Ontario see neo-nazi, Ku Klux Klan and other far right organizing as 
something that happens in Alberta, Saskatchewan or Quebec - yet southwestern Ontario is 
the most active area of organized white supremacy in Canada. Our region is perhaps the 
organizational centre for the Canadian far right. 

The leadership of the local neo-nazi movement is very experienced, many of them hav- 
ing worked with Toronto racist organizations since the 1970s and 1980s. Some have trav- 
elled internationally to meet and work with their European and U.S. counterparts. Many 
have done prison time for “the cause”. 
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The main public figure in Toronto is Wolfgang Droege. 
Droege has been active in the Canadian far right since the 
1970s when he worked in both the Toronto based Western 
Guard and later with the Canadian Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, where he rose to become the number two man in the 
national organization. Droege is a friend and “racial com- 
rade” of both David Duke, the former KKK leader turned 
racist politician and U.S. Presidential candidate, and Tom 
Metzger, leader of the violent California-based White 
Aryan Resistance (WAR). 

The Heritage Front was founded in 1988 when Droege 
and other white supremacists left the racist Nationalist 
Party of Canada. The Front bases itself on the National 
Association for the Advancement of White People, the orga- 
nization formed by David Duke after leaving the Klan. The 

Wolfgang Droege (R) NAAWP presented itself not as a white supremacist organi- 
zation but as a “white separatist” group concerned with 
“equal rights for whites”. 

"Equal rights for whites” has become a popular slogan used by the right to justify 
attacks on the traditional targets of white supremacy. Under this banner, groups such as 
the Heritage Front denounce women’s rights, non-white immigration, lesbian & gay rights, 
Native land rights and educational curriculum which stresses anti-racism or tells the his- 
tory of Nazi Germany and the Holocaust - all of which in their minds adds up to a conspira- 
cy to destroy the white race. Like the NAAWP, the Front hides the blatantly racist and anti- 
Semitic rhetoric of the past behind rants against immigration laws, crime, lesbian & gay 
rights, affirmative action, perceived attacks on (their) free speech, anti-racists, etc. in 
hopes of appealing to existing prejudices in white Canadian society. 

The Heritage Front runs a telephone hateline which is used to broadcast verbal attacks 
against the communities which don't fit into their world vision - communities which in reali- 
ty represent just about all of us. They also publish a monthly magazine called Upfront which 
carries articles by both Front members and fascist organizations in the U.S. and Europe. (It 
even boasts a regular column by David Duke!) The Front holds several secret rallies a year 
often featuring prominent KKK and neo-nazi leaders and Holocaust deniers from the U.S. and 
Europe. (The meetings are not advertised for fear of a massive anti-racist Tesponse, such as 
that organized by ARA in November 1992 which shut down a HF gathering!) 

Despite their claims of merely seeking "free speech" and "open debate", the Heritage 
Front has time and time again revealed its true violent nature. In June 1993, three Front 
members, including Droege and his henchman Pete Mitrevski, were arrested on assault 
and weapons charges following an attempted assault of anti-racists. The other Front mem- 

' ber arrested, Chris Newhook, has already been convicted and is now serving a 12 month 
sentence. Another Front diehard, Elisse Hategan, is facing charges of distributing hate 
material targeting the Black community. r 

Droege himself has already done prison time in the U.S. for his racist activities, includ- 
ing three years for his part in an attempted neo-nazi armed invasion of the island oí 
Dominica, which was intended to establish a base for the international fascist movement. 
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One of Droege's responsibilities after the invasion was to have been running a cocaine 
processing plant. 

The flip side to the Heritage Front's "soft" image is the Church of the Creator (COTC), 
perhaps the most violent neo-nazi organization in North America. The COTC has chapters 
in the U.S., Canada, Europe and South Africa and is known for paramilitary training and 
using violent attacks as part of its efforts to make the earth a ^whites-only" planet. 

The "church" part of the organization is based upon the teachings of the millionaire 
racist and one time Ontario-resident, Ben Klassen (who took the Hitler-thing full circle in 
August 1993 by committing suicide). Klassen wrote the "White Man's Bible" which serves 
as the ideological/"spiritual" basis for COTC. It provides a "religious" excuse for their vio- 
lence and hatred by teaching that white people alone are made in the image oí god and 
that all other races (or "mud races" as they call them) are inferior. 

The Toronto COTC is the organization's main representative in Canada and among the 
most important chapters internationally. COTC people from the Toronto/Hamilton area 
have played major roles in the international leadership and the 
most popular COTC rock band, RaHoWa (short for Racial Holy War), 
is based here. RaHoWa and other COTC bands are crucial in 
fundraising for their violent racist activities and in recruiting young 
people and skinheads as stormtroopers. The concerts pump up the 
bonehead fans with violent hatred and “sieg heils", often resulting 
in assaults on the public after the shows let out. In June 1993, 
Heritage Front skinhead Jason Hoolans brutally assaulted a Tamil 
man after a RaHoWa gig, leaving the man partially paralysed. 

Local COTC boss and RaHoWa "singer" George Burdi (aka Rev. 
Eric Hawthorne) recently helped found a Detroit-based record label 
called Resistance Records to make and distribute neo-nazi record- 
ings across North America and Europe. The label's first release is a 
RaHoWa cd entitled "Declaration of War" (as if we didn't get the 
idea...) 

The Toronto COTC also boasts a Security Legion (or "White Berets"), a group of skin- 
heads who train in martial arts and weapons and provide security for many neo-nazi 
events in the city. Toronto media recently identified Eric Fischer, a former sergeant in the 
Canadian Airborne Regiment, as the leader and trainer of the Security Legion. Eric, along 
with his brother and fellow Security Legions member, Elkar (another Airborne veteran), 
were arrested during the summer of 1993 with a third COTC bonehead for kidnapping a 
Heritage Front member, assaulting him, and threatening to kill him by injecting him with 
window cleaner (and to think they treat their own this way.) Another Security Legions 
member, Richard Manley, was recently sentenced to nine months in prison for illegal pos- 
session of weapons and ammunition. (He's another Airborne veteran... coincidence???) 


THE LINKS 


The fact that the HF and COTC use different methods does not reflect a split but an 
attempt to build a broad racist front attracting all manner oí potential recruits, from older 
bigots to younger militants. Not only do Burdi and Droege associate openly, but Burdi is 
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often a prominent figure at Heritage Front rallies, 
where he either speaks or performs with his band. In 
April 1993, Burdi appeared with Droege at an Ottawa 
press conference announcing the launch of the 
Heritage Front's Ottawa chapter. It's apparent that 
Burdi (who was arrested for the May 1993 assault of 
an Ottawa anti-racist) is effectively the number two 
man in the HF. 

The Heritage Front also acts as a front for the 
movement. As a public organization, unlike the secre- 
tive COTC, the Heritage Front is a contact point for 
newly initiated racists and fascists who can later be 
directed towards more violent groups. 

The primary recruiting ground for both these 
organizations is young white people. It is from these 
ranks that the fascists, as they have done in Europe, 
hope to draw their stormtroopers. 

If we are to learn anything from history, it is that 
fascism is not a movement to be ignored as irrele- 
vant. Recent experiences in Germany, where organized gangs of neo-nazis regularly carry 
out vicious attacks - including arson and murder - against immigrants and refugees, Jews 
and anti-racists has demonstrated the violent agenda and goals of their movement. The 
German government's move to punish the victims of these attacks by tightening immigra- 
tion and refugee laws(!) rather than go after racist thugs shows the powerful effects of 
institutionalized racism in western society, and the limits of looking to government and 
police for solutions to the problem. 

Unlike Germany, the Canadian far right has neither the numbers nor power to influ- 
ence government policy, but neither did the German far right five years ago. If we choose 
lo ignore the growth of neo-nazism in this country - and choose not to challenge the every- 
day racism, sexism, homophobia, and anti-Semitism which we encounter in our own lives - 
then we allow the grounds to remain fertile, and racist movements will continue to grow 
accordingly. 

If we choose to act against racism and prejudice - in our schools, in our families, 


among our friends, and on the streets - then we can begin to pull up the weeds before they 
Spread...

NAZIS AND CANADIAN BIG BUSINESS 


A recently released RCMP document from the 1950s revealed that the International Nickel Corporation Lid. 
(better known as INCO) imported former members of the Nazi SS and Hungarian anti-comununists, many of whom 
were likely fascists, into Canada to act as unionbusters. 

The Nazis would have been brought to Sudbury to fight against the International Union of Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers, which at that time was a Communist-controlled union. According to the RCMP document, they 
carried out violent attacks against workers and initiated a 1961 riot outside the Mine-Mill's union hall. According 
to eyewitnesses, police stood by and let anti-Communist rioters have free rein. 

So how surprised should we be that Canada, a Western-style democracy, would use and give refuge to Nazis? 
Not very. During the postwar period many Western "democracies" saw fit to use fascists, including wanted war 
criminals, to carry out covert (i.c. illegal) anti-communist assignments. At times this relationship proved to be 
embarassing, as in 1952 when it was revealed that the US Army Counterintelligence Corps (CIC) and the fledgling 
Central Intelligence Agency had been training members of the League of Young Germans (Bund Deutscher Jungen, 
or BDJ) in guerrilla warfare, the idea being that they were to form a backbone of anticommunist resistance in case 
of a Soviet invasion. According to a subsequent investigation by the West German government, the BDJ was a far 
right group, many of whose members were veterans of the Waffen SS and enthusiastic "Jew baiters" in the Goebbels 
ministry during the Third Reich. While on the US payroll, the BDJ members had apparently infiltrated the Social 
Democratic Party and were shadowing party leaders in order lo assassinate them in case of civil emergency, The 
Social Democrats, who were an utterly loyal opposition at that time, were to be bumped off because they were not 
"hardlinc" cnough. Similar scandals have occurred over the past forty five years throughout the “free West" - so 
much so that hardly a single "democracy" has clean hands. 

Given this State sponsorship of fascist activity, it in no sorprise that prosecution of Nazi war criminals living in 
Canada has been a long time in coming. In fact, in1962 the RCMP adopted an official policy to NOT investigate 
reports of war criminals in Canada, and although the federal government had copies of a 40 000-name United 
Nations list of war crimes suspects, it refused to pass these lists on to immigration officials (who at the same time 
were turning back Third World immigrants under Canada's policy of favouring while immigrants of British - 
lineage). According to the Rodal Report (presented to the Deschenes Commission investigation of war criminals) it 
was easier for Nazis to enter Canada than it was for Jews waiting in Displaced Persons camps in the postwar years, 
due 10 rampant anti-Semitism amongst those RCMP officers responsible for interrogating Jewish immigarnts. 

Contrast this to the fact that as early as 1950 the parliament decided to allow 600 members of the 14th Waden 
SS Division "Galicia" who had been interned in England since the end of the war to immigrate to Canada. 
‘Although many had probably been soldiers overwhelmed by events beyond their control, some were Nazis who had 
participated in anti-Jewish actions, some members of the Galicia division even having served as concentration 
camp guards, Although they were wanted for prosecution for war crimes by the Soviet Union, they had managed to 
escape to England in 1946 thanks to the efforts of the Intermarium (an extreme right, staunchly anti-communist 
Roman Catholic organisationwhich was instrumental in developping escape routes for many Nazis after the war) 
and the personal intercession of Pope Pius XII. 

Even as of 1993, there have been only 3 Canadian prosecutions of war criminals, and only forty are under 
current investigation, despite the fact that RCMP documents have revealed that there are over 300 suspected war 
criminals who live in Canada, and that it has been acknowledged that the US Army ran some of it's escape lines for 
Nazi fugitives into Canada!. Reluctance to prosecute is symiomatic of the symbiotic relationship the government 
had with Nazis during the cold war, and also of the strong Ukrainian lobby which has legitimate fears of it's 
community being scapegoated for the crimes and indifference of others. However, this lobby also has links Lo 
various far right organisations (such as the Nazi-dominated Anti-Bolshevik Bloc of Nations), and one questions io 
what degree it's leadership fears unfair scapegoaling, and 10 what degree they fear unwelcome revelations about 
their members' activities back in Europe. 

Of course, Canada's use of fascists to suppress dissent by the was not limited to war criminals of the Third 
Reich. lt took many forms, some of which have become public knowledge but most of which, unfortunately, have 
yet to be revealed. D 

Another example of the use of fascisis as unionbusters is that of William Lou Richardson and Ceaturion 
Investigations Limited. During the early 70s, Centurion was commissioned by Douglas Aircraft of Canada Lid. 
ee es 


IRodal Report. 


{now McDonnell Douglas of Canada Ltd.) to terrorize and frame radical workers in the Mississauga, Ontario 
local of the United Auto Workers. Towards this end Richardson constructed two bombs which were to be planted 
in UAW negotiator Archibald Wilson's car - a scheme which was never followed through on. In a 1980 trial of 
Centurion Investigations, Richardson admitted to having made the bombs, as well as having planted a fake bomb 
and some stolen goods in the car of an Arab worker at Ralph Milrod Metal Products Ltd., an ITT-owned company. 
Also, acting as an agent provocateur, he planted a bomb in a trailer belonging to Sayvette Ltd. in Mississauga in 
1974. 

Richardson, who studied chemistry at the Catholic University of America in Washington DC, claimed to have 
worked on a one-year assignment for the CIA in 1968-69. He then went to work for US Army Intelligence in 1970 
(army intelligence divisions tend to be holding tanks for far right agents). In carly 1972 he received landed 
immigrant status in Canada, presumably while AbsentWithOutLeave from the US army. Shortly after he applied for 
and was given a job by Wackenhut of Canada Ltd. - the local division of the Wackenhut Corporation, the worlds 
largest privately owned "security" firm, a kind of far right secret intelligence service. Founded in 1954 by George 
Wackenhut, a former FBI agent, Wackenhut Corporaction was driven out of Belgium in the early 80s when some of 
its agents were revealed to be neo-nazi activists implicated in the bombing of a Synagogue they were hired to 
protect and the sequestering and beating of immigrant children. From Wackenhut Richardson apparently went to 
working on a professional basis with the RCMP until 1974, when he started work for Centurion. 

As an example of how such right wing activity can flow into radical right wing activity, it should be noted that 
in the 1980s Richardson was a member of Alexander James McQuirter's Canadian Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
according to Stanley Barrett's excellent book Js God A Racist?, where he was in charge of infiltrating left wing and 
anti-racist groups. 

Perhaps the most significant of all suspected State-sponsored fascist activities in Canada is the Edmund Burke 
Society, This group, founded in 1967 by Paul Fromm (later a chairman of the North American chapter of the 
World Anti-Communist League), Don Andrews (later to found the third-position nazi Nationalist Party of Canada) 
and Leigh Smith, was a direct ancestor to both the Western Guard (which in turn gave us the Nationalist Party of 
Canada, from whose ranks sprang today's Heritage Front) and Paul Fromm's collection of racist and authoritarian 
pressure groups (such as Citizens for Foreign Aid Reform, Campus Alternative, Catholics Against Terrorism, 
Canadian Association for Free Expression, etc.). Prior to becoming the white supremacist Western Guard in 1972, 
the Society was active in physical confrontations with Left wing activists and propaganda. In 1970 Andrews could 
remark that they had counter-demonstrated at every major left-wing demonstration in Toronto over the preceding 
three years, Occasionally these counterdemonstrations would turn into violent confrontations. 

In Part One of his book, Barrett reveals that he come across a document in 1982 which indicated that the 
Edmund Burke Society had been "set up for Canada's security services in order to draw out the left wing and 
crystallize its right-wing opposition,” Although the document in question included allegations which Barrett did not 
feel were necessarily proven to be justified, he does indicate that there is much circumstantial evidence which lends 
plausibility to the accusation. 


These are just a few of the many instances of State-sponsored fascist activity in Canada. The use of fascist 
individuals and organizations by the security services of a “Western liberal democracy" is not peculiar to Canada, of 
course, Examples of fascists working as payed agents of big business and the state abound throughout Western 
Europe, North America, and of course the "Third World", Normally, when employed by more stable States, the 
fascists remain subservient (which is not to say completely obedient). At other times, however, they definitely take 
the initiative and become dominant in the relationship, such as in Greece under military dictatorship in 1967 and in 
Bolivia in 1980, when a Nazi terror squad known as the "Fiancés of Death" brought cocaine lord Colonel Garcia 
Meza to power, and Klaus Barbie, the former head of Gestapo in Lyons, France (and a wanted war criminal, and a 
former CIA agent?) was made Colonel in the Bolivian armed forces. In Italy, where fascists formed the backbone of 
the secret Gladio army, it can be said that fascist and non-fascists forced have struggled for control of the State over 
the past fifty years. 


Hopefully, more of the links between certain sections of government and the far right will be revealed. However, 
it is never enough to simply reveal the enemy, we also need action to finish it oM

WHO IS ERNST ZUNDEL? 


Mostpeople remember Ernst Zundel from 

` his run-ins with the courts surrounding his 
campaign and distribution of materials deny- 
ing the Holocaust. Pamphlets such as “Did Six 
Million Really Die?” and the “Leuchter Re- 
port” denied the existence of the gas chambers 
and claimed that the deaths of Jews, Gypsies, 
Lesbians and Gays, disabled people, sex-trade 
workers and Communists, in the gas cham- 
bers was a Jewish-propagated hoax. This led 
to his conviction and to a sentence of 15 
months in jailin 1985, but this was overturned 
by the Ontario Court of Appeal. He was 
charged in 1988 under Canada’s hate laws for 
spreading false news about the Holocaust. 
After a lengthy show trial and a series of 
appeals, the Supreme Court dismissed 





charges against him on August 27, 1992. 
Following this verdict, he said he would 
continue to spread his view that the murder of 
six million Jews in Nazi-camps in WWII 
never happened. Zundel claimed a massive 
victory for the white-supremacist movement 
and since then he has continued his hate- 
mongering virtually unhampered. 


WHAT HE DOES... 


ErstZundelisakey playerin the growing 
international neo-Nazi movement. Operating 
from his fortified bunker at206 Carleton, here 
in Toronto, Zundel runs one of the largest neo- 
Nazi propaganda operations in the world 
providing fascist movements around the 
globe with a steady flow of information, par- 
ticularly in Germany where it is harder to 
obtain illegal Nazi-publications. Alongside 
his service ‘Samisdat Publishing’, Zundel 
also runs shortwave radio broadcasts in the 
U.S. and in Germany. He produces his own 
television show, beamed from the U.S. and 
available to anyone with a satellite dish in 
North America. He has produced upwards of 
50 videos on subjects such as ‘revisionist’ 
perspectives on the WWII and the Holocaust. 
Zundel funnels over $600,000 (CAN) in 
funds a year to Germany alone to pay for 
fascist information campaigns, speaking 
tours and to help start up budding neo-Nazi 
skinhead groups. Ernst Zundel has provided 
the fuel which has in part, led to the fire- 
attacks on refugee centres and countless 
murders of the so-called enemies of the white 
race. According to German authorities, the 
bulk of material seized in raids on Nazi- 
hideouts has come from Canada.

The fascists at home and abroad look to 
this self-proclaimed ‘guru’ of the far-right as 
a hero, dedicated to their cause. Zundel trav- 
elled to Germany five times in 1989 and today 
holds together his strong ties with the fascist 
movementabroad. His public relations manin 
Germany, Ewald Althans, an important fig- 
ureheadin the movementthere, receivesregu- 
larfinancial donations from Zundel to finance 
his centre of operations and recruitment 
drives. Zundel also has strong ties with Chris- 
tian Worch, a prominent neo-Nazi organizer 
who co-ordinated the fascist assault on the 
refugee centre in Rostock.

ast Wednesday morning, the Anti-Racist Action ARA) Leogue held a march 
which started at City Hall. Approximately 250 people marched through the 
rain to 206 Carleton St., the home of Emst Zundel, leader of the Heritage 
Front. The police had the unpleasant task of escorting the protesters ond protecting 
Zundel's home. 

We went expecting confrontation — we got it. The Heritage front is a group 
espousing racism and intolerance. Personally, we are both very much against them. 
We have seen the violence they can produce. 

So we went off that morning in full support of the ARA. By the end of the day we 
found ourselves questioning their tactics. The march started with tounts to the police. 
Upon our arrival at Zundel's home, rocks were thrown and there were scuffles with 
the police resulting in the arrest of four protesters. 

It is actions such as these that can bring the ARA’s image down to that of the 
Heritage Front. The media all focused on the ARA's petty scuffing with the police, at 
the cost of examining the real sickness that is the Heritage Front. The actions of the 
ARA on that day allow Zundel to cry persecution. While the intentions of the ARA 
are honourable, their actions play right into Zundel's hands. The ARA come off 
looking like a group of hoodlums. 

There is something wrong when these are the only people voicing their concerns 
against all that the Heritage front stands for.

At least four people were ar- 
rested yesterday when dozens 
of anti-racist demonstrators 
marched on the Carlton St. 
home of neo-Nazi Ernst Zundel, 
Chanting, “Immigrants in, 
Nazis out,” the demonstrators 
threw paint canisters and eggs 
at the Zundel home, which was 
protected by plastic sheeting. 
Scores of police officers in ri- 
ot gear, some carrying fire ex- 
tinguishers, were on hand. 
The demonstration closed 


down Carlton St. around Ontar- 
io St. for about half an hour be- 
fore the marchers moved off. 

Some people in the crowd be- 
gan pushing the police line 
when a senior officer warned 
the demonstration would be 
broken up if anything else was 
thrown at the house. 

“Cops and the (Ku Klux) Klan 
work hand in hand,” some of 
the demonstrators chanted 
along with “Die, Nazi, die.” 

Referring to the 6 million 
Jews killed by the Nazis during 
the Holocaust in World War II, 


one speaker told the crowd: “If 
we don't fight it (racism), mil- 
lions more will die in World 
War m.” 

A woman identifying herself 
as being with the Jewish Femi- 
nist Anti-Facist League led the 
crowd in the chant “Never 
again.” 

Plainclothes police waited un- 
til the crowd moved off before 
arresting and handcuffing indi- 
viduals suspected of throwing

We are here because once again Toronto police attacked antiracist protesters and we want to bring 
some sense of proportion to the events of yesterday’s demonstration. Apparently an egg in the hands of 


an anti-fascist is a dangerous weapon. Imagine: yesterday’s weapons dangerous could have been 
today’s breakfast. 


Again the police response to an anti-racist demonstration was disproportionate in terms of numbers and 
tactics. They tried to provoke demonstrators by posing as Nazis in the crowd, and when that ploy failed 
they just moved in and started grabbing and assaulting people rather randomly. There was at no time 


any attempt by demonstrators to push against police lines: we might be dedicated but we're not suici- 
dal. 


The charges themselves are mainly a result of police aggression. The arrests had a surreal, staged quali- 
ty, carried out in Zundel’s view like maybe the cops get a bonus for that. We found it interesting that 
Zundel's own security was absent, in contrast to June 11 when fifty-sixty boneheads were waiting for us 
in Allen Gardens. It was clear yesterday that arrests were going to be made no matter what happened. 


When arrests are essentially used as crown control, but there’s not much to charge people with, first 
police go after organizers with a breach of the peace charge, simply to get them off the megaphone and 
out of the demonstration. That happened. Then you have the old standby ‘assault police’ charge. That's 
when the cops assault you and, in the case of at least one protester, beat you up. We demand an end to 
the political use of the assault police charge - not only in our demonstrations but in others where it is 
politics, not criminality, that informs police tactical response. 


We also want to point out that people of colour have been disproportionately targetted by police in anti- 
fascist demonstrations. This is another illustration of the cultural/political makeup of the force and its 
white supremacist reputation which is being played out on the streets and in the courtrooms. There 
have been many protests, many fine studies, but nothing much has improved. It may be getting worse. 
One of the arresting officers’ sense of humour left us pretty chilled: he joked about going up to Ernst's 
for bratwurst and beer after getting through with us. In any event, although yesterday's police actions 
are intended to discourage anti-racist protests, if the fascist threat is allowed to grow there can be no 
other avenue for ordinary people and targetted communities: we must take to the streets and make 
Nazis pay a price. 


Ernst Zundel is an international Nazi figure, “a gift” is what he calls himself. He finances and distributes 
hate literature and other organizing materials by the ton to, among others, a growing German neo nazi 
movement which in the short time since reunification has directly murdered at least 69 people and 
directly terrorized hundreds more, pressuring the German state to turn more and more to the right. 
Zundel has always wanted reunification, claiming it would pave the way for the return of the “Master 
Race.” Adolph Hitler himself said that had people understood the real meaning of the Nazi movement, 
and crushed it in its infancy, it would never have succeeded. That's a pretty clear invitation. 


We are calling for an increased campaign to drive Zundel out of business. Whether in the courts or on 
the streets, or both, he must be held accountable for the very real threat Nazism poses today.

HATE LITERATURE! (From: dgannon@banished.com) 

When Hitler and other Nazis spoke of the BIG LIE technique, 
they were clearly NOT advocating it, but were rather warning about 
the JEWISH use of the BIG LIE, including false atrocity propaganda 
against Germany in BOTH World Wars! 

Thus the often-repeated, widely-believed story that the Nazis 
advocated the BIG LIE is a poignant example of the BIG LIE itself!

The Zundel Trials: Ernst Zundel is a German-Canadian spokesman 
against the hate-campaign Jews have waged against Germans for 70 
years. In 1983, Sabina Citron, a Jewish activist, agreed to debate 
Zundel on live Canadian television. Jews rarely debate the 
Holocaust because it is so easily discredited, but Citron would not 
be restrained. She began by attacking Zundel’s character, claiming 
he had a criminal record in Germany. The moderator called the 
German Consul in the middle of the program, and he stated, 
on-the-air, that this was not true. Citron next attempted to smear 
Adolf Hitler by repeating the Jewish "BIG LIE" story, that Hitler, 
in his book "Mein Kampf", advocated lying to the people. (The "BIG 
LIE" principle is that ordinary folk, only used to small lies, may 
more easily fall victim to a big lie that is often repeated.) 
Zundel proceeded to read Hitler's words verbatim from "Mein Kampf" 
which actually state that this "BIG LIE" technique is a frequent 
tool of the Jews. Never does Hitler advocate this policy for 
himself or other Aryans. ("Mein Kampf", Murphy translation, p 134, 
Manheim translation, p 231-2) As Citron's diatribe continued, the 
Holocaust story itself increasingly seemed to fit the "BIG LIE" 
pattern. 

Having discredited herself instead of Zundel, Citron and her 
followers decided to sue Zundel to keep him quiet. They had the 
Canadian government prosecute him for "spreading false news" and 
"defaming the Jews" by denying the Holocaust. No mention was made 
that the Holocaust story had defamed Germans for fifty years and 
qualifies as history's most vicious hate-crime. Pro-Jewish Judge 
Hugh Locke was to preside. Locke was so biased he would not allow 
Allied aerial photos of Auschwitz in Zundel's defense, but did 
allow the prosecution to show Hollywood anti-German propaganda 
films. Locke's anti-German hostility resulted in a retrial, which 
produced devastating evidence against the Holocaust and was 
eventually settled in Zundel's favor by the Canadian Supreme Court.

Ernst Zundel is pleased today. The self-pro- 
claimed Holocaust denier has been entertained 
and he didn't even have to leave his front lawn. 
to see the show. And what a show it was that 
Zundel witnessed — “street theatre" as he puis 
it, 

The “street theatre” Zundel is referring to is 
the ARA demonstration which took place at his 
house — literally on his front lawn — yester- 
day. But the reason why the “show” was so 
enjoyable for Zundel, and only Zundel, is bc- 
cause he was behind the protective lines of 
police officers. Confident, safe and indeed smug, 
Zundel saw a spectacle unfold before his very 
eyes, He had the best scat in house — a vantage 
point from where he could waich, photograph, 
record and film for his tv show, newsletter and 
short-wave radio show which spreads Holo- 
caust denial propaganda around the world to 41 
countries. 

The problem is, though, that the players in the 
theatre weren'tacting. The street wasn'ta stage, 
their words weren't unfamiliar lines and the 
cops weren' (stand-ins, Hardly street theatre for 
the 100 or so young people at the demo — more 
like street smarts. 

Those protesting took their role very seri- 
ously, and rightly so. Racism in a city where 
police beatings are not challenged often enough, 
where a white supremacist group was permitted 
to continue broadcasting hate messages on their 
hotline, and where a Holocaust denier is pro- 
tected, should be taken seriously. 

ARA is the only organization that has taken 
their concern and their anger and channeled it 
into direct action — in your face, grassroots 
politics, 

The ARA has been in existence for almost a 
year — a year marked with protests, arrests and 
sweeping critici "Strect punks”, some have 
called them, Or “violent thugs” with a lot of time 
on their hands, say others. The media has been 
quick to dismiss them and write them off as a 
misguided, rugtag bunch. 

There is no denying that the ARA is deserv- 
ing of some criticism. Their tactics are some- 
times extreme and too violent for some. And 
many of the members, in their daily lives, are not 
on the receiving end of racist slurs, discrimina- 
tory practices and random, racist beatings. In- 
deed at yesterday's protest, few people of colour 
were present. Perhaps the absence of such an 
important group of youth has made the organi- 
zation insensitive, maybe even ignorant to their 
fears and concerns about the way the ARA

The criticisms are legitimate ones. But as the 
organization evolves, it is likely that such con- 
cerns will be taken into consideration. Fornow, 
the ARA is acting in the only way it knows how 
— with instinct and guts. And what a relief to 
know that somebody, anybody, in the city is 
acting with passion and concem, to know that 
despite the events of the summer the group has 


not dissolved — in fact, yesterday's protest was ^ 


much better controlled than the one in June. At 
least someone is on the strect, in the face of 
racists, white supremacists and Holocaust de- 
niers. 

But unfortunately not everyone is quite as 
relieved. In fact many would prefer thal the 
ARA disappear from sight. The Toronto police 
even did their bit to ensure that at least eight 
members will reconsider the next time a protest 
takes place. The police, some dressed in 
plainclothes, others in riot gear, did their best to 
shut ‘em down —not the Holocaust deniers, but 
the anti-racists. 

Hopefully the result of yesterday’s events 
won't shut down the ARA and won't stop the 
cight arrested youths from demonstrating and 
voicing their opinions. Because although many 
believe that the majority of lasting anti-racist 
work and progressive changes will come about 
in the courts, ARA is still providing an impor- 
lant service to the community by increasing 
visibility of race issues and exposing the white 
supremacists for who they really are. Maybe 
most importanly, ARA gives young people, 
many of whom are alienated from official, legal 
channels a voice against racism in the 

“Why do they want to protect Zundel?" asked 
one protester. When Holocaust deniers, white 
supremacists and racists are protected while 
people of colour have to fight to get police to act 
according to Canada's hate laws the protester's 
question cannot be ignored. Why Zundel and 
not the protesters? Why the Heritage Front and 
not the countless people of colour who have 
been harassed and assaulted on the streets? 

Soit is no surprise that the protest put Zundel 
in good spirits. Before the ARA even reached 
his street he knew had nothing to worry about. 
The hard hat on his head was unnecessary — an 
excessive accessory for a man who had full 
protection behind police lines. 

But then again, one wouldn't be surprised 
that a man who falsely denies an historical 
atrocity would interpret a passionate, angry, 
legitimate protest as “street theatre".

TORONTO — Five people were ar- 
rested yesterday after demonstrators 
marched to the home of Toronto 
publisher and Holocaust revisionist 
Ernst Zundel, where they hurled 
eggs and red paint at the house. 

In contrast to an incident in June, 
When about 200 demonstrators in an 
anti-racist protest in Toronto out- 
numbered police, Metro Police took 
Mo chances yesterday. 

‘At least 60 officers, both uni- 
formed and in civilian clothes, were 
visible yesterday, and included 
members of the public order and 
mounted units. Some officers car- 
tied fire extinguishers, 

The police presence was so large 
during the three-hour protest that at 
times they appeared to outnumber 
the demonstrators, 
© Yesterday's demonstration, like 
that of June 11, was organized by 
Anti-Racist Action, a group that has 
been mobilizing high-school and 
university students during the past 
yoltr. 

"About 50 protesters, mainly 
young people, gathered in front of 
Toronto City Hall at 9 a.m. After a 
few speeches, they marched along. 
Queen Street and up Yonge Street to 
Mr. Zundel's home on Carlton 
Street near Sherbourne Street. 

Along the route, the group swelled 
to about 150, many of the marchers 
with covered faces. 

Through rain and snow flurries, 
they catried placards and chanted 
slogans. such as “Immigrants Yes, 
Nazis No” and “Nazi in the neigh- 
bourhood, trash him out." 





~The owd WAS peaceful for the 
most part as it demonstrated in front 
of Mr. Zundel's house, the front of 


which was covered by a large plastic , 


shroud. 

One of the speakers, Lorenzo 
Komboa Ervin from Chattanooga, 
Tenn., told the crowd that “No way 
should you allow them [white supre- 
macists] to organize in your commu- 
nity. You know you can stop them 
.... We're fighting for our future.” 

Wearing his trademark hard hat, 
Mr. Zundel, along with several of his 
supporters, photographed and vid- 
eotaped the crowd from behind po- 
lice lines. Neighbours pecked out 
from behind drapes. 

The arrests occurred near the 
house, as the crowd began to head 
for the subway station, 

Police arrested onc person, who 
they suspected was responsible for 
the vandalism, It was at this point, 
said Staff-Sergeant John Sillaots, 
that other protesters stepped in to 
block police. resulting in a four more 
urrests. 

The protesters then marched to 51 
Division, near Dundas and Parlia- 
ment Streets, but after a short im- 
passe were escorted to the subway by, 
police, Litter left behind by pro- 
testers at Mr. Zundel's house in- 
cluded pieces of ceramic tile, fish, 
light bulbs filled with paint, pieces of 
washroom porcelain and eggs. 

A 28-year-old man has been 
charged with mischief, assaulting 
police, and obstructing police. The 
other four, whose ages range from 
24 to 33, face a variety of charges, in- 
cluding assaulting police. 

Yesterday's protest was called to 
coincide with the court appearance 
of four Heritage Front members. 
Elise Hategan appeared briefly and 
will appear in court again ncxt 
Wednesday when a date will be set 
for her trial on charges of promoting 
hatred. 

Wolfgang Droege, Gary Schipper 
and Ken Barker also appeared and 
their contempt-of-court charges in 
connection with a hot-line recording 
were postponed until March.

An Anti-Racist Action protest in front of 
the house of renowned Holocaust denier 
Ernst Zundel ended in violence aud eight. 
arrests yesterday 

ARA — a direct action group consist- 
ing mainly of young people and high 
school students — organized the protest 
in conjunction with the appearance of 
Heritage Front members in the Federal 
Court of Canada on contempt charges 
for their refusal to stop broadcasting 
hate messages on their hotline. 

Although ARA posters stated the 
group would march to the courthouse, 
protesters went directly from City Hall 
to Zundel's house, 

By the time the march reached the 
house located on Carlton St, there were 
close to 120 protesters present, some 
having joined on the way. When the 
protesters reached the house, they were 
greeted by Zundel who was standing 
with placards, cameras and a small group 
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of people at the side of the ‘house. 

Fromabalcony,acameracrew filmed 
the demonstration for broadcast on 
Zundel’s satellite tv show. The front of 
the house was covered with a plastic 
sheet in order to protect it from possible 
damage. 

Following several brief speeches, a 
few demonstrators threw eggs and paint 
at the house. At this point, Zundel 
clenched one of the placards and seemed 
Lo be prepared to shout back at the pro- 
testers. But the two groups did not come 
into contact. 

As the protesters began leaving the 
scene, a disruption within the group broke 
out. 

Atleast four people were dragged out 
of the crowd, one of them in a headlock, 
by plainclothes police officers, and hand- 
cuffed. Although at the time the arrest- 
ing officers did not tell protesters what 
station they were Laken to, most of them 
were taken to 51 Division. 

ARA members and officers from 51 
Division said that by the end of the

As well as publishing newsletters in which he claims the Holocaust 
has been exaggerated, Zundel transmits a short-wave radio show and 
broadcasts a satellite tv program. 

“Some people believe the carth is flat. I believe it is round. Some 
believe in the Holocaust. I don't,” Zundel said, 

Before the protest began, ARA organizers handed out cards to the 
protesters with information on what to do if arrested. 

“We don't know if there will be arrests, but it is better to be safe,” 
said Kevin, an ARA member. The flyers told protesters that if they 
were arrested, they did not have to give the police any information 
until a lawyer was present. 

Since their formation a year ago, ARA has organized protests 
against the Heritage Front. At their last action on June 1 1 at the home 
of Heritage Front spokesperson Gary Schipper in the city's cast end, 
protesters threw eggs and paint as well as smoke bombs. A clash later 
that evening between ARA and Heritage Front members ended with 
three people from Heritage Front, including its leader, Wolfgang 
Droege, being arrested. Three ARA members were also arrested a 
couple of weeks later as a result of the protest.

Dear Friends: 


Many of you have supported and endorsed demonstrations organized by Anti-Racist Action, and we thank you 
for your ongoing support and dialogue with us. We recognize that without grassroots work against racism and 
anti-semitism, sexism, homophobia, ableism and class exploitation, our own anti-racist and anti-fascist work 
would be of little use. Conversely, gains made towards a just society can be quickly threatened by racist-right 
backlash. We need to continue working together to ensure that anti-fascist work is not isolated from ongoing 
anti-racist struggles in the broader movement. 


ARA is a youth-oriented group which has been mobilizing to expose, oppose and confront far right organizing 
in Toronto and surrounding areas. In the past year, we have succeeded in driving white supremacist groups like 
the Heritage Front and the Church of the Creator further underground, and in exposing their “white pride” 
rhetoric as window-dressing for their real genocidal goals. In particular, a direct action against Gary Schipper, 
the writer and “voice” of the Heritage Front telephone hateline last June 11, disrupted their work to the point 
that the Front has been unable to organize openly in Toronto since that time. 


Given these successes, we decided to organize a demonstration against Ernst Zundel, a major figure in the inter- 
national Nazi movement. From the comfort of his hate-quarters at 206 Carlton Street, Zundel has been churn- 
ing out racist anti-semitic literature for the past decade. He is a major supplier of Nazi propaganda not only 
within North America but also in Germany, where he actually employs people to spread his anti-refugee, homo- 
phobic and anti-semitic gospel. 


Court cases against Zundel have failed to put an end to his work, and the state is biding its time in laying new 
charges against him. We timed the demonstration to coincide with two court cases against local neo-nazis 
(charged with hate crimes). We were determined to make the point that while a young woman (who has now 
left the Heritage Front and is testifying against them) went to court on hate-literature charges, in a case 
designed to get as much information about anti-racists as racists, the “big fish” on Carlton Street remained 
untouched. 


Cop Attack on November 24 

We have always expected in confronting nazis we would eventually be confronting police and the courts. In 
January of this year, an ARA demonstration was attacked by mounted police, who provided cover for a (pretty 
pathetic) fascist march into the courthouse at University and Dundas. At the June 11 action against Gary 
Schipper, we outsmarted the cops who were "sadly" outnumbered by the time we reached our destination, 


On November 24 police were hyper-mobilized, defending Zundel’s bunker from the 125 protestors with 
upwards of 300 officers on foot, undercover, and in full riot gear. They tried to provoke demonstrators by pos- 
ing as Nazis in the crowd, and when that ploy failed, they just moved in and started grabbing and assaulting 
people randomly. To the media they displayed eggshells and fish-heads found at the scene to back up their 
claim that we were “violent”. At no time did demonstrators try to push against police lines: we might be dedi- 
cated but we're not suicidal. Overall, the arrests were just a fairly brutal form of crowd control. 


Charges laid against protestors ranged from “breach of the peace” (against an organizer just to get him off the 
megaphone and out of the demo), to “weapons dangerous" (“to wit: an egg" reads the prosecutor with a chuck- 
le), to the old standby “assault police". We are demanding an end to the political use of the assault police 
charge — which just obscures the fact that in most cases it is cops who do the assaulting. 


We found it interesting that Zundel's own security was absent, in contrast to June 11 when fifty-odd boneheads 
with baseball bats were waiting for us in Allen Gardens. It was clear on November 24 that arrests were going 
to be made no matter what happened. The arrests themselves had a surreal, staged quality, carried out in 
Zundel's view, like maybe the cops get a bonus for that. What passes for humour at the cop shop left us pretty 
chilled: many joked about going up to Ernst's for bratwurst and beer after getting through with us, and chanted 
"Cops and Klan go Hand in Hand" in mockery. Their racist remarks about those they had arrested and others, 
and the fact that people of colour were disproportionately targeted for arrest at the demo, further illustrates the 
white supremacist police culture/politics. Can you imagine a person of colour, a native person, a homeless per- 
son, a gay or lesbian person, getting the kind of police protection for which Metro spent an estimated $200,000, 
all for Ernst Zundel? 


Zundel's gotta go 

The police response to this demonstration also gives us all some idea of how far the Canadian state will go to 
defend Zundel. We are going to have to come up with new strategies to deal with him, to disrupt his work and 
make his life less comfortable here in Toronto. Times are changing for Ernst Zundel: the media no longer 
refers to him as a Toronto “publisher”, This time, he was more accurately identified as a white supremacist and 
Holocaust-denier. The media also didn't fall for his customary pose as a"victim of censorship". 


We can build on this small but significant step towards isolating and shutting down this Nazi — he lives right 
here in our backyard and it's our job to get him out! We hope to engage in further dialogue and joint action 
with community and political groups in the coming months with that goal in mind.

PRESS STATEMENT CONCERNING THE 
POLICE ATTACK ON THE NOVEMBER 24th 
ANTIFASCIST DEMONSTRATION 


My name is Lorenzo Komboa Ervin, a delegate from the United States section of the Anarchist Black Cross, 
an international prison support organization, and also the current executive director of the newly-formed 
National Coalition against Racism and Police Brutality, a newly formed anti-fascist coalition, also centered 
in the United States. I am currently on a tour of the US, Canada and Europe, and unfortunately could not 
attend today’s press conference, but I am extremely interested in follow-up events in Toronto, and have there- 
fore left behind my statement to be read at this gathering of media representatives. 


I took part in yesterday’s march and demonstration by the Anti-Racist Action group at the home of neo-Nazi 
leader, Ernst Zundel, 206 Carlton Street, right here in Toronto. In order to protect this fascist gangster, the 
Toronto police literally engaged in a police riot, where demonstrators were beaten and falsely arrested by cops. 
This followed a deliberate provocation by undercover cops who threw rocks and other projectiles at uniformed 
cops, giving them the excuse to break heads. Several demonstrators were punched, dragged, and bludgeoned 
by cops at the scene of the rally in front of Zundel’s house, and when the demonstration’s leaders tried to talk to 
the cops to peacefully leave the scene, they were pushed and shoved, and the exit of the demonstration itself 
was blocked. It was clear that the cops wanted to show that they were in control and were spoiling for a fight, 
especially after being outflanked by last June’s ARA demonstration. So yesterday’s beatings were revenge for 
being shown up. This time they had hundreds of riot cops, but still had to make a provocation to justify the use 
of force. There was no other reason for yesterday’s brutality, the demonstration was non-violent, it was the 
cops who started the whole thing. 


Eight persons were arrested, including two at the police station demanding the release of their compatriots. 
One Black protester, Ajith Alutvatta, was badly beaten at the scene and then kept overnight at the jail. He is 
being charged with “assault on a police officer”, “going in disguise to commit a crime”, and a variety of other 
trumped-up offenses, and is to soon appear in criminal court. 


Iam a Black American from the southern United States, and used to routinely see such acts of police brutality 
against civil rights protesters in the 1960’s, but I had been told that Canada, and especially, Toronto, is a much 
more politically tolerant place. The repressive police activities of the Toronto cops yesterday proved that this is 
not the case. This city’s police force is just as racist, conservative and repressive as any in the United States. 
So they must be treated just like those in the United States. 


Canada has a number of civil rights and “hate crime” statutes prohibiting this sort of thing. So the question then 
becomes: why has he not been stopped by police action? It is clear that the Toronto and Ontario provincial 
authorities are conspiring to protect this Nazi, and are being paid off to do so. Zundel has gotten rich in

Canada, due to corrupt business practices including money laundering. Thus, because Zundel is a “prominent 
citizen” these corrupt politicians and police officials are doing his bidding, and letting him carry on his export 
of tons of racist hate literature all over the world to neo-Nazi groups, including the Ku Klux Klan and Nazi 
skinheads in the United States. He also produces racist films , video and radio programs, which are used by 
neo-Nazis in Germany and the U.S. Canada has always claimed that it does not have the racist attitudes like 
those which exist in the United States, which produced the Ku Klux Klan, but Zundel’s presence and that of 
other neo-Nazis, who are receiving government support, gives the lie to any claim of Canadian Liberalism or 
anti-racism. 


I am outraged and horrified over the police repression of the Anti-Racist Action movement, and am demanding 
on behalf of the movements that I represent, that all charges be dropped against the anti-racist protesters, that 
disciplinary and criminal action be brought against those officers who brutally beat them, and that Zundel’s 
fascist organizing be curtailed immediately. He should be in jail or deported, not protected by the government 
and have protesting citizens beaten in front of his house. This is crazy! 


If these demands for justice by the authorities are not met, we will launch an international tourist boycott 
against Toronto and Ontario province, which will cripple the economy of this region, which depends heavily on 
tourism, Take this very seriously : this is not an idle threat! Similar boycotts we used in Miami, Florida to 
protest racial discrimination and police brutality caused the city to lose $35 million in tourist revenues, the 
State of Arizona to lose over $200 million dollars, and in addition, the Gay tourist boycott against, the State of 
Colorado to protest the passage of anti-homosexual legislation, caused the loss of $500,000 per day for six 
months! We will contact groups all over the world , letting them know of this situation where Toronto is pro- 
tecting an infamous Nazi fugitive. This campaign will make this city an international pariah to both business 
conventions and tourism, if you continue to deal with protest in his heavy -handed fashion and refuse to negoti- 
ate a fair settlement.

Holocaust Denial

Joshua Schwarcz warns students 
to take heed of the "Nazi propa- 
ganda” being spread by support- 
ers of “Holocaust denial.” 

2, regional director of 
the B'Nai Brith League for Hu- 
man Righis, was at U of T last 
Monday to commemorate Holo- 
caust Memorial Week. 

In a powerful speech, he 
stressed the imminent need for 
people to recognize the absurdity 
of Holocaust denial. He said that 
Lo accept its message or to even 
consider il, presents a threat not 
only to Jewish people but to eve- 
ryone. 

"[We must] make sure that the 
memory of the Holocaust, the 
memory of the tragedy of the 
st and the atrocities per- 
petrated by fascist NaziGermany 
will never be repeated again.” 

The audience of approximately 
25 listened to Schwarcz as he 
outlined the growth of Holocaust 
denial and how itwas initiated by 
the German Nazis as carly as 
1943, He cited examples of bla- 











tant cover-ups such as occurred 
at Treblinka. 

“[The Nazis] erased the camp, 
shut everything down, made lit- 
Ue gardens, brought in a number 
of sympathetic reporters and told 
everybody that the Jews were 
lying and that it was simply an 
agricultural summer camp," he 
said. 





and neo-Nazis have similarly 
tried to disguise the slanderous 
intent of Holocaust denial by re- 
ferring to it as "historical revi- 
sionism". Modern Nazis have 
PhDs and write pseudo-scientific 
papers, he said. 

However, as Schwarcz pointed 
oul, despite their efforts to legiti- 
mize their views and to ultimately 
rehabilitate Nazi-Germany, 
Holocaust denial advocates are 
now faced with legal ramifica- 
tions. 











In Canada, there is a hate law 
andif people promote hatred, they 
can and should be charged with 
this law,” said Schwarcz, who 
added that spreading Holocaust 


denial propaganda falls within 
the jurisdiction of Canada’s laws 
against hate literature. 

Schwarcz also said that in the 
case of Holocaust denial, free- 
dom of speech is not an issue. 
While Schwarcz said he does not 
believe in censoring the material, 
he does believe any publication 
dealing with Holocaust denial 
should be clearly labelled for what 
it actually is: anti-Semitic hate 
propaganda. 


“Holocaust deniers are not 
doing it because they believe in 
truth and academic freedom and 
freedom of expression [but be- 
cause] they hate Jews and they 
want to perpetrate anti-Semitic 
slander,” said Schwarcz. 

Schwarcz added that it would 
be wrong to even debate the sub- 
ject with advocates of Holocaust 
denial because that would legiti- 
mize their cause. 

"It would be a tremendous at- 
tack, a tremendous dehumaniza- 
tion of the memory of the Holo- 
caust for me to debate its legiti- 
macy."

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in the spring of 1989 was immediately reported by 
Barber. 

Eade is now 27 and serving a life sentence for the 
second-degree murder of an Oshawa man in the fall of 
1989. At the Collins Bay Penitentiary near Kingston, 
where the Sun reached him yesterday, he remembered 
the events of that night very clearly. 

One of his cellmates, “a skinhead”, dressed him “up 
as a KKK guy” for a joke. When one of the guards saw 
him, he said, “he wanted me to go through the jail past 
the colored guys.” Eade said the guard even unlocked 
the doors on the cell blocks “so I could walk through”. 

The black inmates, he said, were furious, and for 
days afterward, had sharpened pencils at the ready in 
case they found out “who the guy was”. 

His version of events was corroborated by a guard 
who was working that night. 

This guard, who still works at the jail and was 
interviewed by ministry investigators during their 
probe, said it happened just after dinner, when inmates 
are briefly locked up and counted. 

He was returning to the guards’ office on the “D-3” 
cell block when “this guy in a sheet and pillowcase 
with slits cut out came i me. I thought, 
‘What the hell?’ and saw Keith (Wright) standing at the 
corner and laughing.” 

He was angry, he says, and told Wright, “I don’t 
think this is funny. You better hope one of those black

inmates doesn't grab him." He says Wright then 
hustled Eade down some back stairs. 

Wright had, sources say, already paraded Eade 
through '*G-3", the cell block where he worked. 

Barber heard about the incident the next day, and 
immediately took it to the jail security boss, According 
to the information he gathered, as Eade ran through 
the cell blocks, he was yelling, “Nigger, get off the 
—ing floor!” 

A few days later, Barber, now 61 and off ill on 
long-term disability, stopped by the security office 
again. By then, the incident was common knowledge at 
Guelph, and guards who asked Wright about it say he 
told them it was “just a joke". 

At the office, Barber says, he was shown several 
pictures of senior jail staff who had dressed up in the 
KKK outfit — found by the prison's special search team 
— and posed for Polaroid pictures. Among them, | 
Barber says, was the man who then, and now, is | 
principal of the prison school. | 

Furious, Barber complained to the then jail 
superintendent.

Arlene Waite, a special assistant to Solicitor-General 
and Corrections Minister David Christopherson, 
confirmed the report is completed. “Action as 
appropriate has been taken," she said last night, noting 
that the ministry is now conducting anti-racism training 
at all detention centres.

A.R.A ENDORSES CALL FOR INQUIRY INTO 
POLICE LINKS TO KEO-NAZI HERITAGE FRONT 


The disciplinary charges brought against Metro Constable Brad 
Coulbeck concerning his connections to the neo-nazi Heritage Front 
raise many questions about the relationship between Metro Police 
and white supremacist organizations in this city. These questions 
must be answered: 


* What is the extent of Coulbeck's role within the 
Heritage Front? 


* How many other officers are linked to Coulbeck, and/or 
active with the Heritage Front? 


* What police information has been shared with the 
Heritage Front as a result of this linkage? 


* Have Heritage Front-police links compromised the cases 
against or security of anti-racists charged by police? 


* Have these links protected neo-nazis from further 
criminal charges or investigations? 


* What steps can be taken to change à police force 
environment which attracts or fosters members of neo-nazi 
organizations? 


The recently revealed Coulbeck-Heritage Front connection is ominous 
when set against the inaction of Metro Police after the firebombing 
of YouthLink, continuing police attacks against anti-racist 
protestors, Metro Police collusion and cooperation with self- 
proclaimed neo-Nazi "guru" Ernst Zundel on November 24, 1993 and 
the wearing of white supremacist regalia by an undercover officer 
who arrested anti-racist demonstrators on that date. 


A.R.A. supports the call made by the Canadian Centre on Racism and 
Prejudice for an independent civilian inquiry into the issue of 
police links to the Heritage Front and other neo-nazi organizations 
and demand, at minimum, the dismissal of Constable Coulbeck from 
the Metro Police Force. 


An investigation into the torture-death of a Somali man at the 
hands of the Canadian military led to the revelation that there was 
not just one white supremacist in the Canadian military, but a 
whole regiment infested with them. 1t is equally critical that the 
police force be brought under Scrutiny following the revelation of 
the existence of one neo-nazi within its ranks.

Wolfgang Droege, leader of the paramilitary 
Nazi group known as the Heritage Front, and Alex 
Dietrich, a core member of the group, are residing 
at 2 North Dr. in apartment 4307. They are using 
the residence as a base for this notoriously 
violent white supremacist organization. 

Dietrich is part of the core clique of 
Heritage Front activists. He is heavily involved 
in recruitment (especially of high school 
students), organisation of racist rallies and 
other HF events, and in the dissemination of hate 
propaganda, an offence under the Criminal Code of 
Canada. 

Wolfgang Droege, the violent leader of the 
Heritage Front, has a long criminal record as a 
result of his Nazi actvities. He was sentenced to 
a total of 15 years of prison in the U.S., 
stemming from convictions for cocaine trafficking, 
weapons offences, and conspiracy to violate the 
U.S. Neutrality Act. After serving 8 years in 
prison, he was deported to Canada. Droege is 
currently charged with "possession of a weapon 
dangerous to the public peace" as a result of his 
participation in a riot at Bathurst & College on 
June 12, 1993. m

WHO ARE THE HERITAGE FRONT 
AND TIIE CHURCH OF THE CREATOR? 


The Heritage Front, the largest Nazi group in 
Canada, has often portrayed itself as a moderate 
"white rights" advocacy group, and is active in 
publishing and spreading racist and anti-semitic 
propaganda in the forms of a telephone "hotline", 
and a magazine entitled "Up Front". ; 

The Church of the Creator, a group which 
recently merged with the Heritage Front, is an 
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international militant Nazi group, based in Otto, 
North Carolina. It is violently racist, anti- 
semitic, and anti-Christian, and styles itself as 
a religion worshipping the white race. 

George Burdi, head of the Canadian COTC, 
recently became deputy leader of the Heritage 
Front, thereby creating a single, highly radical 
force. 

In June alone, the groups were involved in 
the June 7 murder of a Tamil immigrant, the severe 
beating of another Tamil immigrant that has left 
him paralysed, a riot in Ottawa, and a June 12 
riot in downtown Toronto which left three members 
facing arrested and facing serious charges. 

On June 9, 1993, ‘three members of Heritage 
Front and COTC were arrested and charged with 
kidnapping, forcible confinement, and assault, 
when thay abducted a 22 year old man and tortured 
him for three hours while threatening to inject 
him with window cleaner and kill him. 

In a police raid of their home at 272 Maxome 
Ave. on the same night, a 12-gauge shotgun, .45 
calibre pistol, and .22 calibre revolver were 
seized. In fact, all members of COTC are required 
to own firearms and undergo  paramilitaryu 
training. The COTC runs a parmilitary training 
camp in northern Ontario during the summer. 

George Burdi sums up their goals as follows: 
"This time, we will chase every dirty human rat 
down to the end of the earth and beat him to death 
if he is a traitor. This time, my white racial 


comrades, we shall conquer the world for our 
people. And as Adolf Hitler once said 'Today 
Germany, tomorrow the world'. White Power!" 


These militant racists, who are dedicated to 
the destruction of our society, „and to the 
oppression and annihilation of racial minorities, 
Jews, and homosexuals, are a blight on this 
community. If you see them engaged in any illegal 
activities, please inform the police immediately.

OPEN LETTER TO ANTI-IMPERIALIST AND ANTI-AUTHORITARIAN REVOLUTIONARIES 
AND SUPPORTERS, AND TO PROGRESSIVE ANTI-FASCIST AND ANTI-RACIST ACTIVISTS: 


Anti-Racist Action in Toronto has successfully completed a campaign against the Heritage Front, a neo-Nazi 
organizing front using David Duke-style rhetoric to recruit young people and organize the street-scene. One of 
the primary threats of this group was its high school recruiting campaign. Through consistent organizing both 
on the streets and in the schools during 1993, ARA provided the needed counterweight to aboveground fascist 
organizing, leaving the Heritage Front politically discredited and in disarray due to criminal charges. (For back- 
ground on ARA’s work, see Prison News Service #41, May/June 1993, p.9, Arm the Spirit May 1993, or contact 
us at the address below.) "E 


ARA is ready to step up its activities to get at the deeper forces in the fascist camp. The next phase will include 
a campaign against Ernst Zundel, an international figure in fascist circles. His primary role in today's fascist 
movement is as a financier and publisher. As a Canadian publisher he is able to produce and distribute material 
banned in Germany. This material includes videos, printed matter and computer software for intelligence pur- 
poses. According to German authorities, the bulk of material seized in raids on Nazi hideouts has come from 
Canada. He also broadcasts on shortwave radio and on cable TV in North America. 


Our logic for waging a specific campaign against him is as follows: 

+ He is a source of funds for the nazis; 

+ Heis a fixed target, with a known address in downtown Toronto: a well-fortified bunker which was recently 
protected by upwards of 300 police during a demonstration, exposing the complicity and deal-making 
between police and nazis. In recent years only the bunker has been used for open gatherings such as Hitler's 
birthday celebration; 

* He has won numerous court cases, up to the Supreme Court of Canada level; the liberal state solution to the 
problem of nazis has clearly failed; 

* Targetting individual well-known fascists can involve a broad base of activists with different strategies and 
connections without requiring absolute political agreement on the tactics used or the strategies required to 
defeat racism and fascism in the longer term. 


All these factors make a multi-level campaign possible and desirable. We in Toronto feel we have a responsibil- 
ity to our comrades around the world as well as in our own community to see the end of Zundel's international 
guru status. The bulk of the work against him so far has been done by the Jewish community, as Zundel's pri- 
mary notoriety has been gained by holocaust denial. We seek to act against him in solidarity and on our own 
behalf as people of colour, Jews , queers and all others targetted by the right. The timeline for the first phase of 


the campaign, consisting of information-gathering and consolidation, is expected to be at least the first half of 
1994. 


We need your help in mounting this campaign. Many of you have experience and can assist us with your own 

ideas, comments, etc. Specifically, the following things need to be done: 

+ research, identify all sources of support, suppliers and beneficiaries of Zundel’s work, establishing a paper 
trail of contacts 

* spread the word; contact ARA for an information package on Zundel 

* monitor local access Cable TV and shortwave broadcasts

Anti-Racist Action And Developing 
Anti-Fascist Strategies In Toronto 


by Lola 


The growth of the far right in Toronto is not an new 
phenomenon. The Heritage Front is not the first Toronto- 
based fascist group but the most recent example of a 
movement which dates back to the 1930s: when the 
Canadian Nazi Party ran candidates in Toronto; when the 
Balmy Beach Clubin the cast end of the city was renamed 
the Swastika Club; when nazi thugs attacked Jewish 
youth at Christie Pits Park near downtown, youth who 
defended themselves and their community by physically 
trouncing the nazi mob. Even the nazis of the 1930s 
cannot be isolated from the history of racism in Canada - 

from the genocidal policies used against the First Na- 
tions to the history of violent racism directed against the 
African and Asian communities. 

‘This ongoing legacy of racism provides the fertile 
grounds for the growth of groups like the Heritage Front 
and Church of the Creator today. It’s the historical con- 
text of racism which makes some white people vulner- 
able to these hateful organizations, and the strong links 
between groups in Canada, the U.S., Europe and South 
Africa make the white supremacist movement dangerous 
to us all. 

It is often tempting to ignore neo-nazi organizing 
and violence. It is sometimes easier to see them as misfits 
orisolated extremists rather than face the larger problems 
of widespread racism, homophobia and anti-Semitism in 
society, But the first step to confronting hate violence is 
understanding how racism and prejudice has played a 
crucial role in the history of Canada, and how the 
struggles against it - from the time of Columbus to today 
- must inform and shape both our anti-racist analysis and 
activism, 


Who Are The People In Your Neighbourhood? 

Many of us in Ontario see neo-nazi, Ku Klux Klan 
and other far right organizing as something that happens 
in the U.S.; or in Alberta, Saskatchewan or Quebec - yet 
southwestem Ontario is the most active area of organized 
white supremacy in Canada. The region is perhaps the 
organizational centre for the Canadian far right. 

‘The leadership of the local neo-nazi movement is 
very experienced, many of them having worked with 
Toronto racist organizations since the 1970s and 1980s. 
Some have travelled intemationally to meet and work 
with their European and U.S. counterparts. Many have 
done prison time for “the cause”. 

The main public figure in Toronto is Wolfgang 
Droege. Droege has been active in the Canadian far right 
since the 1970s when he worked in both the Toronto 
based Westem Guard and later with the Canadian 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, where he rose to become. 
the number two man in the national organization. Droege 
is a friend and “racial comrade” of both David Duke, the 
former KKK leader tumed racist politician and U.S. 
Presidential candidate, and Tom Metzger, leader of the 
violent California-based White Aryan Resistance 
(WAR). 

The Heritage Front was founded in 1988 when 
Droege and other white supremacists left the racist Na- 
tionalist Party of Cansda. The Front bases itself on the 
National Association for the Advancement of White 
People, the organization formed by David Duke after 
leaving the Klan. The NAAWP presented itself not as a 











white supremacist organi- 
zation but as a “white sepa- 
Talis" group concerned 
with "equal rights for 
whites". 

"Equal rights for 
whites" has become a popu- 
lar slogan used by the right. 
1o justify attacks on the tra- 
ditional targets of white 
supremacy. Under this ban- 
ner, groups such as the Heri- 
tage Front denounce 
women's rights, non-white 
immigration, lesbian & gay 
rights, Native land rights 
and educational curriculum which stresses anti-racism or 
tells the history of Nazi Germany and the Holocaust - all 
of which in their minds adds up to a conspiracy to destroy 
the white race, Like the NAAWP, the Front hides the 
blatantly racist and anti-Semitic rhetoric of the past be- 
hind rantsagainst immigration laws, crime, lesbian & gay 
rights, affirmative action, perceived attacks on (their) 
free speech, anti-racists, etc. in hopes of appealing to 
existing prejudices in white Canadian society. 

‘The Heritage Front runs a telephone hateline which 
is used to broadcast verbal attacks against the communi- 
ties which don’t fit into their world vision - communities 
which in reality represent just about all of us. It also plays 
an essential role in recruitment as the initial public con- 
tact point forunaffiliated racists and fascists in the region. 
‘The Heritage Front also publish a monthly magazine 
called Upfront which carries articles by both Front 
members and fascist organizations in the U.S. and Eu- 
rope. It even boasts a regular column by David Duke. The 
Front holds several secret rallies a year often featuring 
prominent KKK and nco-nazi leaders and Holocaust 
deniers from the U.S. and Europe. (The meetings are not 
advertised for fear of a massive anti-racist response, such 
as that organized by ARA in November 1992 which shut 
down a HF gathering.) 

Despite their claims of merely seeking “free 
speech” and “open debate", the Heritage Front has time 
and time again revealed its true violent nature, In June 
1993, three Front members, including Droege and his 
henchman Pete Mitrevski, were arrested on assault and 
weapons charges following an attempted assault of anti- 
racists. (An attempt which sent several fascists to hospi- 
tal.) The other Front member arrested, Chris Newhook, 
has already been convicted and is now serving a 12 
month sentence. Another Front dichard, Elisse Hategan, 
is facing charges of distributing hate material targeting 
the Black community. 

Drocge himself has already done prison time in the 
U.S. for his racist activities, including three years for his 
partinan attempted neo-nazi armed invasion of the island 
of Dominica, which was intended to establish a base for 
the international fascist movement. One of Droege's 
responsibilities after the invasion was to have been run- 
ning a cocaine processing plant. 

‘The flip side to the Heritage Front’s “soft” image is 
the Church of the Creator (COTC), perhaps the most 
violent neo-nazi organization in North America. The 
COTC has chapters in the U.S., Canada, Europe and 
‘South Africa and is known for paramilitary training and

using violent attacks as part of its efforts to make the earth 
"whites-only" planet. 

‘The "church" part of the organization is based upon 

the teachings of the millionaire racist and one time On- 
turio-resident, Ben Klassen (who took the Hitler-thing 
full circle in August 1993 by committing suicide). Klas- 
sen wrote the “White Man's Bible” which serves as the 
ideological/"spiritual" basis for COTC. It provides a 
“religious” excuse fortheir violence and hatred by teach- 
ing that white people alone are made in the image of god 
and that all other races (or “mud races” as they call them) 
are inferior. 
The Toronto COTC is the organization’s main 
representative in Canada and among the most important 
chapters internationally. COTC people from the Toronto/ 
Hamilton area have played major roles in the interna- 
tional leadership and the most popular COTC rock band, 
RaHoWa (short for Racial Holy War), is based here. 
RaHoWa and other COTC bands are crucial in fundrais- 
ing for their violent racist activities and in recruiting 
young people and skinheads as stormtroopers. The con- 
‘certs pump up the bonehead fans with violent hatred and 
“sieg heils”, often resulting in assaults on the public after 
the shows let out. In June 1993, Heritage Front skinhead 
Jason Hoolans brutally assaulted a Tamil man after a 
RaHoWa gig, leaving the man partially paralysed. 

Local COTC boss and RaHoWs "singer" George 
Burdi (aka Rev. Eric Hawthome) recently helped found 
a Detroit-based record label called Resistance Records to 
make and distribute neo-nazi recordings across North 
America and Europe. The label's first release is a 
RaHoWa compact disc entitled "Declaration of War”. 

‘The Toronto COTC also boasts a Security Legion 
(or “White Berets"), a group of skinheads who train in 
martial arts and weapons and provide security for many 
neo-nazi events in the city. Toronto media recently iden- 
tified Bric Fischer, a former sergeant in the Canadian 
Airbome Regiment, as the leader and trainer of the 
Security Legion. Bric, along with his brother and fellow 
Security Legions member, Elkar (another Airbome vet- 
eran), were arrested during the summer of 1993 with a 
third COTC bonehead for kidnapping a Heritage Front 
member, assaulting him, and threatening to kill him by 
injecting him with window cleaner. Another Security 
Legions member, Richard Manley, was recently sen- 
tenced to nine months in prison for illegal possession of 
weapons and ammunition. (He's another Airborne vet- 
eran... coincidence???) 

The fact that the HF and COTC apparently use 
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different methods does not reflect a split but an attempt to 
build a broad racist front attracting all manner of potential 
recruits, from older bigots to younger militants. Not only 
do Burdi and Droege associate openly, but Burdi is often 
prominent figure st Heritage Front rallies, where he 
either speaks or performs with his band. In April 1993, 
Burdi appeared with Droege at an Ottawa press confer- 
ence announcing the launch of the Heritage Front's 
Ottawa chapter. It's apparent that Burdi (who was ar- 
rested for the May 1993 assault of an Ottawa anti-racist) 
is effectively the number two man in the HF. 

The Heritage Front also acts as a front for the 
movement. Asa public organization, unlike the secretive 
COTC, the Heritage Front is a contact point for newly 
initiated racists and fascists who can later be directed 
towards more violent groups. 

The primary recruiting ground for both these or- 
ganizations is young white people. It is from these ranks 
that the fascists, as they have done in Europe, hope to 
draw their stormtroopers. In this effort, local high 
schools have become one of the major political battle 
grounds of the 1990s. 


On The Prowl 

Anti-Racist Action (ARA) 
formedin the Fallof 1992to organize 
a street level presence to oppose the 
growth of the fascist movement in 
‘Toronto, The primary impetus came 
from young people, many of them 
high school students. Their main 
objectives were to oppose the neo- 
nazi presence in both the political and 
social arcnas. The former was to take 
place in the high schools, where the 
Heritage Front were and are actively 
recruiting young people. The latter 
Was to confront them in clubs, bars 
and other social arenas where skin- 
heads and neo-nazi bands were be- 
ginning to build a presence and to 
physically attack people of colour, 
anti-racists and punks. 

While the focus was clearly on 
youth organizing, ARA also set 
about to explore new and creative 
methods of organizing and to expand 
the boundaries of the traditional 
forms of protest in Toronto, The 
young activists saw the need to challenge what they saw 
as depressing, disempowering, and ultimately ineffec- 
tive modes of protest which the left has fallen into. ARA 
aimed to move away from boring pickets in front of 
faceless buildings and instead build a militant street level 
movement to fight grassroots fascism which would at the 
same time work in coalition with other groups around 
broader issues. 

Along with the critique of the mobilization strate- 
gics of the left, ARA also incorporates an inherent chal- 
lenge to traditional political dogmas. Distrust of old-style 
ideological restrictions led to the creation of a political 
Perspective which, in essence, borrows from the best of 
many traditions, Elements from anarchism, marxism, the 
German Autonomen, First Nations organizing, and 
popular culture are synthesized within ARA to create a 
political perspective which speaks to the people involved 
and allows the group to look beyond the constraints of 
any one tradition to attempt to create a new way of 
working politically. 

A central element to the overall ARA approach is 
the cultivation of an anti-racist/anti-fascist countercul- 
ture. This has proceeded primarily through the organiz- 
ing of regular Rock Against Racism concerts and also 
weekend parties, well as the creation of an ARA 
“style”. The group also actively circulates buttons and T- 
shirts [the group's motto is “On The Prowl” and their logo

isatigerleaping on a swastika]. ARA has recognized that 
one of the main attractions which the nazis have for 
young people is the sense of both rebelliousness and 
community which such organizations provide. The nazis 
certainly recognize this dynamic, which is why they have 
put so much effort into developing neo-nazi bands as 
recruiting instruments. ARA realizes that if it is to be 
effective politically, it also has to be "hip". 

Few young people are attracted to fascist organiza- 
tions on the basis of ideology alone. Most are attracted to 
the cultural scene first, through the music, partics, or 
friends and only later drawn into the movement and its 
ideas. Rather than ignore this reality, ARA has actively 
sought to promote a compelling, vibrant, and fun culture 
of resistance to attract young people and provide an 
alternative to thenazis. Atthe same time, the providing of 
an active social element to a political organization helps 
not only to keep activists and others interested but also 
provides a forum for peopleto build up the friendship and 
trust necessary for effective political work. 

ARA demonstrations have been more militant and 
confrontational than has traditionally been the case in 
Toronto. The events have consistently drawn large 
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silence those who speak out 
against racism and hatred. 
Anti-racists will gather at the 
south end of Queen's Park at 


numbers and their atmosphere of anger and a willingness 
to meet the fascists face-to-face have both intimidated the 
neo-nazis while attracting the attention of the police and 
the press. 

Forexample, a large and determined demonstration 
in November 1992 outside a “secret” Heritage Front 
meeting at the Roma Restaurant caused the police to shut. 
the meeting down. Angry nazis were forced to flee under 
police protection while at the same time trying to avoid 
the hail of eggs thrown at them by the demonstrators. 

A January 25, 1993 demonstration called outside a 
Toronto courthouse was to be a pivotal moment in shap- 
ing the organization. The Canadian Human Rights 
‘Commission has been in the process of hearing a com- 
plaint brought by the Native Canadian Centre of Toronto 
against the Front’s telephone hotline. An announced 
fascistmarch onthe courthouse in support ofthe Heritage 
Front was met by an ARA demonstration of over 500 
people who blocked the main doors to the building. 

Rather than take the small contingent of nazis into 
the courthouse through the back door, the police instead 
chose to charge the anti-racists from two sides. Mounted 
Police rode into the front line of the demonstration, 
trampling people and whacking them with riding crops, 
while officers on foot rushed into one side, kicking and 
punching anti-racists as they did so. The "reason" forthe 
attack was to move the ARA demonstration to allow the 














nazis to walk past and into the front doors of the court. 
Several demonstrators required brief hospitalization, 

During the media circus which followed, both Po- 
lice Chief William McCormack and Metro Police Serv- 
ices Board chair Susan Eng admitted in the press that the 
reason the nazis were not taken in through one of the four 
alternative entrances was because Droege demanded to 
be taken in the main doors (which raises the question of 
who is actually giving the order for police to attack anti- 
racists?). 

Inside the courtroom itself, police continued their 
attacks by assaulting members of the American Indian 
Movement who were acting as security for Native Centre 
representative, Rodney Bobiwash. AIM members were 
thrown to the floor by police and handcuffed after they 
intervened to protect Bobiwash from an assault by Heri- 
tage Front supporters. Afierthe demonstration, two ARA. 
members were arrested on their way home on bogus 
charges of assaulting police, one for allegedly throwing 
snegg the other for spitting. (The two anti-fascists, one of 
whom was a minor at the time of the incident, were even- 
tually convicted of lesser charges and received proba- 
tion). 

The persons targeted for arrest 
are significant. Both were on the front 
line of the demonstration and played 
active roles in repelling the horse 
charge, and one was also the final 
publie ARA speaker at the demon- 
stration dispersal point. 

Despite the police attack and 
the arrests, most saw the demonstra- 
tion as a huge success. Not only did 
anti-racists outnumber the nazis by 
more than ten to one, but the attack 
clearly revealed on which side the 
police stood. The aftermath of the 
25th also revealed on which side 
other anti-racist organizations fall in 
a crisis. 

On January 27ih, both the Hu- 
man Rights League of B'nai Brith 
and the Canadian Jewish Congress 
denounced the demonstration in the 
media. Karen Mock, national spokes- 
person for B’nai Brith, accused ARA 
of “jumping on a bandwagon and us- 


tive to attempt to create disorder and 
take the law in their own hands." 

Gerda Frieberg of the CIC stated that “The Cana- 
dian Jewish Congress does not support these kind of 
actions." It was clear to some that the self-serving media 
ploy by B’nai Brith and CJC was intended more to 
solidify and justify their own close working relationships 
with police rather than advance the anti-racist movement. 
Indeed, recent revelations in the U.S. of Anti-Defamation 
League (B'nai Brith's U.S. counterpart) collaboration 
with the San Francisco Police Department in spying on 
progressive and leftist organizations should certainly 
make committed anti-racists in Toronto wary of that 
organization's true political goals. 

The denunciation by these organizations was also 
significant in that it played directly to the police and 
media propaganda line of scparating "legitimate" anti- 
racist groups from "illegitimate" ones, thereby hoping to 
criminalize ARA and justify unprovoked police violence 
against the demonstration. However, much of that at- 
tempt was derailed in the community, if not in the press 
itself, by the fact that such “legitimate” groups as the 
Native Canadian Centre and the Montreal-based Cana- 
dian Centre on Racism and Prejudice (as well as represen- 
tatives from the Black community, women's movement, 
and labour movement) supported ARA completely and 
publicly denounced the police's actions. 

Although ARA continued to organize actions fol- 
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lowing the January 25th police attack, including demon- 
strations against local school teacher Paul Fromm, who 
has been active in the Toronto far-Right for the past 25 
years, the next major event did not occur until June 11th. 


Behind The Front 

While the Heritage Front and the Church of the 
Creatormaintain publicly that they are not violent groups 
but are merely interested in open debate on the issues, 
their behaviour to date reveals quite the opposite. In 
response to community action on many levels against the 
HF and COTC, the nazis have slowly been waging an 
escalating terror campaign against anti-racists. This 
campaign has primarily manifested itself in pattems of 
harassment and intimidation, but has recently moved into 
violent physical attacks. 

‘The campaign began in the fall of 1992. On the 
night of November 28th, nazis painted swastikas outside 
several prominent anti-racist targets in Toronto including 
the Native Canadian Centre and a socialist bookstore. 
Other targets hit at that same time which were not men- 
tioned in media reports were KYTES, a community 
theatre and employment centre in Kensington Market 
which at that time was serving as ARA's regular meeting 
place, as well as the home of an ARA member. 

‘This was followed quite quickly by a campaign of 
harassing and later threatening phone calls to some ARA 
members, While several people received calls, the fas- 
cists chose to concentrate their efforts against women. 
This targeting of women has been their pattern since that 
time, an obvious reflection of their inherent misogyny. 
While men have received calls, the harassment for the 
‘most part has not been of the same violent intensity as that 
against women and has not continued past a period of two 
weeks, 

One woman was also targeted physically for sur- 
veillance, and the nazis placed people in cars outside her 
home to follow her and track her movements, who she 
met with, etc. Another woman was the subject of a racist. 
flyer containing attacks against the Black community 
while listing her name, address, and phone number as the 
‘contact person for the fictitious white supremacist group 
which claimed authorship of the flyer. The intention was 
to give the false impression that the anti-racist activist 
was a nazi and thereby subject her to harassment from 
members of the community. 

These attacks soon escalated from intimidation 
tactics to physical assault and arson. During the spring a 
campaign of terror was waged against Youthlink, two 
shelters for young women. Early in 1993 a Heritage Front 
member who was a resident of the shelter was ejected by 
the staff for intimidating other residents by wearing nazi 
paraphemalia and bringing racist materials into the shel- 
ter, 

‘The nazis responded to this by launching a series of 
lesbophobic attacks against Youthlink staff on their hot- 
line. A campaign of threatening phone calls and physical 
surveillance of staff ensued which eventually culminated 
in an arson attack against one of the shelters in late March. 
A staff member was also assaulted in her home by 
skinheads. During that same period, a member of the 
Black Action Defence Commitee (the main Toronto 
group organizing against police racism and violence) 
was attacked by five nazis one evening after leaving the 
BADC office. 

In our analysis, this slow and deliberate escalation 
of violence is not haphazard but calculated. The slow 
escalation has two identifiable goals for the movement. 
‘The first is to test the response of police. The nazis need 
to see how far they can push things before feeling pres- 
sure from law enforcement. Thus far, the fascists have 
received little orno interest from police in regardsto these 
attacks, The Heritage Front is also testing the resolve of 
anti-racist forces, again to see what the response will be 
from the left. Unfortunately, apart from a few significant 
solidarity links being made between anti-racist and other 


community organizations, the re- 
sponse has similarly been quiet. 
The second goal for the fas- 
cists is simply practice. We know 
that the nazis engage in various 
forms of physical and paramilitary 
training both in the Toronto area 
and with contacts in the U.S. This 
slow escalation is allowing their 
stormtroopers to put their training 
into practice in increasingly violent 
scenarios. This again allows the 
fascists to test their own capabili- 
ties and the commitment of differ- 
ent individuals, while also learning. 
and preparing for what they see as 
the soon to begin Racial Holy War.

As the summer grew closer, the “x 
nazis began to dramatically in- — &- 
crease the level of violence.

Anti-racists in Ottawa g 
quickly began to mobilize against. 
the proposed concert, eventually 
forming a coalition among various 
groups. ARA was invited to send a 
delegation from Toronto, and about 50 anti-fascists made 
the trip by bus. Despite gathering a crowd of 600 to 
confront the nazis, the liberalism and collaboration with 
police on the part of some of the coalition organizers 
Plagued the action from the start (the specifics of which 
are discussed later). This conflict between liberal and 
militant elements among the demonstrators eventually 
lcd to a situation where many of the people wanting to 
confront the nazis and close down the concert were 
abandoned by the demo organizers, resulting in violent 
attacks on the few local anti-racists left behind at the 
scene. Skinheads brutally beat several demonstrators, 
hospitalizing half a dozen. The hundred nazis present 
then marched on the Canadian Parliament building 
where leader Droege announced to the “seig heiling 
crowd that one day these buildings would be theirs. 

‘The Heritage Front and COTC clearly saw the 
events of May 29th as a victory which provided a major 
boost to their morale. They crowed about their victory in 
Ouawa over their hotline for days andthere was a marked 
increase in violent neo-nazi attacks in Toronto, particu- 
larly directed against the Tamil community. The week 
following Ottawa, a Heritage Front skinhead named 
Jason Hoolans brutally beat a Tamil man outside a 
‘Toronto restaurant, resulting in the man's being hospital- 
ized and partially paralysed. Hoolans was on his way 
home froma RaHoWa gig in thenorthof thecity when the 
attack occurred. 








Shut ‘Em Down 

It was in this context of increasing violence and 
displays of bravado by the neo-nazis that ARA’s next 
action took place. A demonstration was called for June 
1th to march on a neo-nazi centre of operations. The 
actual destination of the demo was unknown except to a 
few ARA organizers. The rationale for the secret destina- 
tion was a tactical one - if ARA announced the exact 
destination, the demonstrators would most likely en- 
counter not only a sizeable and armed contingent of 
skinheads but also an even more sizeable and better 
armed contingent of police. Rather than tangle with cops 
on horseback again, ARA chose a different strategy. 

Organizers chose as the meeting place a commu-

nity centre only four blocks south of the home of promi- 
nent nazi publisher Ernst Zundel. Zundel's home is a well 
known location in the city and, as one of the main 
suppliers of hate material internationally, his home/of- 
fice is of major significance to both fascists and anti- 
fascists. Because of the location of the meeting place, 
dozens of police gathered outside Zundel's house (which 
had been covered in plastic by its owner to protect it from 
the expected onslaught of eggs and paint bombs.) Fifty or 
more skinheads were also present to “defend Zundel's 
house” from anti-fascist attack - an attack which never 
materialized when, to the surprise and outrage of the cops 
and nazis, the ARA demonstration piled onto streetcars 
and headed east to the home of Gary Schipper - the voice 
of the Heritage Front hateline. 

As the phalanx of 300 demonstrators marched up 
the residential street, ARA marshals passed out informa- 
tion flyers to the participants identifying the still secret 
site and the reasons for the action. Other ARA people 
went door-to-door to pass out similar flyers containing 
Schipper's photo and address to the residents of the 
largely immigrant neighbourhood and explain to them 
the intentions of the demonstration. 

After reaching the house, with eggs flying through 
the air, a dozen or more demonstrators expressed their 
outrage in amore direct fashion by rushing the house and 
smashing windows. After the direct action was over, and 
the speeches had been completed, the demonstration 
withdrew from the neighbourhood, In one instant, the 
fight had been taken right to the nazis’ door in a way that 
hadnot occurred anywhere else in Canada, The implica- 
tions for the fascists were clear - we knew who they were, 
weknew their faces, weknew wherethey lived and where 
they met, and we would not be intimidated by their 
violence. 

A controlled expression of community anger had 
been accomplished, one which made that anger and 
resolve clear in a direct and militant fashion, yet one so 
controlled and disciplined on the part of demonstrators 
that no other residents’ property was damaged. No 
parked cars were touched, no other homes were touched, 
no gardens were trampled - only one building was the 
target, and that target was identified and dealt with,

Because the Zundel bluff was so effective, no nazis were 
there and so few cops that the demonstrators were al- 
lowed to enter and leave the neighbourhood without 
incident (Except for Heritage Front leader Wolfgang 
Droege appearing in his car with 5 skinheads to verbally 
threaten demonstrators waiting to disperse afterwards. 
Mr. Droege receiveda smashed windshield for his efforts 
and his small gang quickly sped away.) 

Late that evening - in a poorly planned and exe- 
cuted attempt at retaliation - a gang of thirty skinheads 
armed with baseball bats converged on a popular club 
frequented by ARA people and other anti-racists. The 
location was doubly significant in that the club itself had 
been a popular nazi hang-out until they were driven out 
by local anti-racists a few months earlier. 

Despite being outnumbered three to one, 
the few anti-racists present defended them- 
selves and chased the skinheads out. Several 
nazis, including leader Droege, were beaten and 
hospitalized. Droege was laterto be arrested and 
charged with aggravated assault on one of two 
anti-racists seriously injured. Also arrested that 
night was another Heritage Front leader named 
Pete Mitrevski and a skinhead named Chris 
Newhook. Newhook has since been convicted 
of assaulting police and possession of a danger. 
ous weapon (a baseball bat with “SS” carved 
into it) and was sentenced to twelve months. 

‘The response to the events of June 11th 
was swift from all directions, The media, as 
could be expected, had a field day condemning 
ARA as terrorists adopting the same tactics as 
the fascists, ete, etc. However, what separated 
this action from January 25th, at least in the 
media, was that no non-govemmental anti-rac- 
ist organization dared publicly denounce ARA 
or the June 11th action. While this did not stop 
various columnists from venting their mis- 
placed moral outrage for several weeks follow- 
ing the demo, it did make the criticisms ring 
quite hollow when even the most conservative 
of anti-racist groups would not join the report- 
ers’ crusade, 

A sampling of the public comments by 
other anti-racists went: 





“Extreme...but justified" - Dudley Laws, Black 
Action Defense Committee 


“The problem is... the police and the attorney 
general's office have not been co-operating. 
They haven't used legislation as a means to stop 
hate-mongering. Young people... understanda- 
bly get very frustrated and wrongly take the law 
into their own hands. I really hold the people 
who are in the position of authority responsible 
at this point because they have chosen to do 
nothing [about hate crimes]." - Bernie Farber, 
Canadian Jewish Congress 





"If the rallying cry for all anti-racists is "Never Again” 
then no one is pressing this at the moment any more than 
activist groups such as ARA. If Canadian governmental 
authority proves to be as incapable in stemming racially 
motivated crime and fascist political organization as the 
German governments of the 30s and today, then the 
unthinkable resurgence of organized Naziism may be 
literally at our doorstep. The unfortunate excesses of the 
June 11 rally may be cause for some concern, but it does 
not begin to compare in significance or gravity with such 
an eventuality,” - Roger Hollander, Metro Councillor 


“Itis the Heritage Front, Church of the Creator and other 
racist groups that have carried on a violent campaign of 
intimidation over the last several months - all the while 
proclaiming their virtue....Anti-racists are responding to 
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a wave of violence created by racists. While the merits 
and demerits of property damage can be debated, it is far 
from the deadly and physical violence of the Front.” - 
Rodney Bobiwash, Klanbusters 


It was interesting in that the most vociferous oppo- 
sition and denunciation of ARA after June 11th came 
from more progressive sectors of the community mainly 
revolving (whether admitted or not) around the question 
of militancy. 

This kind of criticism is an unfortunate tradition of 
the North American left. It seems that all too many are 
comfortable in supporting militancy everywhere but 
their own backyards. This tendency was certainly obvi- 
ous in the response of the left to the development of 





armed organizations in the U.S. and Canada during the 
1970s and 1980s. (See Ward Churchill’ essay “Pacifism 
as Pathology" in Issues in Radical Therapy for an excel- 
lent analysis of this phenomenon.) Indeed, it seems pa- 
thetic commentary on the Canadian left (and on the level. 
of self-policing done by Canadian progressive move- 
ments) that a bit of egg throwing and a few broken 
windows are seen as acts of violence. As was said to one 
ARA critic by a South Asian comrade, “It’s only within 
the confines set by the white Canadian left that June 11th 
can be seen as a violent demonstration.” 

‘The unfortunate fact is that for most leftists in 
Canada, demonstrations have become social events. 
‘They are forums for people to come together, meet their 
friends, chat while the speeches are going on and then 
leave in groups for the nearest bar after (and often before) 
the demo has finished. ARA's demonstrations con- 
sciously challenge this comfortable norm by being ac- 
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tively confrontational. 
ARA recognizes thet doing axtifescin work is 
unlike most other political straggles in the Canadian 





context (outside of Native Territory in that there is a very 
real element of physical retaliation - inthis case by nazis. 
Rather than choose the easy path of staging irrelevant 
picket lines which present no threat to fascist organizing, 
ARA chooses to take the fight right to the nazis - in the 
schools, in nazi socializing places, at their meetings, at 
their homes. Because of this strategy, ARA demonstra- 
tions cannot be social events becsuse of the need for the 


Unlike any other organizations in the city, ARA. 
demonstrators march in ranks with their arms linked to 
help strengthen the formation and ensure that there are no 
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people left isolated and vulnerable - to police 
intimidation, arrest, nazi attack, or fascist sur- 
veillance. ARA also takes a defensive 
marshalling strategy. While most Canadian 
demonstrations have marshals in place to pro- 
tect property from demonstrators so that their 
cause is not “discredited” by the actions of 
some “unruly elements”, ARA's marshals are 
there to protect the body of the demonstration 
against attack - whether that comes from the 
nazis or police, The marshals are also there to 
prevent surveillance from fascists (who, as 
elsewhere, like! to show up and videotape and 








Some critics denounced ARA for allow- 
ing such expressions of militancy to occur at all 
-fornotholding back activists who felttheneed 
totakemore directforms of action. In acommu- 
nity statement issued by ARA to respond to 
such critiques it was stated: 





"During the demonstration, some anti-racist 
protestors struck back against Gary Schipper 
andthe Heritage Front, Paint bombs and rocks 
were thrown at his residence and windows 
were broken. Although these acts of vandalism 
were not planned by ARA, our group allows 
people to express their anger against fascism 
‘and white supremacy as they see fit. We do not 
police anti-racists,” 


In the aftermath of the demonstration, 
four anti-racists were arrested on charges of 
mischief to property and disguising with the 
intention of committing an indictable offense. 
The arrests of the four did not occur on the site 
of the demonstration but happened arbitrarily 
over the ensuing two weeks. One woman was 
arrested at a local radio station after represent- 
ing ARA on a call-in show. Two others were 
picked-up while attending a subsequent anti- 
racist demonstration. Despite being arrested on 
different dates and in different parts of the city, 
all four were picked up by the same two undercover 
officers, indicating a coordinated police effort to identify 
and target ARA activists. 

The bail conditions imposed on the four were 
clearly politically motivated and intended to curtail their 
anti-racistactivism. The initial conditions (most of which 
have since been changed through legal challenges) in- 
cluded non-association with other members of ARA; 
barring from attendance at ARA or other anti-racist 
meetings; and barring from attendance at any demonstra- 
tion in the entire province of Ontario, These conditions 
are more restrictive than those given to Heritage Front 
and COTC members charged with aggravated assault, 
forcible confinement and weapons offenses. 

‘The action against Schipper's house on June 11th 
occurred as a direct response to an escalation of fascist 
violence and public organizing. As such, the action suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing several goals, both through the 
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demo itself and the resulting nazi tactical mistake made in 
response - namely attempting the mass assault against 
ARA people later that evening, The assault attempt failed 
miserably on two levels: 1) the fascists were humiliated in 
their attempt to boost morale and look tough after being 
fooled by a classic “bait and switch” and 2) it resulted in 
the arrests of two key Front leaders. The main effects of 
the day’s events was to force the nazis to tum their 
organizing inward rather than towards expansion. 
Planned summer recruiting drives were put on hold due 
to the legal restrictions placed on some of their key 
activists following their arrests. Funding for a planned 
national summer tour by RaHoWa and the opening of a 
public office space was eaten up by bail costs and lawyer 
fees. 

Despite the critiques of some about June 11th ac- 
tion, this single event and its aftermath was responsible 
for the significant decrease in fascist activity and vio- 
lence during the past four months. 


Policing The Crisis? 

As always, the role of the police and the interven- 
tion of state agencies within a political struggle is multi- 
faceted and often difficult to negotiate both intemally and 
externally in the broader movement. This is no less true 
in anti-fascist organizing in Toronto. An analysis of the 
police approach to the movements, both racist and anti- 
racist, is essential to begin to develop effective strategies. 

While the problem of police interference in politi- 
cal organizing is not anew one, it must be understood that 
the police play a particular dynamic within the context of 
anti-fascist work which is quite different than in other 
struggles. This is because in other progressive or radical 
movements, the question of involving the police as a 
potential "ally" within the struggle is non-existent. 
Whether itis organizing around such issues ofinstitution- 
alized racism, sexism, and homophobia or domestic and 
foreign policies of the Canadian government, itis clearly 
recognized that the police as an institution play no poten- 
tial positive role in advancing the cause. 

‘This is unfortunately not the case with anti-fascist 
organizing. The activities of neo-nazi groups are by 
definition violent, whether through actual physical at- 
tacks or by the implied threat which their presence pres- 
ents to those communities which have historically been 
targets of fascism. Their organizing also involves illegal 
activities, from relatively minor incidents of vandalism to 
more serious acts of violence including assault, arson, 
paramilitary training and murder. Because of this reality, 
many anti-racists sec the police as an option against neo- 
nazi 











‘This double vision with regards to the police is both 
problematic and dangerous. While most arc quick to 
recognize police violence and direct hostility, as was 
demonstrated during the demonstration on January 25th 
(with the exception elements of the "legitimate" and 
conservative anti-racist movement), there remains a 
strong trend which looks towards legal "remedies" for 
white supremacy. This trend takes the form not only of 
desires for stronger laws against hate groupactivities, but 
in particular looking towards police for protection. 

The willingness to look to police as a strategy 
usually falls along clear lines of race and class. Certainly 
those individuals and communities who have not tradi- 
tionally suffered at the hands of police are more likely to 
View them as "protectors" rather than oppressors. There- 
forc it has usually been the anti-racist groups represent- 
ing these privileged interests which have been urging 
residents to call police when they encounter racist activ- 
ity in their community. One Ontario govemment anti 
racism organization has even gone so far as to publish a 
pamphlet which argues the "call police" strategy while 
printing on the cover a photo of ARA’s January 25th 
demonstration (without permission, I might add) where 
mounted police attacked anti-racists to protect neo-nazis. 

However, one need only look at the police’s atti- 
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tudes and actions to date to see quite clearly that they are 
much more interested in attacking and criminalizing anti- 
racists than they are neo-nazis. While the mounted police 
attack against ARA and police assault of AIM members 
on January 25th is the most blatant example of this, we 
can go further in revealing the clear pattem of police 
indifference to fascist attacks. 

The most obvious aspect of the police approach is 
the clear double-standard used in investigating nazis and 
anti-racists. The police have demonstrated time and time 
again their desire to shelter Wolfgang Droege and the 
Heritage Front as an organization from the supposedly 
"random" and “unconnected” acts of their supporters. In 
the two most violent incidents to date, the 1992 bombing. 
of the Toronto Morgentaler abortion clinic and the 1993 
firebombing of Youthlink, the police have allowed 
Droege's denials of HF involvement to stand at face 
value. 

In the Morgentaler case, neo-nazi graffiti stating 
“Peace, Love & White Power” along with the Heritage 
Front's telephone number was painted on a 
directly across the street from the bombed clinic. The 
graffiti was done sometime between 1:00am and 4:00am. 
(the approximate time of the blast) on the night of the 
bombing. The connection to most would seem quite 
clear. However, the media revealed that police investiga- 
tors interviewed Droege and essentially accepted his 
claim that the Heritage Front was not involved. 

Over a year later, police have still not made any 
arrests despite admitting in the press that the perpetrators 
were videotaped by the clinic's security system. Cer- 
tainly the history of state and police attacks against the 
left reveals that a similar set of circumstances involving 
a right-wing or govemment target would have resulted in 
mass repression. In that case, it seems thatif Droege were 
a leftist he would have been answering questions from a 
jail cell, assumed guilty until proven innocent. In a 
similar manner, Droege was allowed 10 shrug off any 
involvement or responsibility for the arson attack at 
Youthlink. While admitting to a Toronto magazine that 
the Heritage Front did wage a lesbophobic campaign 
against the shelter on their hotline, he says that his group 
had no hand in nor responsibility for the attack. Again this 
claim to be “uninvolved” has apparently been accepted 
by the police, who are choosing to ignore a months long, 
sophisticated and coordinated campaign of harassment 
and surveillance of the shelter and its employees. This 
clearly was not the work of a “lone nut", and the police's 
apparent readiness to accept it as such is yet another 
demonstration of their unwillingness to go after the fas- 
cists as organizations but instead to individualize attacks 
which are clearly coordinated. Police have 
even refused to fully investigate the assaulting 
of a Youthlink staffer by skinheads, choosing 
instead to charge the woman herself for filing a 
false complaint! 

In cach case, “investigators” seem un- 
willing or uninterested in uncovering connec- 
tions and links to the Heritage Front or other 
organizations, but prefer to operate onthe basis 
that the perpetrator is acted in isolation. Yet, at 
the same time as they shrug off interest in the 
hierarchy and organizational structure of the 
Right, the police seem quite interested in iden- 
tifying such areas in the anti-racist movement. 

In fact, instead of being committed to 
Prosecuting neo-nazis, it has beenthe pattern to 
date that the police have a much greater interest 
ininvestigating ARA. The placement (and later 
expulsion) of a known agent provocateur early 
in the organization's life was one indication of 
state intentions towards the group (a provo- 
cateur who now spends his time spreading 
accusations of homophobia and queer-bashing 
against ARA in an attempt to drive wedges 
between the group and the lesbian and gay 








community, a community from which ARA has drawn 
some of its strongest participation and support). Subse- 
quent events involving the actual prosecution of a high 
profile Heritage Front spokesperson have been even 
more revealing, This case has demonstrated concretely 
that any move by anti-racists to lay charges or make 
reports to police merely opens the door for police intelli- 
gence gathering on the organization and its membership. 

Elisse Hategan (aka Deschner) was to face trial in 
June 1993 on charges of inflammatory libel against a 
local anti-racist and distributing hate literature. [Editorial 
Note: Since the writing of this article Hategan’s trial date 
had been moved to 93/11/24. At this time it was revealed 
that she had defected from the HF. She is now passing 
information about HF activities and attacks to anti-racist 
groups and police. ] She was being accused of distributing 
the earlicr mentioned racist flyer intended to paint an anti- 
racist activist as a nazi. Interestingly, the police “investi- 
gation” of Hategan, as evidenced through their inter- 
views of other anti-racists called as witnesses in the case, 
consisted primarily of police attempts to obtain the names 
of other anti-racist activists and trace structures and 
chains of communication within the movement. 

The case itself provides an ideal cover for such a 
ruse, for it gives the police authority to subpoena anti- 
racists and interview them about their work while hiding 
such probing behind the facade of “prosecuting hate 
crimes". In fact, it is the suspicion of many that the recent 
creation of the much publicized “Hate Crimes Unit" 
within the Metro Police is in itself nothing more than a 
cover to gather intelligence on the anti-racist movement. 

Hategan has been allowed to associate with known 
members of the Heritage Front in direct contravention of 
her bail conditions. In fact, in one incident she appeared 
atan ARA demonstration in a car with known leaders of 
the Heritage Front and COTC. This situation was imme- 
diately noticed by Rodney Bobiwash of the Native 
Centre. Knowing that the violation should immediately 
result in her re-arrest and revocation of bail, he notified 
the officer commanding the police ice at ae 
onstration, who replied "I don't cai ident 
speaks volumes to the reluctance of de ees » qe. 
prosecute neo-nazis and to the illegitimacy of the police 
investigation against Hategan. 

The interviewing and subpoenaing of activists 
continues despite that fact that Hategan has apparently 
admitted to distributing the 
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flyer and will presumably pursue adefence based on free- 
dom of speech. It is also significant that by calling anti- 
racists as witnesses, and thereby revealing their identities 
to the court and to the nazis, the police are knowingly 
opening up these individuals forharassment. The conjec- 
ture is that such a decision is calculated to place these 
individuals in jeopardy so that the police can 1) gather 
intelligence on the fascists by using the anti-racists as 
“bait”, and 2) hope that individuals will turn to the police 
forprotection, thereby creating an opportunity forfurther 
intelligence gathering on the anti-racist movement. 

These suspicions were reinforced during the pre- 
trial hearing in October when Hategan's attorney cross 
examined of one of the anti-racist witnesses. Lawyer 
Harry Doan (who is defending most of the nazis facing 
charges in the city) spent most of his time asking ques- 
tions about ARA's organizing - the names of activists,the 
names of the organizers of the January 25th and June 11th 
demonstrations, etc. While obviously unrelated to the 
charges against Hategan, the Crown prosecutor did not 
object to this line of questioning. The witness was unable 
to provide Doan with the information he wanted. 

Unfortunately, the unwillingness of some to sec use 
of the police as being at best a tactical decision in certain 
situations rather than a parental-type figure to protect us 
from bullies is problematic and dangerous. Indeed, 
people who will go to the police out of trust and reformist 
beliefs in the system are dangerous forany radical organi- 
zation which constitutes itself in opposition to that very 
system. These are often the people who will, perhaps 
unwittingly, do the job of the police by speaking openly 
about membership and strategies in some misguided 
sense that the police, while problematic on some levels, 
are allies against the nazis. The evidence to date shows us 
exactly the opposite, 





When Opportunism Knocks 

Because of the carly successes of ARA, the organi- 
zation inevitably sparked the interest of various 
‘Trotskyist and Marxist-Leninist political parties who 
began to flock to ARA like moths to a bright light. 
Unfortunately, it soon became obvious that most were 
involved not to work honestly against the neo-nazi pres- 
ence in Toronto but instead to forward the goals of their 
own organizations. 

As has been the experience of many groups who 
have tried to do political work around various issues, the 
presence of these party organizations soon becomes an 
‘obstacle to building the organization as a whole. The 
Intemational Socialists (LS.) in particular played a 
Prominent role in opposing every demonstration (except 
one) that was ever undertaken by ARA against the far 
right, while at the same time trying to push through their 
‘own proposals which better suited the ends of their party. 
This behaviour was later discovered to be in keeping with 
their own political mandate to provide “revolutionary 
leadership" to organizations of “movementists", who 
while presumably understanding their own issue, did not 
have the same vision and understanding of the party on 
how to defeat the state. 

Eventually, after several months of attempting to 
work in good faith, the Intemational Socialists were 
voted out of ARA by a 2/3 majority of ARA members. 
This had the result of causing all the other Troskyist and 
Marxist-Leninist parties to leave the group en masse in 
support of the LS. While this on the whole was positive in 
that it saved ARA the similarly obstructionist and oppor- 
tunist behaviour of the other groups, such as the 
‘Trotskyist League and the Bolshevik Tendency, it also 
caused the loss of a few individual comrades who had 
risen above their party's dogmato do principled and solid 
work within ARA. 

LS. attempts to denounce ARA did not cease after 
theirexpulsion, but continue in various forms. During the 
Ottawa demonstration in May, it was the LS. contingent 
who actively collaborated with the police against militant 








demonstrators. LS. marshals tipped off the cops to an 
attempt by ARA and other anti-racists to rush past police 
lines to get closer to the building where the nazi concert 
was being held. This tip off resulted in many of those 
demonstrators on the front lines being hit with pepper 
spray by police. 

Later the LS. marshals purposefully split the dem- 
onstration by declaring "victory" because the cops told 
them that the concert was going to be shut down. This 
declaration over the megaphones, coupled with the herd- 
ing of the participants by LS. marshals, caused more than 
half of the demonstrators to leave the site. Many anti- 
racists refused to acknowledge that any such victory 
existed when the sounds of the nazi bands playing could 
clearly be heard even outside the building. This cowardly 
decision to split the demonstration (and the fact that the 
ARA contingent of 50 who had stayed behind at the site 
were forced to leave at 11:00pm to catch the bus back to 
Toronto) left the few dedicated Ottawa activists vulner- 
able to the brutal skinhead attack which followed. 

Before the June 11th demonstration, the LS. had 
made plans to cause a disturbance at the gathering site by 
demanding that ARA organizers reveal the secret desti- 
nation of the demonstration (this despite the fact that all 
the advertising for the action made it clear that, while the 
demonstration would be going to a neo-nazi centre of 
operations, the actual destination would not be known 
until the group arrived there). After the demonstration, in 
a move reminiscent of COINTELPRO-style tactics, the 
LS. took part in drafting a letter condemning ARA forthe 
"violence" of the June 11th action - a letter to which they 
signed the names of several organizations who, upon 
being contacted by ARA, had never heard of sucha letter 
and who did not support the statements within it. 

Unfortunately, it was not only groups within ARA 
who have demonstrated similar opportunist and patron- 
izing attitudes towards the organization. While some in 
the broader left see the formation and effectiveness of 
ARA as a positive development, at the same time they 
dismiss the relevancy of anti-fascist work and maintain 
that ARA should be focusing on “more important” issues, 
which themselves vary depending upon the personal 
political priorities of the person being critical. 

This attitude was also the basis for much of the 
intemal problems with the Intemational Socialists and 
others, who saw broader organizing against the police 
and the racist policies of the state as being the priority. It 
is unfortunate that in this way some of the most damaging 
attacks against the nascent anti-fascist movement have 
‘come not from the traditional enemies in the state and on 
the Right, but from the left itself - many more concerned 
with maintaining a level of “revolutionary chic" rather 
than doing the work necessary to forge grassroots politi- 
cal movements. 

It is the position of many radicals that anti-fascist 
work is in itself irrelevant because of the relative lack of 
Power and numbers which the neo-nazi movement 
commands in Canada at this time. These comrades see 
state and police racism as the arenas where opposition 
should be directed, and that “chasing nazis" is an exercise 
in irrelevancy. However well intended, and correct as far 
as its analysis of institutionalized racism, this perspective 
is at its base short-sighted and self-defeating. 

It is argued that without the sea of mainstream 
racism in which to swim, that fascists and fascist move- 
ments cannot survive. Therefore, the conclusion be- 
comes that doing work against neo-nazis is beginning at 
the wrong endof the problem. Again, this is a compelling. 
argument in isolation, particularly because it is theoreti- 
cally accurate. However, theoretical accuracy does not 
always lend itself 10 practical and effective political 
action. As was stated by Italian anti-fascist Errico Ma- 
latesta in early part of the century, “The optimum is the 
enemy of the good” - the never-ending search for the 
perfect political action all 100 often serves as an excuse 
for doing nothing at all. Indeed, if the anti-racist move- 











ment in Toronto cannot strategize and mobilize effec- 
tively enough to eliminate a couple of hundrednazis, how 
can we realistically expect to be able to defeat racist 
immigration laws and police violence and other institu- 
tional monoliths? 

Unfortunately, much of this criticism fails to learn 
from history, even recent history. As was pointed out by 
a Sri Lankan comrade who spent a year in Germany as a 
refugee in the late 1980s, the German left chose to ignore 
the neo-nazi movement at a moment when it was rela- 
tively small. Atatime when 100,000 people would come 
out to a disarmament demonstration, little or no attention 
was being given to the “insignificant” fascist problem, 
Five years later, we see the terrifying results of allowing 
that movement to grow unopposed. Events such as Ros- 
tock, murderous and violent attacks on refugees and 
guest workers, and the assassination of anti-fascists are 
not spontaneous, but are the culmination of years of 
unhindered organizing, Unfortunately much of the left in 
‘Canada has chosen to ignore this lesson. 

While we can take all the time we wantto formulate 
the perfect political line and theorize the precise political 
moment to act, in the meantime what work has been done 
towards building the movements that will presumably act 
at that moment? Political process, political experience, 
and resolve to struggle come only through work, and 
unfortunately discussion is no substitute for action. How 
do we expect to inspire people after more than a decade 
of stunning and crushing defeats for progressive and 
revolutionary movements around the world? 

It has to be understood that broad-based and effec- 
tive political movements do not appear spontaneously, 
but are the result of years of struggle. This work, if it is to 
be realistic and successful, must begin by setting upon 
manageable goals and taking small victories where they 
can be won. It is out of the crucible of small victories - 
which provide experience and inspiration to amovement 
- that larger victories are possible. 


Race And Resistance 

An underlying basis formuch of the criticism is the 
fact that ARA, with notable exceptions, is comprised 
primarily by white, working class youth. Criticism comes 
from both radicals of colour, who are sceptical of white 
radical organizations, and from other white radicals, who 
essentially believe that white people have no place initi- 
ating anti-racist work. 

Both criticisms are a concern if we truly hope to 
forge working links against racism in society. The first 
criticism is certainly legitimate given the history of much 
of the white left in North America and Europe with 
replicating systems of racism and class privilege within 
their organizing. Indeed these problems were a signifi- 
cant contributor to the downfall of radical white move- 
ments in the 1960s and 1970s. 

‘These concerns cannot be ignored, yet can be over- 
come through consistent and principled work, an open- 
ness to constructive criticism from people of colour, and 
willingness to create political alliances not based on an 
ill-considered integrationist approach. Ultimately this 
scepticism, if accepted as being legitimate and worked on 
in good faith, can provide the basis for a politically 
stronger and mutually respectful relationship, and there- 
fore the foundations for an effective broad-based move- 
ment. 

twill be the links with radicals of colour, built upon 
respect gained froma history of principled political work, 
which can prove to be the strongest and therefore most 
reliable in a crisis. It has been the demand of some 
Trotskyist/Marxist-Leninist parties involved with ARA 
that the organization go out and recruit people of colour 
10 lead the organization. However, this appeal to recruit- 
ment and “building a party” is in itself both self-serving 
and opportunistic. The way to attract more people of 
colour to the organization, which is indeed a critical and 
significant goal, must be accomplished through prin- 
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cipled political work and an honesty about motivation. 
People who come into any political organization must be 
there because they see opportunity, promise, and the 
possibilities of doing effective work in that organization. 

Indeed, merely recruiting people of colour into an 
organization is a eurocentric, tokenistic approach which 
ultimately replicates systems of racism in the broader 
society, Recruitment not only contains an implied hierar- 
chy but also a passivity on the part of those being re- 
cruited, which often results in the involvement of people 
who will be amenable to the party platform, rather than 
those who want to come in and challenge it forthe better. 
It seems that the latter is always preferable if an organiza- 
tion in sincere about building itself politically and per- 
sonally, A predominantly white anti-racist group must 
always willing to challenge itself on its own racism, and 
a recruitment based party politic is not an effective means 
of doing that. 





icism is a concem only as much as 
itis centred in what is essentially a guilt-based politic. For 
white people to simply defer to people of colour to initiate 
ucs of racism is to fundamentally deny 
both individual and collective historical responsi 
for oppression. The effective way to take responsibility 
for racism is not to sit around and feel guilty and do 
nothing, but to work against racism in the white commu- 
nity. As former Black Panther Party leader Dhoruba Bin 
Wahad stated in a lecture in Toronto, “Racism is not a 
problem Black people have. It's a problem that white 
people have." 

In fact, this is why the make-up of ARA should be 
seen as an advantage rather than a detriment. While older 
white leftists may not see the relevancy of white youth, 
the fascists certainly do and have made the high schools 
a major political battle ground. The fact that youth of all 
races are alienated and ignored by society is well ac- 
cepted, yet until recently it was only the nazis who were 
capitalizing on this disenchantment to recruit among 
young white people. Many white radicals have chosen to 
ignore some of the most important lessons on the role of 
white people in anti-racist work as articulated by some of 
the most militant and articulate Black leaders, such as 
Assata Shakur and Angela Davis. 

Such a role was articulated by Kwame Ture and 
Charles V. Hamilton in their book Black Power: The 


Politics of Liberation in America: 


“One of the most disturbing things about almost all white 
supporters has been that they arc reluctant to go into their 
own communities - which is where racism exists - and 
work to get rid of it... It is hoped that eventually there will 
be a coalition of poor Blacks and poor whites... creating 
a poor-white power block dedicated to the goals of a free, 
‘open society - not one based on racism and subordina- 
tion.. The main responsibility of this task falls upon 
whites... Poor white people are becoming more hostile - 
not less - toward Black people, partly because they see 
the nation’s attention focused on Black poverty and few, 
if any, people coming to them... Only whites can mobilize 
and organize those communities along the lines neces- 
sary and possible for effective alliances with Black 
communities... If the job is to be done, there must be new 
forms created. Thus, the political modernization process 
must involve the white community as well as the Black.” 




















The fact that intelligent, articulate and radical 
young people are working against the recruitment in their 
schools, and using the nazi presence as an opportunity to 
get their peers involved and politically educated around 
broader issues of racism and oppression should be sup- 
ported rather than criticised. That fact that many bring 
with them a distrust and disenchantment with "tradi- 
tional” forms of protest andmodes of political organizing 
is also instructional to those willing to listen and learn. 
Unfortunately the distrust of Leninist party organizing, 
disdain for meaningless picketlines in front of faceless 











buildings, and desire to incorporate cultural elements of 
resistance into political work are all challenges to the 
current leftist hierarchies in the city, and many choose to 
dismiss ARA based upon the threat which sucha perspec- 
tive poses to their own relative positions of authority. Far 
too many leftists see young people as cannon fodder, or 
sheep to be herded in particular directions, rather than as 
equal partners in political struggle who bring much 
needed critique, analysis and enthusiasm to the work. 
In their argument against doing anti-nazi work, 
these critics also misunderstand some of the most basic 
principles of political organizing. It must be recognized 
that people are not effectively organized out of guilt but 
out of recognition of their own interest in change. Again 
to quote Ture and Hamilton, we must move beyond the 
false “assumption that political coalitions can be sus- 
tained on a moral, friendly, sentimental basis; by appeals 
to conscience.” Such an approach does nothing to expose 
and identify structures of privilege, and can all too easily 
lead to political dissolution. To Ture and Hamilton, vi- 
able political coalitions stem from “the recognition of the 
parties involved of their respective self- 
interests...{and)...the mutual belief that each party stands 





to benefit in terms of that self-interest from allying with 
the other or others.” 

Young white people are at this time facing recruit- 
ment by nazi groups, dealing with nazi gangs in their 





schools and socializing places, and seeing their friends, 
white and non-white, being attacked by skinheads. 
Therefore, anti-nazi organizing speaks directly to their 
experiences and political needs. Obviously, political 
education and activism cannot stop with concem over 
one’s ownneeds, but ithasto startthere. The birthof ARA 
provides the opportunity to involve a new generation of 
activists in anti-racist work and in radical political organ- 
izing, It provides the political support for white working 
class youth to organize themselves around issues of 
racism and oppression, which presents the opportunity of 
radicalizing a generation of activists. This is the promise 
of groups such as ARA, and the long term vision which 
many of its critics on the left are unwilling to see. 


Moving The Movement 

‘The terrain for developing action against the far 
rightis a constantly changing one. The constraints at this 
point in timeare wholly different than they were in the fall 
of 1992, and the movement must take this into account if 
itisto continue to grow and be successful. Actions which 
were possible during the initial phase of ARA activity are 
more difficult or impossible to organize successfully 
today. This is primarily the result of preparedness on the 
part of the fascists. We have to remember that before the 
Roma demo, the nazis had not experienced a street level 
response of any magnitude or intensity. This led them to 
a feeling of security in regards to their activity vis a vis 
general meetings. While expecting some degree of infil- 
tration perhaps, they were not ready for a militant pres- 





ence of several hundred to converge on their meeting 
place. 

IL was the very fact that they were not expecting nor 
prepared for such a response that in many ways made a 
successful demonstration possible. The Heritage Front at 
thattime was less secure with information regarding time 
and place for their meetings, allowing the date and time 
of the meeting to be disseminated several days before the 
meeting and the location to be given to their members as 
much as twenty-four hours beforehand. This time frame 
allowed ARA to receive the information in enough time 
to distribute posters and organize demonstrations. 

Subsequent to the Roma demonstration, the Heri- 
tage Front has kept meeting details secret until as little as 
a few hours before the meeting, then notifying their 
supporters via telephone. With this new security practice, 
the HF has significantly curtailed the ability of anti- 
racists tomobilize in sufficient numbers to again confront 
them at their meetings. This fact highlights two specific 
needs for ARA's continued viability, 1) differentiation of 
tactics, and 2) the need for better intelligence. 

ARA needs to again be creative in its approach to 
mobilizing against the fascists, To maintain an approach 
based solely around mass demonstrations is obviously 
destructive at a moment when the nazis, through their 
own security measures, have effectively shut off much of 
that opportunity, One of the advantages which ARA has 
always had contributing to the militancy and excitement 
around their demonstrations is the existence of a visible 
and identifiable enemy. The best ARA actions to date 
have come when anti-racists were actually facing down 
nazis in the streets. However, if the fascists can effec- 
tively conceal their gatherings, then the opportunity to go 
face-to-face with them is gone. The element of surprise, 
of agency, goes from the anti-racists to the racists, who 
will be the ones det: ing when and where they will 
gather publicly and will therefore be expecting confron- 
tation (as well as police protection). 

Ifthe chance of going head-to-head is diminished if 
not lost, then an over-emphasis on mass mobilization will 
force ARA back onto the path of demonstrating in front 
of faceless targets, exactly the thing to which the organi- 
zation worked to develop alternatives. Necessity, then, 
demands creativity, and the need to devise strategies for 
both gathering better intelligence and staging effective 
actions using smaller numbers. 

The most important work to be dohe, however, lies 
not within the right but within the left. Unfortunately, itis 
the left at this moment which poses the major obstacle to 
the growth of an effective anti-racist movement, The 
institutionalization of progressive Canadian politics and 
the visible disdain for the work of ARA and other anti- 
fascist organizations needs to be addressed openly. The 
left has to begin to move from its current position of 
attempting to organize along ideological lines, and in- 
stead return to a grassroots approach which speaks di- 
rectly to people's experiences 

We are unfortunately at a political moment when 
the only people doing real grassroots organizing, particu- 
larly in the white community, are the fascists. They are 
the ones in the trenches, in the schools and workplaces, 
and they are capitalizing on institutional white suprem- 
acy to organize a growing, well-funded, internationally 
coordinated, and violent racist movement. , 

While defeating the neo-nazi movement in Canada 
is a relatively small task in comparison to defeating 
institutionalized white supremacy, it is one which is 
crucial to address at this moment. The work of ARA in 
particular provides a basis from which many bigger 
things can emerge. The opportunity to involve young 
people in political organizing, particularly in a struggle 
which can show concrete short term gains and can and 
will inevitably be successful, can provide the inspiration 
and experience necessary to wage broader and longer 
term struggles.

Interview With A Member Of Anti-Racist Action 


One June 11, 1993, Anti-Racist Action (ARA) in Toronto entered into a new phase of actions against neo-nazis in the 
city by taking the struggle against them to to the realm of "nazi-doorsteps" . After a month of discussions, ARA 
embarked on a pro-active means of confronting the nazis by exposing them within neighbourhoods where they hide 
and organize. This new orientation represented a shift by ARA in that they would no pursue a strategy based solely 
on reacting against fascist organizing and violence. ARA decided to broaden its tactics as another step towards 
stopping the nazi-menace - in a concrete way - in Toronto. This action at the nazi operational centre was organized 
during a period of covert fascist terror against people of colour - especially the Tamil community - and others. After 
June 11, various sectors and communities reactedto the ARA action and informally raisedconcerns about anti-fascist 
strategies and tactics. Ravi John from ARA addressed some of these issues in an interview with CKLN 88.1, a com- 


munity-based radio station in Toronto. 


On Friday, June 11, 1993, Anti-Racist Action organ- 
ized a march to the home of neo-nazi propagandist 
Gary Schipper - the operational centre of Heritage 
Front “Hateline”. Since that demonstration, 4 anti- 
racists have been arrested. What were the charges 
under which the 4 were arrested and what are the bail 
conditions for their release? 


The 4 anti-racists have been arrested on charges of 
mischief to property and disguising with the intention to 
commit an indictable offense. Other than thal, [think one 
of them was charged with counselling to commit an 
indictable offense and one woman is charged with as- 
saulting a police officer. 


Are these charges quite serious for these ARA mem- 
bers? 


I think it is quite serious in the sense that the police 
want to criminalize the anti-racists, and in the sense that 
they want to put them into the same category as nco- 
nazis, and show them as a somewhat criminal element in 
our society; which is not true. 


I understand the bail conditions are pretty tough 


‘The bail conditions include non-association with 
other ARA members and they are banned from any 
‘demos in the entire province of Ontario -no matter if they 
are anti-racist or not, and there is a curfew stuck on them 
~ they have to be at home at 9 o'clock in the evening. 


Let's go back to the June 11 demo. What is the official 
position of ARA on the events at Schipper’s house. 


‘The event, as such, was not isolated; we can't 
isolate the event or the nature of the demo. What hap- 
pened on June 11 was that ARA decided that we should 
take the anti-racist struggle, or the fight against neo- 
nazis, to their own territory, to their own operational 
centres. The home of Gary Schipper was targeted be- 
cause anti-racists had been watching that place for some 
time and observing what kind of activities were going on 
there, The house was an operational centre, it was not just 
a home, 

So, 300 people gathered in a community centre in 
Toronto, and we were very open about the fact that we 
were going to keep the destination of the demonstration 
a secret. Eventually, when we got closer to this opera- 
tional centre, we distributed flyers and stickers, and we 
started to put up stickers around the neighbourhood, and 
we gave Schipper's photograph to the demonstrators, 
and so they knew that we were going to his place. The 
purpose was to expose that location to the community 
there - here nazis are carrying out their hate propaganda 
and also this is where they coordinate their activities. So, 
ARA was able to show the community that nazis can't get 
away with these things - people are prepared to come 10 
their doorstep and express their anger. This is quite 
opposite to what nazis have been doing; terrorzing 
people in a discreet manner. 








During the demo, some anti-racists broke away 
from the crowd and they did some damage to the prop- 
erty. You have to understand that it was a very focused 
action - no other homes were damaged. You have to 
understand the context of what happened and the context 
ofthetimes. There had been attacks against anti-racists in 
Ouawa, there had been two attacks against the Tamil 
community here - one person was killed and one is now 
partially paralysed. The had also been an attack in Kitch- 
ener against a Jewish shop owner. There had been an 
attack on Black community activists, and there was an 
arson attack on a young women's hostel. 

So, I think, in this context, some youth decided to 
express their legitimate anger. ARA's positionis, itis not. 
for us to condemn or condone that. We have to under- 
stand why this happened, and so the burden does not lie 








with ARA, rather it lies with the neo-nazis; their activities 
have ledto this type of situation. It is not our task to police 
our people. If some youth decide to do that sort of thing, 
our task is to protect them, because we understand their 
legitimate anger. I think ARA prevented a division 
among the ranks of anti-fascists and anti-racists. 


The June 11 demonstration has sparked a huge media 
attack on ARA. Apart from the mainstream media, 
there have been some legitimate concerns raised by 
the community, one of which is that at that particular 
demonstration people went to it thinking that it was 
going to be peaceful. But on arriving there, things 
turned out differently. These people might be alien- 
ated from further ARA actions. How do you deal with 
that concern? 


think I have to make just one small clarification. 
We assembled at the community centre - that was peace- 
ful. Wehad a small outside rally there -that was peaceful. 
We took streetcars to the operational centre - that was 
peaceful. Then we gathered in a small park - that was 
peaceful. We marched through the neighbourhood to 
Schipper's house and that was peaceful. But ARA never 
tries to hide the fact that when it comes to confronting 
nazis there might be -there might be- some sort of action 
that does not fall into this category of so-called ‘peaceful 
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demonstrations’. People are aware of that, and that is the 
tradition of ARA, and ARA was sctually bom with tha: 
tradition last year when the neo-nazis tried to march to the 
courthouse, but were chased away by anti-racists. 

1 can understand these concerns because people 
from various backgrounds and various levels of political 
understanding, who still want to oppose neo-nazis, they 
see these demonstrations as the ideal opportunity 10 
express their anger, even in a symbolic way. At the same 
time, you have to understand that we don't want to divide 
the movement; we don't Want to sec that a certain crowd 
just adheres to peaceful means and others adhere just 10 
militancy. Both forms of action are complimentary to 
each other. 

June 11 was just one demo, It is not the only 
strategic way of fighting nazis for ARA. For ARA it is à. 
broadening of our tactics, but it is not the one strategic 
way of dealing with thin, 

We have to consider that ARA is not the only 
organization in this city which fights the nazis and takes 
the initiative in fighting racism. However as an organiza- 
tion, ARA can't satisfy everyone. ARA has chosen the 
strategy of direct action against neo-nazis whenever pos- 
sible. If others want to embark on different tactics, then 


we respect them and sce them as valuable contributions to 
the overall struggle, 








But the problem is, you know that an organization like 
ARA isa perfect target for agents provocateur, right? 
And If there isn’t internal discipline within the move- 
ment, then it?s an ideal opportunity for somebody from 
the outside to come and disrupt things, and it would 
reflect on ARA as an organization. Im not saying 
that’s what happened at Schipper’s house, but in the 
future that could happen. Are there ways that you can 
prevent that from happening, as an organization? 


At every demonstration we should have an assess- 
ment of the nature of the demonstration and what is the 
purpose of the demonstration, If the action of an individ- 
ual or a group of people falls within the scope of ARA's 
strategic aims, we don’t have sufficient reason to suspect 
anybody. Furthermore, the charge of agent provocateurs 
has traditionally been used against militant political 
actvivists, Yes, we are conscious about agent provo- 
cateurs; but the organization that plans and carries out 
political actions has a better chance to identify agents 
rather than outside political observers 


AtARA events, people of colour are often on the front- 
line and knowing the historical background of how the 
police look at people of colour, and how they target 
them, the concern [s that in an organization in which 
the majority are white, people of colour are being put 
in the front-lines during ARA actions. 


Ithink we have to look atall the past actions of ARA, 
because I think this concem really came to the forefront 
after June 11. These concerns are legitimate and we can 
understand these concerns, and the problem is, o.k. 
a fact that the majority of ARA members are white, so in 
that sense we can expect that the most militant members 
are going to be white, which may or may not be true; itis 
beside the point. In any actions which ARA has planned 
orhas taken, wo do noi tell what position to take. We try 
1o create a relatively safe space in demos, then partici 
panis decide where to position themselves. 

ARA does not go and try to exclude people, so this 
might be one demonstration where the majority of the 
people who took a front-line stance were people of 
colour. But I don’t think this is true for all ARA demon- 
strations; because if anybody wants to take to the front- 
line and be strong and very militant, and can take the 
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pressure not just from the neo-nazis but also from the 
police, they are welcomed. I think, in this sense, thatmost 
people of colour, because of their day-to-day repression 
‘and the discrimination they face, I think that they have 
that strength because that is their reality, and so if they 
decide they want to be in the front-line, I think we should 
allow thatto happen. But the problem is, yes youare right, 
that they are the people who are going to be targeted. So, 
people who don't want to be in the front-lines, their main 
responsibility is to protect these people. 








And that goes beyond the actual organization itself, to 
the community itself, lets say, people of colour who are 
not part of ARA, The ARA actions are creating an at- 
mosphere where there ls retallation against communi- 
ties of colour, Somebody walking down the street 
might be attacked by these neo-nazis just because of 
the colour of their skin. That brings us to the question 
of accountability to those communities of colour who 
are being affected by ARA actions, but whose opinion 
may not be listened to. How do you address that 
concern? 


‘Thatis a legitimate concem and it is not a new one; 
it has been here in other social struggles also. I think, first 
of all, the anti-racist movement in the city is not respon- 
sible for actions of the neo-nazis. The neo-nazis are the 
people who are responsible for their own actions - that's 
why we want them to be held accountable. 

Iam a refugee, and I was living with other refugees 
in a rooming house in Pickering (a city outside of Toronto 
~ ed.) in 1989, and I was attacked by a skinhead, and that 
was just one year before the Heritage Front started - that 
is how I got a keen interest in these issues, 

And now it is reported that there are over 500 hate 
crimes in Toronto, and most of the attacks are not even 
reported. So, anti-fascist actions might create a situation 
that when the nazis are comered and when they get more 
and more defensive day-by-day, out of desperation they 
might take out their anger on a person of colour. But, at 
the same time, the violence of the nazis is not initiated by 
actions against them, and they are not motivated to go out 
and attack people of colour because there is an anti-racist 
presence in the streets. Rather, that is their ideology, that 
is what they spend theirtime preparing for. When they go 
out and attack a person of colour, it's a matter of timing. 

‘That is exactly what happened in Germany in 1988, 
‘when I was a refugee there. The neo-nazis were very 
‘marginal, mostly marginalized youth. The mainstream 
and the radical political community completely ignored 
them. The nazis organized very well snd they were 
prepared when the Berlin Wall fell, andall the other social 
concems unfolded, and they were prepared to go on the 
attack against people of colour, Despite the anti-racist 
presence there in Germany, the brunt of the attacks are 
Against people of colour. But that does not mean that 
people of colour should not take part in defensive actions 
against nazis. Actually, the strongest anti-racist youth are 
Turkish youth because they are the people who are tar- 
geted. They are much more militant than all the radical 
political activists, Day-to-day they fight the nazis in the. 
street because that is a matter of survival for them. 

So, these things happen, we have to be aware of 
that, but atthe same time we should not strategize the anti- 
racist struggle based on just this concem. We have to 
think of going beyond that and how to stop these people, 
because I don't want to get involved in this struggle for 
the next 20 or 30 years just fighting neo-nazis. I don't 
want to see society polarized. | want to see these people 
stopped in a concrete way, at least in their organizing 
capability. They should feel cornered and besieged and 
threatened for being neo-nazis. I don't want to feel 
threatened for being a person of colour. 











Is there a dialogue planned with the community? I 
think that part of the problem is that there is lack of 





communication and that concerns are raised and 
there is no dialogue between ARA and certain commu- 
nities that have been organizing against racism in a 
more traditional sense. 


Yes, to an extent. I don't want to pretend that it is 
going smoothly. ARA has one crew of members that are 
devoted to the task of reaching out to other communi 
but it has not happened through very constructive di 
logue of what is the strategy for neo-nazis. I think it 
should come up within the struggle. We can't just come 
up with a blueprint and go to the communities and say 
‘thisis the blueprint for fighting nazis -what do you think, 
what are your concems? I think it will come up within the 
struggle. We saw that happening particularly after June 
11. Before June 11, yes, we tried, through the outreach 
crew, to reach these communities and ask for their sup- 
port, and people had concems for some time, but after 
June 11, yes, people had a lotof concerns, and they raised 
these concems. And we were able to get back to them 
with avery clear statement of what happened, and ask for 
their continued support. 

At the same time, very positive things have hap- 
pened. After the attacks against the Tamil community, a 
wide coalition was initiated by anti-racists and activists 
from the left political community. This was very positive 
and it give us ample opportunity to deal with these 
concems in a very direct way. At the same time, we did 
not hear any reservations, in a concrete way, from any 
one of the communi 

T think that dialogue should happen because we 
don't want to do something for them. And after all if we 
don't address their concems it 
doesn't help our struggle in the long 
term. So I think that communication 
should be more comprehensive and it 
should be an ongoing thing, and I 
think that because of the anti-racist 
coalition in this city and because 
people are now aware of ARA better 
than before, there ix some attention 















on ARA, and it can help us when we 
80 to them and discuss these con- 
cems. 


One thing ARA has done effec- 
tively is to stop neo-nazi recruit- 
ment in high-schools. One problem 
with an organization that depends 
on direct action - and ARA Is not 
the only one - is that we have the 
experience of other organizations 
especially directed towards youth 
who might Join ARA as a first po- 
litical act in their lives, and they 
really have lots of energy but little 
politicization. How much of that is 
a problem, and how are you trying 
to deal with it? 


ARA has been somewhat suc- 
essful in organizing high-school stu- 
dents who are being deliberately tar- 
geted by the Heritage Front. And 
most of these youths are white and, 
yes, it might be their first political 
involvement, and their first political 
engagement and political action 
might be being involved in ARA. 
Anti-Racist Action is something they 
can relate to, because this is a ques- 
tion within their own community, 
within their own society, within their 
own social level. It is something they 
can easily relate to: neo-nazis and 
fascists are targeting us and we are 
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subject to their recruitment. 
ARA has been able to attract these youth through 
various means, not just street-level political action, but 
through creating an anti-racist culture, through concerts 
and parties and making some social space for them. So, 
these people are attracted to ARA, and the way politiciza- 
tion happens is that it is not just what you can read in a 
textbook, I think people will be solidified and enlight- 
ened when they broaden their outlook from just focusing 
ist work to other issues like police violence 
alized racism; by being involved in day-to- 
day actions. It might be going to a Rock Against Racism

On93/11/24, ARA organized a demonstration which 
had a two-fold purpose: one, to prevent a possible 
march by HF in support of 3 of its members who were 
on trial, and two, to march to the headquarters of a 
major figure in the international neo-nazi movement 
-Ernest Zundel (see poster below). There was a mas- 
sive mobilization by the police to protect Zundel’s 
headquarters which included the Public Order Unit, 
Emergency Task Force and numerous undercover 
cops. After Zundel’s building was pelted by eggs and 
painthombs, police attacked the demonstration and 
arrested 8 people and injured several others. ARA is 
organizing a defense campaign in support of those 
arrested. As well, 4 ARA members who were arrested 
after the June 11 demo still face charges and need 
your support.

concert, it might be going to a symbolic demonstration 
where they can express their anger - most ARA demon- 
strations are that type of protest demonstration, not direct 
action type demonstrations. For example; four demon- 
strations against police violence which we organized 
with Black Action Defence Committee. There was a 
demonstration after gay people were attacked in Mon- 
treal, and we said that we will not allow that in our streets. 
There was a demonstration against Paul Fromm, a teacher 
who is also a neo-nazi, 

These actions give space to young people to 
broaden their outlook. It is not just taking them to direct 
action, Within that process, I think people will get politi- 
cized, and honestly, some people might think ‘this is 
going to far, this is not what I want’, and they might keep 
some distance and come only to events where they feel 
they fit in. 

I think that is the way we see things, because 
nobody has a blueprint that says what political action is, 
and it is during the anti-racist struggle, when people get 
into discussion and debate and when they exchange ideas 
with other organizations - those experiences lead to 
politicization. Itis not a question of politicization first and 
then action - the two are complimentary to each other and 
are an ongoing thing.

ANTI-FASCIST iNFO (AFi) is a group of people, some currently defendants on 
charges arising from anti-fascist demonstrations, with the aim of gathering and 
distributing information on the extreme right in Canada. 

Our goals are to raise consciousness about extreme rright organiz- 
ations, their activities, perspectives and ideologies. Through this, we want to 
enable anti-fascists to better organize against the extreme right, particularily in 
times of growth and action by fascist groups. We also want to raise conscious- 
ness about current, and possibly future, trials of anti-fascist defendants. 


WHAT IS THE 'EXTREME RIGHT'? 


By extreme right, we mean not only openly fascist groups such as Aryan 
Nations, Aryan Resistance Movement or the fascistized- Ku Klux Klan. The 
extreme right also consists of a variety of organizations who, at the very least, 
advocate maintaining and strengthening a patriarchal and white supremacist 
society. Such organizations can go under seemingly "inoffensive" titles as 
Citizens for Foriegn Aid Review, the Canadian League of Rights or the Canadian 
Association for the Freedom of Expression. They generally focus on single 
issues such as immigration, freedom of expression, etc., to make their cause 
appealing to those who would not be "comfortable" being affiliated to out-right 
fascist groups. These organizations deny that they are white supremacist, 
instead using codewords such as "European heritage" or “non-traditional 
immigration" to convey their vision of an all-white Canada. The extreme right 
also consists of individuals who are members of mainstream political parties, 
such as those recently exposed in the Progressive Conservatives, the Liberal 
Party, and of course the Reform Party. Members of Aryan Nations, in contrast, 
will announce openly that they are white supremacist and fascist. To 
distinguish between these two approaches of the extreme right, groups which 
are openly fascist are termed ‘radical right’, while those that cloak their true 
intentions are termed "fringe right’. 

Whether fringe or radical, the extreme right as a whole shares similiar 
beliefs: white Supremacy, anti-semitism, homophobia, anti-immigration, anti- 
abortion, anti-feminism and anti-communism, to name but a few of the most 
common themes. 

In short, the extreme right is a complex web of interconnected groups 
and philosophies Operating through both openly-fascist organizations and front 
groups focusing on a single issue. It's this web we aim to expose and, through 
anti-fascist information, enable people to better defend themselves against the 
extreme right’s oppressive agenda. 


WHY ANTI-FASCIST iNFO? 


AFi does not advocate replacing actions against fascist activities with 
distributing information. Broad-based community organizing encompassing a 
variety of tactics has shown to be the most effective response to fascist and

extreme right movements. AFi does not place itself outside of this work. 
Rather, we are responding to the actual situation in Vancouver, and a need for 
documentation of the extreme right. 

The history of extreme right movements shows that they experience 
cyclical growths and declines, caused by factors such as social and economic . 
conditions- as well as community resistance. In any case, it would be a 
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mistake to believe that because fascist groups are not visible, or have been 
defeated in the streets, that they have been destroyed. In reality, they are in 
a state of reorganizing. For example, in Vancouver the extreme right experi- 
enced a period of growth from 1980-83, which manifested itself in an increased 
KKK presence, vandalism and violence against people of colour, gays, lesbians, 
Jews and leftist orgnaizations. Defeated by community organizing and internal 
conflicts, former members of the Klan were again active in 1988-89 when the 
Aryan Nations and the Aryan Resistance Movement became the new focus for 


. extreme right activites, joining with younger fascist skinheads. Communities 


targetted by this new phase of violence were placed on the defensive, while at 
the same time they were forced to learn who and what the Aryan Nations were. 
AFi exists to counter such trends, doing the necessary background work to 
enable people to carry on real social change while not being caught off-guard 
in times of fascist offensives. 


————————————————— 





In other parts of Canada, the extreme right has been more succesful 
in organizing. In Toronto, the Heritage Front has brought together various 
organizations such as the Church of the Creator, fascist skinheads etc., and 
has been able to organize concerts, public rallies, a telephone ‘hate’-line, and 
produce literature which has been distributed in Toronto-area high schools. A 
clear result of this is the June 7/93 attack on a Tamil man, Ganalan Muthuling- 
am, by fascist skinheads. Muthulingam died three days later. There have been 
other vicious attacks on people of colour by fascists in Toronto. In Montreal, 
fascist skinheads are believed responsible for several attacks on gay men, 
some of these resulting in death. At least one such murder, the November 
29/92 killing of Yves Lalonde, has been attributed to fascist skinheads, who 
are presently awaiting trial. In Saskatchewan, an Aryan Nations leader, Carney 
Nerland, is presently serving a four year prison term for shooting and killing Leo 
Lachance, a Cree Indian, on January 28/91 (Nerland said to police that he 
should get a medal for "shooting that Indian". Despite his extreme right 
background, Nerland’s white supremacist views were said to not be relevant. 
He was subsequently charged and convicted for manslaughter!). 

Fascists are not marching down the streets of Vancouver, but it doesn't 
mean they are not organizing and preparing for another phase of activity. In 
January of 1993, the Canadian Liberty Net attempted to organize a public 
speech by Tom Metzger, leader of the California-based White Aryan Resistance. 
Determined action by anti-fascists shut this meeting down. In May, the fringe 
right Procult Institute held a meeting for the Canadian league of Rights, another 
fringe right group, characterized as “perhaps Canada's leading anti-Semitic 
organization today". Also in attendance were members of the Aryan Nations. 
Again, anti-fascists were able to seriously disrupt the meeting. 


We plan on carrying out our work by organizing events such as video 
screenings and public discussions, and by producing leaflets, posters and other 
publications. Because we are a non-funded group, our work will rely heavily on 
your contributions, as well as participation.

Neo-nazis less organized here than in East, says protester

“Fascistsare not marching down 
the streets of Vancouver, but it 
doesn't mean they are not organi: 
ing.” This was the message ex- 
pressed in an anti-fascistpamphlet 
distributed ata meeting held at La 
Quena in East Vancouver last 
week, 

Anti-Fascist Info, a Vancouver- 
based group, organized the meet- 
ing in order to raise awareness 
about the increasing activity of 
fascist and neo-nazi groups across 
Canada. They also wanted to pub- 
licize the arrest and upcoming tri- 
als of several anti-fascist protest- 
ers, a number of whom spoke at 
the meeting. 

A gathering of about forty peo- 
ple, including representatives of 
various organizations as well as 
concerned individuals watched 
videos of recent anti-fascist dem- 
onstrations in Toronto and Mon- 
treal and listened to speakers. 

"It's no crime to stop these 
scum, [the neo-nazis]" said Miriam

| was arrested along with five other 
protesters as a result of a May 6 
demonstrationagainstascheduled 
meeting of the Canadian League 
of Rights. The Canadian Jewish 
Congress hasdescribed the League

Other defendants agreed with 
Scribner. Gord Hill, arrested on 
Jan. 22, said the defendants are

They arealso very sophisticated 
in their attempts to fuel the racism 
that exists in our society. Groups 
like the Heritage Front in Toronto 
focus on issues such as immigra- 
tion or freedom of expression to 
mask their racism. 

“Some of the arguments that the 
Heritage Front is using are the 
same as youcan hear on the street. 
When they bring up issues like 
Affirmative Action they try to 
confuse and dilute the issue,” said 
Hill. 

One of the most interesting vid- 
eos of the evening was shot by the 
Vancouver police and has been 
entered as evidence against one of 


the May 6 defendants, John 
Lipscome. During the video shoot- 
ing police made insulting remarks, 
calling one women of colour “an 
ugly cow”, and man of colour “an 
ugly sucker.” They also took the 
opportunity to shootclose-ups of a 
women’s breasts and crotch and to 
follow women passers-by with the 
camera. 

To the anti-fascist organizers of 
this event, such police behaviour 
reveals sexist and racist attitudes 
and helps explain why anti-fascist 
demonstrators are standing trial 
while fascist and neo-nazi organ- 
izations continue to operate with 
few constraints. 





SHUT DOWN ERNST ZUNDEL! 


The Trlals and Tribulations 
of a Nazl Holocaust Denler

"In March 1981, West German police carried out a massive door-to-door raid in an 
effortto clamp down on the distribution of Neo-Nazi literature in that Country. What 
was significant for Canada was that a good deal ofthe literature had been produced 
by a Canadian resident, Ernst Christof Friedrich Zundel"

WHO IS ERNST ZUNDEL? 


Born in 1939 in the Black Forest region of West Germany, Ernst Zundel was raised on his 
family's farm. His sister became a missionary in Africa, and his brother a lawyer in the United 
States. Zundel attended a trade school in Germany, recieving a diploma as a photo retoucher (a 
trade which would serve him well in his role later as a Holocaust denier). In 1958, at the age of 18, 
Zundel emigrated to Canada. He settled first in Toronto, then in Montreal for several years, 
eventually returning to Toronto, which remains his base of operations to this day. Zundel was 
married for nine years, and has two sons. 


While in Montreal, Zundel supposedly met Adrien Arcand, the former leader of the National 
Socialist Christian Party, which had been founded in 1934 and was the main fascist organization in 
Canada during that period. Arcand significantly changed Zundel's little peæbrain view about the role 
and history of Nazi Germany. In 1968, Zundel ran for the Liberal leadership, contending that 
Trudeau was a “communist"(!). Zundel's involvement in fascist circles became more focused as his 
major efforts became devoted to proving that the Holocaust was a hoax. 


TRIALS AND TRIBULATIONS 

Through his Samizdat Publications (‘samizdat’ is a Russian word meaning self-publishing), 
Zundel produced anti-Holocaust material to perpetuate the notion that the Holocaust was a 
fabricated aspect of a "Jewish conspiracy to rule the world", a common anti-Semetic doctrine. By 
1980, Zundel claimed to mail his anti-Holocaust and other fascist materials to 45,000 people in 
forty-five countries and in fourteen languages (Toronto Sun, 23 November, 1981). His estimated 
mailing costs in 1981 were $35,000. 


However, the scale of his activities did not Eo unnoticed. Political pressure from those who 
were able to see his true agenda brought his case to light and exposed him for what he was. 
Following a large demonstration held outside his house in May, 1981, the post office's Board of 
Review, prompted by a complaint lodged by the Canadian Holocaust Remembrance Association, 





issued an interim prohibitory order against Samizdat Publications Ltd. The Board of Review later 
found Zundel not guilty of promoting anti-semitism, and described the complaint as an ethnic quarrel 
between Germans and Jews. During this case, Zundel had been defended by the Canadian Civil 
Liberties Association, a group which would also come to his aid in later trials. Shortly after, Zundel 
was also found innocent by a West German court of disseminating hate propoganda in connection 
with the materials uncovered by the 1981 police raid. An example of how far Zundel is willing to go 
to insult Jewish people is shown in his attempt to (unsuccesfully) have a paid advertisement placed 
in The Canadian Jewish News, to "inform his Jewish clients about the good news” (he also applied 
in April/81 to the Canadian Jewish Congress for the advertised position of director for the National 
Holocaust Project). 


After losing the case involving the post office's Board of Review, the Canadian Holocaust 
Remembrance Association continued its’ struggle to close Zundel down. Using an obscure and 
seldom-used law, Zundel was charged with two counts of knowingly publishing false news that 
caused or was likely to cause damage to social or racial tolerance. The two articles subjected to 
the charges were ‘The West, War and Islam’ and 'Did Six Million Really Die?’, the latter a widely- 
distributed pamphlet throughout the extreme right both nationally and internationally. 


The trial that followed has been described as having a “near farcical, almost incredulous, 
air." One witness included a senior vice-president of the Royal Bank of Canada, who testified that 
his bank had no involvement in any way with international communism. The Zundel defense, headed 
by Doug Christie- a notorious fascist lawyer from Victoria who has defended other members of the 
extreme right including Holocaust denier Jim Keegstra, as well as Tony McAleer of the Canadian 
Liberty Net- requested to have Jews and Freemasons excluded as jurors, unsuccesfully. Two 
witnesses were survivors of Nazi concentration camps, where some 11 million people were 
exterminated, including six million Jews, Gays, Lesbians, anti-fascists, communists and socialists, 
and others. One, who had escaped from Auschwitz, testified he saw mass gassing of Jews. Doug 
Christie accused him of lying in order to perpetuate the "hoax" of the Holocaust. Witnesses for 
Zundel included four members of the editorial advisory board of the Institute of Historical Review 
(IHR) in California, devoted mainly to denial of the Holocaust. These were: a former French 
academic, Dr. Faurisson, Ditlieb Felderer from Sweden, and William Lindsay and Charles Weber from 
the US. Other defense witnesses included Jim Keegstra, one of Zundel's sons, and Doug Collins, 
a well-known Vancouver area broadcaster and journalist (he currently writes for the North Shore News 
in North Vancouver). Collins contended that discussing Santa Claus is technically spreading false 
news, that weathermen always give false news, and that ‘Did Six Million Really Die?’ did not contain 
a single abusive referrenc t Jews and should be freely available to Canadians (Globe and Mail, 19 
February, 1985). 


Outside of the court, people were taking actions of their own. In September 1984, a pipe- 
' bomb damaged Zundel's car. Zundel's house had, by this point, been turned into a virtual fortress: 
there were video cameras, barbed wire, and super sensitive microphones. 


The trial continued. Zundel took the stand, acknowledging involvement with tracts extolling 
the virtues of Aryans and denigrating non-whites and Jews, declared the Holocaust a hoax, and that 
the media was controlled by Zionists.

Zundel was found guilty on the "Did Six Million Really Die?' pamphlet, but found not guilty 
on the other. On Zundel's return to court to hear the judge's sentence, he arrived with a large cross 
on his back labelled "Freedom of Speech". This was, in fact, Zundel's main defense during the trial. 
His lawyer, Doug Christie, who argued there were no gas chambers to exterminate Jews, claimed 
that the real issue in the trial was also "freedom of speech". Zundel was subsequently sentenced 
to 15 months imprisonment. The Ontario Court of Appeal, however, overturned that conviction, but 
ordered a new trial on the grounds that the judge had made mistakes. Zundel was again convicted 
in May, 1988, and sentenced to nine months in jail. Again out on bail, Zundel appealed this 
conviction also. In September 1992, after nine years, two trials, four appeals and millions of dollars 
in legal costs, the Supreme Court of Canada struck down his 1988 conviction. In a 4-3 decision, 
the court found that Section 181 of the Criminal Code, which prohibits the spreading of false news, 
is unconstutional because it is "an unjustifiable limit on the right to freedom of expression contained 
in the Charter of Rights and Freedoms." 





NO HOLOCAUST = GOOD NAZI 


What is the importance of Holocaust denial to modern fascist movements? It is clear that 
the Holocaust, as seen from a fascist viewpoint, is the main obstacle to the acceptance of fascist 
ideas within the dominant society. The "stigma" attached to the Holocaust is one which modern 
fascists are intent on overcoming, with the long term goals that of resurrecting the Third Reich, and 
carrying out their plans of genocide. Zundel is a key spider in the web of international fascism, his 
role: being that of supplying a massive amount of propoganda denying the existance of the 
Holocaust. He sends hundreds of thousands of dollars worth of propoganda to Germany alone, 
where it is illegal to print and produce such material. Recently, Zundel has began broadcasting a 
“historical revisionist" half-hour program on satellite television called Showcase America, beamed 
via Galaxy 3. He also has two short-wave radio shows, one being on the commercial radio station 
World Radio New Orleans Worldwide (WRNO), entitled The Voice of Freedom, going out in English. 
The second is a German-language show broadcast on the WINB station, aimed at German-speakers 
and German expatriates in the USA and Canada. 


SHUTTING ZUNDEL'S BIG FAT MOUTH 

While the courts and existing legal systems have had little, if any, success in stopping 
Zundel, activists from Anti-Racist Action (A.R.A) in Toronto have begun a street level campaign to 
shut him down. On November 24/93, A.R.A. organized a demonstration outside Zundel's bunker at 
206 Carlton, which was protected by between 200-300 riot cops. As the demo passed Zundel's 
fortress, some projectiles were thrown at the house, and the Police attacked the demonstrators, 
arresting five (court dates have yet to be set). 


The campaign to shut Zundel down will require a broad and diverse movement encompassing 
a variety of tactics,and clearly not based solely on decisions by the state's courts. For those who 
are concerned about the rise of fascism in Europe and its implications in Canada, the best kind of 
solidarity we can offer at the present time is working to shut Zundel down!

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HE COULD BE ANYBODY’S 
neighbor. In fact, if you live around 
Jervis and Denman in the West End, 
he is your neighbor. You may have 
greeted him on the street, returning 
the smile he offers to white-skinned 
strangers. Nothing about his boyish 
good looks hints that Larry Kish is a 
white supremacist and a supplier of 
weapons to extreme right-wingers in 
Vancouver. 

Like his friends in town, Larry 
Kish has a problem:-he talks too 
much. Utter a word in sympathy to 
his cause, tell him you hate blacks, 
Jews or Asians, and he tells you about 
his guns. This 30-year-old truck 
driver is very proud of his semi- 
automatic rifles, pump-action shot- 
guns and cases of ammunition stored 
in closets and packed into corners of 
his one-bedroom flat. “I sell to the 
guys for only a $20 markup,” he tells 
me. “I’m not trying to make money 
on this— only see that people can 
defend themselves when the Jews 





order the mud people to attack.” 

The mud people, he explains, are 
subhuman, nonwhites. The Jews, in 
league with Satan, manipulate the 
muds for their own ends. 

A moment later he is standing in 
the middle of his cluttered living 
room, demonstrating an assault on 
his enemies. “When the race war 
starts, these are your best bets,” he 
says, hefting a light-caliber minirifle 
and a Mosberg shotgun with its 
hayonet fixed. He places the butts of 
both guns on his hips and commences 
a nimble dance among the stacks of 
steel ammunition boxes and cases of 
weapons strewn around the floor. “Say 
you burst into a meeting of the 
bastards,” he says, getting down on 
one knee. “You take out the ringleader 
with your mini, then you cream half 
a dozen that move on your flanks.” 
He grins, spraying the left and right 
walls of his apartment with imaginary 
shot. “Then you cover your retreat 
with target-specific rifle fire.” He 
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hisses these last words through gritted 
teeth, turning the barrel of his mini- 
rifle on the kitchen table. 

“But don’t get me wrong—I’m not 
advocating anything illegal,” he adds,

He then shows 
me pictures of himself, his girlfriend and 
several other Vancouverites in Hayden 
Lake, Idaho, at the Aryan Nations 
jamboree held last summer.

Ernie Britskie holds meetings every 
Monday evening in his home at 4159

Waiting for the elevator in the hallway, 
I look Kish's neighbors over. None of 
them can know that just steps away is an 
arsenal that could cause a catastrophe 
similar to the one that occurred December 
9, 1984, on Whidbey Island in Washing- 
ton State, Brought to bay by police after 
years of terrorist activities, Aryan Nations 
fanatic Robert Mathews engaged in a 
shootout that ignited a store of ammuni- 
tion, killing Mathews and demolishing 
his rented house. 

Indeed, names such as Richard Butler, 
Aryan Nations and the Church of Jesus 
Christ Christian are barely known in 
Vancouver—though they have become 
terrifyingly familiar to Americans who 
live in the five states that comprise the 
Pacific Northwest. It is this region of the 
‘U.S. that Butler, the 70-year-old leader 
of both the neo-Nazi Aryan Nations and 
its religious arm Jesus Christ Christian, 
intends to set up as a whites-only pre- 
serve. And it is this region that former 


white people. They may some- 
times appear bumbling, but they 
are very volatile. People should be aware 
that their numbers are growing in B.C., 
Alberta and Manitoba and that in the past 
they have openly called for insurrection. 
Certainly The Order was no accidental 
outgrowth of Aryan Nations. Its members 
took Butler's teachings to their logical 
end.” 

Barrett explains that most members of 
The Order were eventually arrested or 
killed in shootouts during the largest 
manhunt ever conducted by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. In 1985, with 
21 former Aryan Nations members on 
trial, Butler declared the violence of The 
Order unacceptable, but he continued to 
preach the same doctrines that had 
spawned the group’s violence and con- 
tinued to proselytize for the establishment 
of Aryan Nations paramilitary compounds 
throughout western North America. One 
Canadian who heard this message was 
Terry Long, a 44-year-old sawmill laborer 
who is now garnering funds to build his 
own compound in Caroline, Alberta. And 
in Vancouver, Aryan Nations militants 
say they too are preparing for the future. 
If their dreams come true, that future 
will be filled with racial confrontation.

The ad was placed by Scott Graham, a 
25-year-old member of the Mission 
chapter of Aryan Nations. Graham is 
also the unofficial leader to a local band 
of a dozen skinheads —an internationally 
affiliated movement of youths who shave 
their heads and preach violence against 
Jews and nonwhites. 

Shortly after Graham’s ad appeared, 
complaints from readers began to pour 
across the desk of Buy and Sell publisher 
Mike Abbott, and a printed apology 
appeared in the January 12, 1989 edition. 
But by then Scott Graham had accomp- 
lished his task. If you were one of the 32 
people who wrote him “for more info. ;" 
you would have received a copy of a 
semimonthly publication called The Aryan 
Resistance Movement, or ARM, one of 
the names by which The Order was known. 
Issue seven carried the headline, “Honest 
Opinions Expressed. Guaranteed to Upset 
the ‘Canadian Government’ and the Jews 
that Own I!” The prominent logo in the 
top left corner was a black eagle with a 
sword in its talons against a swastika. 





AS SOON AS I LEAVE KISH’S WEST 
End high-rise, | phone Graham and ask 
if he and his band of skinheads will be 
coming into town for the meeting of the 
British/ European Immigration Aid Foun- 
dation, or BEAF as it is known by 
members. Graham replies that it doesn’t 
sound rad enough for his taste. “No music, 
no stompin’, no jack at all, man. Anyway, 
I got more important things tonight. Some 
ragheads are having a meeting. Cotta let 
"em know we're the loyal opposition. If 
you wanna get together, I'll see you at 
Ernie’s next Monday.” 

Several hours later, at Hudson and 
73rd, I make my way through a crowd of 
demonstrators outside the Scottish Cul- 
tural Center. They are protesting the 
BEAF meeting, shouting and waving 
banners that read, “Keep Canada Free of 
Racism.” I spot Ernie Britskie in the 
auditorium, standing beneath the crest 


of the B.C. Highland Dancers’ Associ- 
ation. He is a jovial-looking man with a 
loud voice and a louder laugh; a retired 
electrician who in build and belly, face 
and hairline looks a lot like comedian 
Rodney Dangerfield, I ask him about the 
half-swastika Aryan Nations insignia on 
his lapel and he says he is a follower of 
Butler, as well as the head of Freedom 
Coalition, the umbrella organization to 
the B.C. chapters of Aryan Nations and 
an assortment of other right-wing sects. 
“I know for a fact these people here 
support us in their hearts even if they 
don’t come right out and attend our 
Monday meetings,” Britskie says of the 
100, mostly silver-haired, ruddy-faced 
Anglos now taking their seats in the hall. 
"That's because the Jewish conspiracy 
has them terrified they'll lose their jobs if 
they’re caught associating with us. But 
these folks believe Canada’s going to the 
dogs because of race mixing, just like we 
do” 
I take a seat and read the pamphlets 
that have been handed to me at the door. 
As its name suggests, BEAF promotes 
immigration policies it believes will 
maintain European culture as the domi- 
nant one in Canada. To accomplish this 
goal, BEAF says third-world immigration 
should be severely curtailed and immi- 
gration from industrial nations fostered. 
A flyer announces that the master of

mayor Jack Volrich. In his opening 
remarks Volrich says, “Let it not be for- 
gotten that people from Britain and Europe 
were the real pioneer builders of Canada. 
Yet if present immigration trends con- 
tinue, Canadians of European descent 
will soon be a new minority in this 
country.” 

“Having Volrich here tonight is a big 
plus for us,” Britskie says, leaning over 
to a thin Englishman during a break in 
the proceedings. “You get a guy like him 
calling a spade a spade and people start 
listening.” 

The Englishman’s name is Doug Syred, 
and he is the owner of a health food 
franchise called Aloe Vera Products. 
“They better start listening,” Syred replies. 
“When the battle begins, the only uniform 
they'll wear will be the color of their 
skin.” 

I ask Syred if he foresees violence in 
the coming struggle. 

“You bet there'll be violence, Every 
white man better be prepared to protect 
his home and his family. We don’t know 
when the first shot will be fired, but 
when the war starts, it’s going to be a 
fight to the bitter end.” 

During the question-and-answer period 
one of Britskie’s followers, a man by the 
name of Barry Wray, a trucker for Pacific 
Press, gets up to the microphone and 
excitedly shouts, "While we're here 
debating whether or not we should be

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allowing terrorists into our country, an 
innocent man by the name of Emst Zundel 
sits in prison in Ontario; a man whose 
only crime was telling the truth about the 
so-called holocaust and about the German 
people! When are we going to realize 
who the real enemy is?” 

Wray's remarks are applauded only by 
his cronies, and answered by others in 
the audience with whispers of dismay. 
One elderly woman behind me says to 
her companion, "He's giving all of us a 
bad name!" 

Yet the fact that Aryan Nations sym- 
pathizers feel that their beliefs are sup- 
ported by groups like BEAF has Aziz 
Khaki, president of the Committee for 
Racial Justice in Vancouver, very worried. 
Volrich has said in his speech that BEAF 
is not racist, but Khaki believes that 
statement to be misleading: 

"The grave problem we face today is 
that there are so-called legitimate groups 
articulating the same philosophy as the 
right-wing kooks and are giving those 
kooks a feeling of respectability. You not 
only have BEAF, you have the Immi- 
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gration Association of Canada, the 
Canadian League of Rights, the B.C. 
Association for the Preservation of 
Canadian Values, all of which are cate- 
gorically pro-white and against anything 
that smacks of making Canada a truly 
multicultural society. None ofthese groups 
calls for violence against minorities, but 
they are giving a measure of support to 
those crazies who do believe in violence. 
In their hostility to mixed-race immi- 
gration the legitimate leaders are at one 
with people of the extreme right. lt is 
vital they recognize this and admit that 
racism, no matter how it is phrased as a 
protection of values, ultimately leads to 
violence." 

The Canadian Jewish Congress, which 
is affiliated with the Committee for Racial 
Justice, is also concerned about potential 
violence. [n recent years, Jews in this 
town have witnessed one synagogue 
destroyed by arson and seen other syna- 
gogues defaced with swastikas. That is 
why some Jewish leaders advise that the 
activities of anti-Semitic groups like Aryan 
Nations should be closely monitored by 


law enforcement agencies. 

Responding to this concern, the media 
relations division of the Vancouver RCMP 
issued a statement in March, 1989, 
regarding its investigation of reports thal 
white supremacist groups were meeting 
in town: “We are definitely aware of Aryan 
Nations in Vancouver and their involve- 
ment with firearms. We are acquainted 
with their members and know the home 
where they meet. But we live in a 
democratic society. Although Aryan 
Nations may advocate some radical 
notions, so far none of their members 
have been caught breaking the law or 
advocating that the law should be broken. 
Those people that feel threatened should 
know, however, that we are not ignoring 
Aryan Nations and its affiliated 
organizations."

Sieg Heil! at the door and leads us 
downstairs to the basement den where 
the meetings take place. In the hallway 
by the stairs a table is set with cups, 
coffee and cakes. In the den there are 
stacks of anti-Semitic and antigay liter- 
ature, including copies of The Life Gazette, 
a four-page newspaper that ran as an 
advertising supplement to the Burnaby 
Echo in early January. The headline, 
“Sodomite Invasion Planned for 1990,” 
| refers to Vancouver being the host city 


for the 1990 Gay Olympics. A large photo 4 


| shows an adolescent boy being dragged 
against his will into a men’s bathroom. 
| The lead article attacks Mayor Gordon 

Campbell for lending his support to the 
| games, and Burnaby MP Svend Robinson 
| is portrayed as a man advocating sex 
| with animals, 

“We gotta do something about these 
queers,” Wray says, pounding a fist on 

| the pile of newspapers. “We gotta take 
action instead of just meeting all the 
time.” 

I ask Wray what kind of action he 
proposes. 

“Anything! Give ’em the boot!” he 
shouts. 

“Naah—they like that kind of thing,” 
says a tall fellow on the tattered couch. 
“That gives ‘em thrills. Kick a queer in 
the pants and he asks you to do it again.” 

This fellow, Charles Burl, a B.C. Tel 
employee, says his pet peeve is with the 
immigration lawyers, especially Arnold 
Shelby: “The guy’s making a fortune

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bringing over chinks and ragheads. He 
just may find his tires slashed one 
morning!” 

By now several other fellows have 
wandered into the den. In all, 12 men sit 
at close quarters, airing gripes against 
Asians, Jews, liberals, immigration 
policy—the full gamut of right-wing 
complaints. 

Just as Britskie stands up to call the 
meeting to order the door to the den 
swings violently open and Scott Graham 
walks in, followed by seven skinheads in 
high-laced combat boots, camouflage

The Church of Jesus Christ Christian is 
the racist religion of Aryan Nations and 
several other neo-Nazi organizations in 
North America. The church emerged in 
the 1970s but its ideological roots are to be 
found in British Israelism, established by 
George Moore in 1861'with the doctrine 
that white Anglo-Saxons are the true 
descendants of the ten lost tribes of Israel 
mentioned in the Bible. England and North 
America, not Israel, are said to be the 
geographical Promised Land offered by 
God to His children, 

In the 1950s, a California Nazi named 
Wesley Swift adopted many British Israel- 
ism teachings and named his faith the 
Identity Movement. Identity theology names 
Jews as Satan’s children and has the white 
race superior to other races. All nonwhites 
—or “muds”—are undeserving of life 
because they do not have human souls, 

In the mid-1970s, Reverend Richard 
Girt Butler consolidated British Israelism 
and the Identity Movement into the Church 
of Jesus Christ Christian, According to 
Butler, Christ was not a Jew but the divinely 
born founder ofthe white northem European 
peoples. From his pulpit in Hayden Lake, 
Idaho, Butler preaches that "God's truly 
chosen people should rise up and smash 
the lying, murdering Jews, the muds, the 
atheists and the communists.” Butler has 
also declared that “any interracial marriage 
committed by a church member will be 
punished by death.” Butler founded the 
political arm to his church in 1979 and 
called it Aryan Nations, borrowing the 
name of Adolf Hitler's Aryan “masterrace.” 
Infact, the Aryans were an ancient tribe of 
East Indians. 
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pants and polo shirts emblazoned with 
Nazi insignia. A couple of kids who look 
no older than 17 have swastikas tatooed 
on their foreheads, and there are two 
others with SS lightning bolts tatooed 
beneath the blond stubble on their skulls. 
They look the room over, posturing in 
gum-chewing arrogance. The more con- 
servatively dressed men in the room seem 
startled by this platoon of apparently kill- 
crazy kids. But Britskie greets Graham 
warmly and finds cramped spaces on the 
old couches, chairs and floor for the new 
arrivals. 

Sandwiched between skinheads on a 


sofa, Barry Wray is soon back on the 
subject of homosexuals. Members of 
American skinhead groups have been 
convicted of acts of gay-bashing, and 
Wray seems aware of this when he says, 
“Hey, you guys got anything planned for 
the queers when they come to town for 
the Gay Olympics?” 

“Why?” replies Graham. “You plannin’ 
a welcoming party?” 

Wray lacie nervously, “Nah—I just 
mean we were talking about organizing 
some action before they come over here 
spreading their diseases and perversions.

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I can think of some things I’d like to do to 
them when they show up.” 

“PIL bet you could,” Graham laughs, 
and several of the boys guffaw. 

Wray is still dumbly pondering whether 
the joke is on him when a short, frizzy- 
haired fellow in his early forties, wearing 
a brown suit, clears his throat and stands 
up. "Well, I guess we should get started, 
Ernie” he says. 

The man is Lawrence Poznikolf, and 
he is the most articulate of the group in 
the den. He does a brisk business 
importing right-wing videos from the U.S. 
and selling them to subscribers. *Many 
of you know that government agents in 
both the United States and Canada make 
a lot of money from the importation of 
illegal drugs,” Poznikoff says. "This video 
I’m about to show you tells how the Jewish- 
controlled media centers attention on 
South America so as to allow these agents 
to operate freely in Asia, where 90 percent 
of all heroin comes from. In alliance with 
Zionist forces, the CLA protects the poppy 
fields in the Golden Triangle, while 
busting the cocaine trade in Peru, Ecuador 
and Colombia.” 

He flicks on the video, a cable-TV 
lecture given by Bo Gritz, a Green Beret 
war hero lionized by the far right. The 
skinheads in the room, accustomed to 
meetings enlivened by beer and the hard, 
pounding beat of neo-Nazi music shrieked 
by such groups as Screwdriver, are—in a 
matler of minutes—thoroughly bored. 
Graham gets up and leaves the room, 
followed by his young friends, then me, 
Wray, Burl and Britskie, who apologizes 
to Graham and the others in the crowded 
hallway: “We had a really good video 
planned on how the Bible calls for 
segregation, but Poznikoff wanted to show 
this one instead. Here, lemme get those 
pictures we took at Reverend Butler's 
All Nations’ Aryan Conference last 
summer. I got everybody in ’em.” 

Britskie steps into a. storeroom and 
emerges with both hands filled with four- 
by-six photos. He begins passing them 
around. Like Larry Kish's collection, 
Britskie's photos show that red swastika | y 
flags, red sheets, red hoods and burning 









crosses were all the rage last'summer at. |

The next few photos are of a floodlit b 
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night parade. A brigade of red-hooded 
Nazis marches before hundreds of 
Swastika-waving supporters. Reverend 
Butler stands above the parade on a 
podium, offering the fascist salute, 
flanked by 20 small children in Brownshirt 
uniform. The photos are taken from a 
point high above the scene, perhaps from 
a guard tower, and show the entire field 
ringed by searchlights and burning 
crosses. The event, for all its crafted 
Wagnerian drama, could easily be mis- 
taken fora 1930s Nazi rally in Germany. 

“I guess those guys are well-prepared 
down there,” I say to Britskie. 

“You better believe it,” he replies. “I 
didn’t buy any guns from Larry Kish 
because my wife wouldn’t let me” he 
laughs. “But the war's coming. All it's 
gonna take is a spark. Maybe a stock 
market crash to expose the Jews, maybe 
just one Chinaman too many coming over 
here. More and more people are seeing 
things our way all the time. They're fed 
up with not being able to afford a house 
because of chinks, or payin’ interest rates 
jacked up by Jews. You better believe 
that things are set to go off.” 

All this may sound like the pipe dream 
of a loud but feckless man. Certainly 
good-natured Emie Britskie is not the 


type to strike the first blow in a race war. 
Yet a few hours after | leave the Freedom 
Coalition meeting, a violent racial inci- 
dent occurs in the 1600 block of East 
35th Avenue. At 3 a.m. on January 24, 
just nine blocks from Britskie’s house, 
the home of East Indian Sheban Ali is 
fire-bombed. Ali's relatives maintain he 
had no known enemies and say they are 
shocked by the act. There is no evidence 
linking the bombing to Britskie or his 
followers: they do not, as they say, 
advocate violence except in self-defense. 
But Aziz Khaki of the Committee for 
Racial Justice offers the following words 
of caution: “Vancouverites must under- 
stand that racism, whether it is preached 
by Nazis orrespectable citizens, produces 
a climate where fire-bombings seem like 
an appropriate way to air frustrations. 
You cannot have Nazis feeling that their 
cause is supported by people in high 
places without expecting those Nazis to 
feel tempted to act.” 

Perhaps if tensions in this town do 
flare into violence, Britskie’s pipe dreams 
of race war will become reality. And 
though they appear bumbling, many of 


Vancouver's white supremacists say they 


will not be beating their swords into 
plowshares during the melee. 4 


BIG BOOTS AND BAD ATTITUDES 


When skinheads called her a monkey and 
trashed her TV talk show in February, 
1988, Oprah Winfrey said, “I have never 
felt such hatred and evilness in my life’ 
Dressed as punk combatants in a war 
against democratic decency, skinheads are 
part of a new Nazi fashion, “the fastest 
growing segment of the racist right,” 
according to an article called Skinhead 
Nation by Jeff Coplon, which appeared in 
the December, 1988, issue of Rolling Stone. 
Coplon says that in the U.S., “skinheads 
have been charged with three murders and 
countless assaults and acts of vandalism, 
from burning crosses on front lawns to 
spraying swastikas on synagogues.” A re- 
cent report from the U.S.-based Anti-Defa- 
mation League noted a skinhead surge from

POLICE PROTECT NAZIS AS RALLY DENOUNCES VIOLENCE AND HATE 
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Nazis flee

ctivists organizing against 

racism, homo-hate and 
sexism routed their targets in an 
anti-climactic stand-off at a 
Vancouver West End hotel on 
the evening of January 22. 

Anti-fascists tried to confront 

the meeting of 25 to 30 
neo-Nazi skinheads, but a line of 
city police, backed by the riot 
squad in a nearby parking lot, 
protected the meeting. Hotel 
management helped 
whitte-supremtucist fender Tony 
McAleer and his backers flee 
through the hotel’s parkade. 


The 400 to 500 demonstrators marched from a rally of over 
3000 people who had occupied the front lawn of the Vancouver 
Art Gallery. The Art Gallery demonstration was intended to 
prevent McAleer from using the space to draw supporters to hear 
a white-supremacist American organizer convicted of inciting 
the murder of an Ethiopian immigrant. News media called it one 
of the largest anti-fascist rallies in Canadian history. 

The Art Gallery demonstration heard speakers representing a 
broad coalition of groups denounce the racism and iniolerance of 
fascist organizers. As the rally was ending, chilled after standing 
in the cold night air for two hours, one speaker announced that 
the racist's secret meeting place had been found, just blocks 
away, 

‘The announcement sparked the crowd into turbulent 
excitement, At a quick pace, a large group of the demonstrators 
formed itself into a militant parade headed to the Burrard Street 
hotel. The angry marchers wanted to take the. message of the 
rally directly to its targets — to tell them that Vancouver would 
not tolerate meetings to organize violence against lesbians and 
gay men, people of colour, Jews and other minorities. 

According to news reports from inside the hotel, the neo-Nazi 
skinheads were “terrified” at the prospect of meeting the crowd. 
The neo-Nazis customarily use violence only when they 
out-number their victims. 

Neo-Nazi McAleer had already moved the location of his 
meeting twice after hearing that anti-racist orgenizers were 
planning to confront his organization. The break-up of his 
meeting in the hotel signalled the success of the rally in keeping 
McAleer from spreading his hate-filled message. 

McAleer's organization, known as the Canadian Liberty Net, 
was exposed in the summer of 1992 as the organizer of a 
telephone hate line. It was prohibited from using telephone lines 
to promote hatred, and McAleer was sentenced to two months in 
jail after attempting to get around a court ruling not to operate 
the line. 

The Liberty Net receives funding from US neo-Nazis and the 
White Aryan Resistance (WAR), as well as from far-right

|. Canadian organizations. In addition to promoting white 
supremacism, itis violently anti-Semitic and homophobic. 

One recent taped message suggests that gays should be 
stomped into Burns Bog. It was a “joke”, McAleer said in a later 
message. The message goes on to offer for sale Nazi literature, 
"hit" songs and holocaust photos. 

Since the mid-1980s, Canadian and American neo-Nazi 
leaders have recruited violent followers among the skinhead 
community to beat and kill their targets, In Washington and 
Oregon, fascist skinheads have been linked to hundreds of 
crimes against immigrants, people of colour, lesbians, gay men 
and other anti-racism activists. 

In 1990, three neo-Nazi skinheads were charged with 
attempting to bomb a crowded Seattle gay bar, ynagogue, an 
African-American business and a Korean business. Attacks on 
people of colour, lesbiens and gay men, as well as gay clubs and 
Synagogues, have been reported on the increase in the 
Vancouver area. In several cases, the attacks have been directly 

+ linked to neo-Nazis and skinheads. 

A large contingent of lesbians, bisexuals, gay men and their 
Supporters launched the Art Gallery demonstration into spirited 
excitement when they marched from the West End's Nelson 
Park to the rally. Chanting slogans and banging noisemakers, up 
to 500 people stopped traffic on Burrard and Georgia streets to 
draw attention to the rally, Drummers and entertainers at the 
rally warmed the demonstrators at intervals as tightly organized 
security kept watch for fascists who might be planning to attack 
isolated demonstrators. 

While the crowd cheered loudly as speaker after speaker 
condemned violence and hatred, some of the loudest cheers went 
to Sunera Thobani, speaking for the National Action Committee 
on the Status of Women. 

"Itis important for us to recognize that the racists do not exist 
in isolation," she said. “The federal government has failed to 
Protect the rights of women, the rights of recial minorities, the 
rights of gays and lesbians.” 

said intolerance and hatred grow out of conditions 
such as “the government's total disregard for the democratic 
representation of women and racial minorities at all levels of 
political life, legislation such as the racist immigration bill which 
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will severely curtail the rights of immigrant communities, the 
interpretation of human rights in general and specifically the 
failure to protect the rights of gays end lesbians in the 
amendments to the Canadian Human Rights Act proposed by 
none other than Kim Campbell.” 

Thobani concluded saying, “Tonight we have come here not 
just to say no to white supremacy but we have come here to say 
yes, we will work to make a world in which all members of 
society respect the dignity of all people and where our children 
can live without the pain and the fear of racism, homophobia 
and sexism.” 

Thobani was followed by Ken Walker, a gay man who 
recently organized a gay community demonstration against 
violence directed at lesbians and gay men. 

"We have to understand that Liberty Net is just one group," 
Walker said. “We have to understand that racism, homophobia 
and sexism are right in our culture, Oppression is everywhere in 
Canada, and it is all interconnected. We can't just say no to 
racism or no to sexism. We have to say no to oppression in all 
its forms," 


- After the rally, Walker told Angles that he felt the relly was 
symbolic of the kind of organizing that is needed, with a wide 
range of groups co-operating together. “We are starting to see an 
inclusiveness that wasn't there before,” he said. “The groups 
were there to attack racism, and at the same time people were 
saying that homophobia was not acceptable. That's a beginning. 
We need to accept that and build on it.” 

Marcel Hatch, one of the organizers of the Nelson Park march, 
said that the rally did a good job at keeping the Nazis from 
organizing. "Now," he added, “it's time to rout our own 
domestic fascists, like [North Shore News columnist] Doug 
Collins and Tony McAleer.” 

"I don't think we should lose focus on the fact that the threat 
of the fascist movement is not just ‘ethnic cleansing’. It includes 
the elimination of homosexuals and they also want to keep 
women living barefoot and pregnant in the kitchen. The rally 
raises awareness that the issue is much bigger than anti-racism." 

ich adds, "Lesbians and gay men are not going to be the 
victims of fascism. We are going to be part of the leadership in 
the fight against fascism.”

The following day 
he spoke at the Latvian hall in Toronto to 100 
people assembled once again by hard-core 
nazis of the Church of the Creator and 
Heritage Front with the local Ku Klux Klan 
and some fellow travellers of the neo-nazi 
movement, He was joined by David Coles 
from California and John Ball, a long-time 
associate of Emst Zündel who worked on the 
infamous Leuchter report. 

On 12 November immigration proceedings 
resumed in Niagara Falls with the arrival of 
Brian Fisher, a 56-year-old Canadian busi- 
nessman living in the USA, who claimed to 
have driven Irving to his house on the night 
of 30 October to autograph 50 lithographs of 
Adolf Hitler painted by Conrad Kujau. 

Irving also introduced part of his personal 
diary to support his claim to have left briefly 
before retuming to Vancouver. The diary

to support him as "the usual bunch of freaks 
and weirdos” and later referred to Fisher as a 
businessman who "haemorrhaged words at 
me for the next eight hours, about his smoked 
fish business. his fortune. his girlfriends, his 
tax evasion, etc.” 

Asked about this later, Fisher denied know- 
ing anything about tax evasion, but explained 
how he and Irving, as wealthy available bach- 
elors, were talking about fun trips tn Asia and 
other similar escapades. 

The problem with his story was that neither 
US nor Canadian officials had any record of 
these horder crossings and there were numer- 
ous contradictions between Irving's and 
Fisher's statements, Fisher also admitted that 

on the evening before the hearing he 
had supper with revisionist lawyer 
Doug Christie, Pau! Norris and David 
Irving and they discussed the case for 
most of the evening. 
lrving's comments about his sup- 
porters are interesting. After saying 
he received $1,488 in cash for book 
sales from Heinz Koppe in Vancouver 
on 30 October, he admitted that a 
Dresden-born friend, “very much the 
worse for garlic and alcohol”, gave 
him $1,000 in $100 notes and paid for 
hotel room in Delta the same 
night. He then referred to another 
associate as an “incoherent Billy 
Bunter”. 
He also made some interesting 
comments about women, Before pro- 
ceedings resumed on the morning of 
12 November, he remarked to a 
woman who was setting up a camera 
that “we now have women presenting 
the news on the BRC. They should 
leave the serious things to men. 

David Irving's Canadian tour was a 
disaster, But it was revealing to see 
the neo-nazis of the Church of the 
Creator playing such a key role in 
security and Wolfgang Droege, leader 
of the Heritage Front, being in 
lrving's immediate entourage for 
most of his engagements. 

Irving is now playing the victim 
and promises to return to Canada 
soon. But the low attendance at his 
meetings, his detention, the refusal of entry to 
the USA and his deportation to Britain have 
caused serious damage to historical revision- 
ism in Canada, 

If Irving wants to visit Canada in future he 
has to get ministerial permission. Canada now 
ins Germany, Austria, South Africa and 
Italy in barring Irving. The hope is that 
Canada will enforce the ban better than 
Germany, which Irving claims to have visited 
40 times in the last two years. 

Irving said to the press on 12 November: "I 
think you will find out at the end of this hear- 
ing whether I am a or the Canadian gov- 
ernment is a liar.” Canada has now found out 
what anti-fascists around the world have 
always known.

Anti-nazi skinheads have 
been patrolling aiong 
Davie Street for the last 
couple of months to keep 
the streets safe from neo- 
nazi skinheads. 


“We have been a visual and a physical threat to 
stop the nazi skinheads from gay bashing on the 
streets,” says Piglet, a member of Skinheads 
Against Racial Prejudisin (SHARP). 

Skinheads were not originally neo-nazis says 
Piglet. They were a Jamaican youth culture who 
listened to ska music, This culture was 
transported to England in the '50s with the 
Jamaicans who emigrated there. The ska 
skinhead culture became popular among working 
class English youth as they mixed with the 
Jamaican immigrants. Because a lot of them 
were working class factory workers, they dressed 
in work boots, bomber jackets and shaved their 
heads, “They had this thug image and that's why 
the neo-nazis took over this look," says Piglet 
"How neo-nazis became skinheads escapes me 
because the original skinheads or mods as they 
were called were so integrated as blacks und 
whites", 
"We uro uying to get back to our traditional 
Tools of the original skinhead culture,” says 
Piglet. "Punk Nazi culture is different. Their 
music is more thrashy, hard and violent. Our 
music is more '50s, like "My boy lollipop". We 
are a dance culture with its own dance steps." 

SHARP started in New York in the late *70s as 
a way to fight the nazi punk movement. 

‘The patrols on Davie started when Piglet 
moved into the area a couple of months ago. 
Piglet was a member of SHARP for several years 
in Calgary. When he moved into the area, he and 
his friends saw the need to keep the neo-nazis off 
Davie. Many of Piglet’s friends started coming to 
Davie to help Piglet patrol. They also connected 
with others who identified with SHARP. Some of 
them are also gay or bisexual. 

‘The SHARP skinheads don’t want people to be 
afraid of them, They want people to be able to

approach them to ask them what is going on. 
“Never judge a book by its cover,” says Piglet. 
‘There are many lesbians, gays and bisexuals who 
also shave their heads, A good way to tell 
whether a skinhead is a neo-nazi or not is by 
looking at what they are wearing on their clothes. 
If they wear multicolour symbols or symbols that 
represent colour-positive or gay-positive symbols, 
then they are not neo-nazis. If they are wearing 
hate messages or white power symbols, then they 
or work in gay-positive establishments. 

Piglet felt a great sense of community around 





Davie. “We felt safe here on Davie, so it was 
important to keep it safe for everyone else,” says 
Piglet. “The community has to come together to 
stop the nazi skins. We are doing a small part”. 
‘There have been a number of gay- and race- 
related bashings cited in the last few weeks. “If 
people don't stand up against the bashers, the 
patrols are useless," Piglet says. He wants peop). 
to identify the bashers and report them to the | 
police. He says that they can help identify their 
assailants. “We can stop them and put them in 
jail”.

Fascist sues B.C. anti-racist leader

Itisn’t widely realized, but the 
B.C. interior is home to one of the 
most active fascist movements on 
the continent. From its office in 
Salmon Arm, the Council on Pub- 
lic Affairs publishes a monthly 
journal with a claimed circula- 
tion of 12,000. The Council on 
Public Affairs Digest reproduces 
pro-fascist, holocaust-denial, anti- 
Semitic and racist materials, and 
advertises similar literature from 
other groups. 

Formed to expose and resist 
the CPA, the Salmon Arm Coali- 
tion Against Racism (SACAR), 
bas become one of the mostactive 
anti-hate groups in Canada. Now 
its director, David Lethbridge, has 
become the target of a lawsuit for 
“defamation of character,” 
launched by CPA head Eileen 
Pressler. The CBC, whose local 
affiliate ran an interview with 
Lethbridge, is also named as a 
defendant. 

Pressler’s lawyer, Doug Chris- 
tie, is well-known for represent- 
ing the KKK in Manitoba, the 
Canadian Liberty Net for its rac- 
ist phone message service, Rudy 
Stanko of the violent pro-geno- 
cide Church of the Creator, nazi 
supporter Ernst Zundel, anti-Se- 
mitic teachers Jim Keegstra and 
Malcolm Ross, and others. 

Lethbridge, a university lec- 
turer and long-time activist inthe 
peace movement and other pro- 
gressive causes, was appalled to 
find that the Okanagan region 
was home to a key link in the 
international network of fa ight 
movements. He has written a 
number of articles exposing the 
ties between these organizations. 

In a recent issue of Briarpatch 
magazine, for example, Leth- 








bridge detailed the activities of 
the CPA in the Okanagan area, 
such as its “Leadership "92" con- 
ference held in Penticton, attended 
by about 100 people. A videotape 
of that gathering shows Pressler 
introducing Eustace Mullins (her 
“very dear friend”). Mullins, a 
contributor to the CPA Digest, as 
well as to Christian Vanguard, 
edited by James K. Warner, for- 
merly of the American Nazi Party 
and the KKK. During his 65- 
minute speech, Mullins covers 
the full gamut of racist ideology; 
he denies the Holocaust ever: hap- 
pened, claims there is a Jewish 
conspiracy to dominate the world, 
calls for placing blacks on reser- 
vations (since they “cannot func- 
tion in a modern technological 
society”), and much more, 

Yet, as Lethbridge points out, 
the mainstream press never men- 
tions the activities of the CPA or 
Mullins, whom it has brought to 
the Okanagan as a guest speaker 
several times. While “high pro- 
file racists” like David Irving get 
Press coverage as they fly into 
Canada for an occasional meet- 
ing, it is people like Pressler and 
Mullins who do the basicorganiz- 
ing for fascism: selling hate lit- 
erature, recruiting members, pub- 
lishing periodicals, The Canadian 
League of Rights recognized 
Pressler’s role by declaring her 
Canada’s “Woman of the Year” 
in 1992. As Sol Littman, head of 
Toronto'sSimon Wiesenthal Cen- 
tre, told Lethbridge for his article, 
“Eileen Presslermay well be much 
more dangerous than Wolfgang 
Droege of the Heritage Front. It’s 
the ones who wear the suits and 
ties, not the ones with the Nazi 
swastikas that we have to watch 
out for.” 

SACAR has been busy trying 


to make up for the lack of atten- 
tion paid to these fascists in the 
mass media. Over the past two 
years, it has organized anti-racist 
conferences, produced a 120page 
report on racist activities in the 
BC interior, and written other re- 
ports and articles. SACAR activ- 
ists have built connections with 
other anti-racist groups, delivered 
lectures and speeches, and held 
public events, pickets and pro- 
tests against racist gatherings. 
TtseemsSACAR has succeeded 
in drawing public attention to the 
racist danger in the Okanagan

region. Within the anti-racist 
movement, there is speculation 
that the lawsuit, which is poten- 
tially very expensive, could be 
aimedatshuttingdownSACAR's 
public campaigning. If the suit 
was successful, it could also be 
the start of a series of similar 
moves against other leading fig- 
ures in the anti-racist movement. 

SACAR is appealing for sup- 
port, especially for contributions 
to its legal defence fund.

White racist leader Wolfgang Droege will 
spend the weekend in jail because he wouldn't 
admit to his criminal past. 

Droege, the 44-year-old front man for the 
supremacist Heritage Front, was picked up by 
the cops Tuesday and charged with failing to 
comply with bail conditions slapped on him fol- 
lowing a June charge of aggravated assault. 

Yesterday a bail hearing ground to a halt 


after Droege’s lawyer — with his consent — 
refused to admit to three U.S. criminal convic- 
tions from the ’80s that the Crown sought to 
introduce at the hearing. 

Droege spent most of the '80s in U.S. prisons 
after he was convicted in a bizarre Ku Klux 
Klan plot to overthrow the government of 
Dominica. He was also nabbed getting off an 
airplane in i with four ounces of cocaine 
and a teflon knife in his possession. 

He has admitted to those convictions, includ- 


ing a provincial tribunal aimed at stripping him 
of his bailiff's appointment. 

But yesterday Harry Doan and Droege 
pounced on the Crown for introducing a slightly 
confusing FBI summary of Droege's brushes 
with the law. 

“If they're going to allege an American 
record, they're darn well going to have to prove 
it," Doan said outside the court. 

Justice of the Peace L. Wichman ended the 
hearing and ordered Droege jailed until Monday.

The Heritage Front is an umbrella 
group for Canada’s far right. Local members 
of the Heritage Front regularly hold meetings 
in and around Kitchener. They present them- 
selves as promoters of “White Rights” and 
view the White race as an oppressed group. 
The Heritage Front exploits feelings of help- 
lessness among youth in order to convince 
them to join the cause of White rights. Their 
telephone hateline lies about their real mes- 
sage which is saved for the private meeting 
hall. The hateline presents the Heritage Front 
as having a political orientation slightly to the 
right of the Reform Party. They criticize af- 
firmative action, and oppose immigration, 
multiculturalism, and the rights of lesbians, 
gays, women, the handicapped etc... These 
are presented as "common sense" ideas, how- 
ever, they are used to justify the violent hate 
inspired acts of the Heritage Front. A tactic 
often used by the Heritage Front is to hold 
youth concerts called “Rock forRacialism". 
Racist bands play at these concerts which 
serve as recruitment drives for the Nazis. 

Wolfgang Droege (Wolfie to some), 
the leader of the Heritage Front is a former 
Grand Dragon in the KKK. He has served 
time in a US. jail for attempting to invade a 
Caribbean island. This was an attempt to start 
up a drug manufacturing plant which would 
have financed White supremacist activities in 
North America. He has also served time in 
Canada for assaulting anti-racists. Members 
of the Heritage Front have commited (and 
occasionally been convicted of) murder, ar- 
son, kidnap and torture, armed robbery and 
welfare fraud (to finance operations), and 
possession of illegal firearms, all this in order 
to further their cause.

While 
the far right in Canada is nowhere near as 
developed as it is in Europe, the dynamic 
remains the same. Economic stagnation 
encourages racism and the targeting of 
refugees and immigrants. Yet anti-racists in 
Europe have also been active. Broad social 
movements have arisen to combat the rise 
of the right, uniting people from various 
backgrounds. 

The fight against fascism is as global 
as the economic recession. 

While we must fight the fascists 
locally we must also recognize the global 
economic and political conditions that fuel 
its flames.

Last week, a Metro police officer by the name of Denny Dias said something very 
ironic while testifying about the reasons as to why there were files complied on 
innocent members of Black community groups. He queried, 


"Were they a threat to the community? Were these terrorist groups?" 


The dictionary defines a terrorist as someone who uses terror and intimidation to gain 
their political objectives. 


Armed with this definition, | would then suggest to Constable Dias that the next time 


he and his fellow officers intend to track down terrorists, they should start at the police 
station and work their way down. 


This attack on Black community activists is just the latest act of terror against Blacks 
and anti-racists arising from the revolting racial biases present in the police force. It 
seems that there are no limits to the depths that they will sink. The level of sheer 


arrogance in suggesting that these Black community groups are terrorists is indeed a 
classic case of throwing stones in a glass house. 


On the contrary, Blacks in this city have been on the receiving end of police terrorism 
- terrorism that includes murder, constant harassment, inexplicable strip searches in 
the street, beatings, racist verbal abuse, entrapment and illegal police intrusions 


Constable Dias' further suspicions that these Black activists posed a threat to the 
community reeks with ignorance. It is quite likely that without the relentless struggle of 
Black activists such as Wilson Head, Dias might never have been hired as a police 
officer. But the blame of ignorance cannot be heaped on Dias. Rather, it is the fault 
of a flawed police force that has unfairly labelled Blacks as criminals. 


Anti-Racist Action condemns this blatant abuse of police power and will 


continue to support Black activists in the struggle against police terrorism in 
this city.

Metro police launched a 
probe of "activists" and “radi- 
cal” black groups shortly after 
the community erupted in anger 
over the 1988 shooting of black 
teenager Wade Lawson, a confi- 
dential police report shows. 

The intelligence report identi- 
fies 13 organizations and 18 in- 
dividuals — including the late, 
well-respected Wilson Head and 
the long-standing Urban Alli- 
ance on Race Relations — con- 
sidered “radical in their think- 
ing" 

It also names Lawson's moth- 
er, Evelyn Lennon-Lyon, who 
was identified to police as being. 
involved in the Justice for Wade 
Lawson Committee, which was 
formed immediately after her 
17-year-old son was shot and 
killed by a Peel police officer. 

Lawson's aunt, Joyce Ewers, 
was also identified as a member 
of the committee. The police re- 
p termed her "very outspo- 


The report was filed by a po- 
lice intelligence officer on April 
25, 1989, four months after the 
Mississauga youth was shot and 
killed by a Peel police officer. 

It was entered into evidence 
yesterday in Ontario Court, gen- 
eral division, during a motion 
on behalf of black activist Dud- 
ley Laws. 

Laws, 59, was found guilty 
Tuesday of conspiring to smug- 
gle illegal immigrants into the 
United States and Canada.

Johnson Committee Against Po-

“Kids love music,” says Gary Schipper, spokes- 
person for local white supremacist group, the 
Heritage Front. “Kids love to have a good time. 
The music’s very important.” 

Schipper and | are talking about rock bands 
like Aryan, Nordic Thunder, and Toronto group, 
RaHoWa -- a contraction of Racial Holy War. 
Promoted by groups like the Heritage Front and 
the U.S.-based Church of the Creator (COTC), 
and sometimes with band members also be- 
longing to the groups, the bands attract youth to 
their shows and often to their ideology. 

"Racistrock has become an effective recruit- 
ing tool where it never worked before,” says 
Bernie Farber, national director for community 
relations for the Canadian Jewish Congress. 

“Recruitment is very important to these groups 
because they know that without young people 
their movement will die.” 

According to Farber and other local anti-racist 
activists, the bands’ efforts have been disturb- 
ingly successful. 

“Ten or fifteen years ago, the people in the 
neo-Nazi movement were all about 70 years 
old," says Farber, “now they’re mostly young 
people, mostly kids.” 

For youth, being a member in one of these 
bands, or going to their shows, gives them a 
collective sense of identity, says Steve Perry, 
station manager of York University radio station 
CHRY. At various times, Perry has been a mem- 
ber of several Toronto hardcore bands and par- 
ticipated in anti-racism rock festivals. 
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“The scene is a kind of support network for 
these kids, a kind of extended family,” he says. 
“It becomes a safety net for their values.” 

Ipointout to Schipper that the person charged 
inthe brutal beating of a Tamil man last June was 
seen at a RaHoWa gig in North York several 
hours before. 

But Schipper says the show did not play a part 
in the man’s later beating. 

“There’s no connection,” he says. “If you 
follow the trial, you'll see that the beating was 
not racially motivated...The kid’s responsible 
for his own actions; whether you listen to 
RaHoWa or to some black guy saying ‘kill 
whitey,’ you're responsible for your own 
actions.” 

Farber, however, says the lyrics of these 
bands’ songs are clearly in violation of Cana- 
da's hate laws. 

“This [the lyrics] is exactly what our hate 
laws are designed for,” says Farber, “these 
songs incite hatred and they exhort people to 
violence. 


Negative Response 
Meets Self 


RaHoWa have never downplayed their connec- 
tion to COTC — their lead singer, George Burdi 
isalso the Toronto head of COTC. Their songs — 
with titles like “Coon Hunt" and “White Revo- 
lution” — are explicitly racist. But other bands 
have shunned overtly racist messages in order to 
increase their appeal in local rock or punk 
scenes. 

Negative Response, a punk-metal band, was 


founded by Andre Gallant, an Etobicoke 
skinhead, in 1992. Gallant had ambitions of 
becoming a cop — he graduated from Humber 
College’s law enforcement program in 1993. 

Although Negative Response have denied all 
accusations of racism, in early 1992, Gallant 
wrotealetterto Crossbreed, an anti-racist ‘zine, 
defending the band’s politics: 

“They figure because [we're] skinheads 
that we are singing racist songs, Well, that’s 
not the case... We wrote a song against peace 
punks. We wrote a song on getting tougher 
immigration laws. We even wrote a song on the 
infamous Jew himself, Geraldo [Rivera]. Á 

"I confronted Andre with that letter," says 
punk musician Joe (a pseudonym), a member of 
Anti-Racist Action (ARA). "Of course, he de- 
nied writing it. It was funny — he was doing his 
law enforcement course at the time, and he said 
he was going to sue." 

Gallant's letter proceeded to extol the gen- 
ius of British Holocaust-denier David Irving, 
*..the world's most, [renowned] 
historian...Did you know that it's written in the 
official archivesofthe world in England, it states 
that 90 per cent of [concentration camp] deaths 
occurred from natural death and disease.” 

"Those guys are just fucking trash," says 
Simon Dysgenic, a contributor to The New 
Edition and editor of punk fanzine Dysgenic. 

Unlike their overtly racist counterparts, Nega- 
tive Response have played publicly announced 
club gigs. 

“They were making a definite attemptto hide 
themselves in the scene," Dysgenic says. "They 
were setting upshowsallover southern Ontario, 
distributing their tape all over the place.”

According to an ARA organizer, an attempt to 
block the band from playing Toronto's Mar- 
quee club last year failed after band members 
convinced CJC's Farber that they were not 
racists. 

“They were really trying to water down and 
publicize their racism,” says Steve Perry. 

Although the band has not made any public 
appearances in the last six months, Negative 
Response's efforts to assimilate into Toron- 
to’s punk scene mirror the attempts by groups 
like the Heritage Front to present eni as 
legitimate lobbyists in the mainstream media, 


The “Freak Show” of 


White Supremacism 


“The whole fascist thing is very sexy to the 
media,” says Kim Clarke Champniss, a host/ 
producer at Muchmusic. 

"If there's one guy at a concert, in a crowd 
of a thousand people, with a swastika on and 
with his arm out, the camera'll be on him." 

Toronto radio station, CFRB, considered the 
Heritage Front "sexy" enough to invite them 
ontothe John Oakley Show on Jan. 26. to discuss 
their opposition to Bill 56. The private mem- 
ber's bill, introduced in the Ontario Legisla- 
ture, was aimed at curbing hate propaganda. 
The Front members — including media man 
Gary Schipper -- were not, in the end, allowed 
onthe air. There had been complaints that week 
aboutcomments anotherhost, Jane Hawtin, had 
made about Muslims -- and in light of this, 
Richard Syrett, producer ofthe show says, "we

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didn’t want to deal with it.” 

But Syrett does not see any- 
thing wrong with inviting the 
group on the air in the first 
place. 

“We're not journalists,” 
says Syrett. “Talk radio isn’t 
journalism, it’s show busi- 
ness. It’s about ratings. Look 
at Oprah. Look at Geraldo. It’s 
a freak show.” 

Syrett suggests the Heritage 
Front's comments on the bill 
contained some interesting 
observations. 

"The Heritage Front said that 
according to their pointof view, 
this out bring other groups 
some problems. For instance, if 
an orthodox Jewish or Muslim 
group were to condemn ho- 
mosexuality, they could be 
prosecuted. It was a case, we 
thought, of this law making 
strange bedfellows outof these 
groups,” says Richard Syrett, 
producer of the John Oakley 
Show. 

“We may find the Heritage 
Front reprehensible," says 
Syrett, "but free speech is free 
speech." 

"It was an absurd idea to do 
that [invite themon theshow,]" 
says Bernie Farber. “If they 
wanted an expert on civil rights 


or freedom of speech, they 


could have invited someone 
much more qualified, like Alan 
Borovoy, for instance.” Farber 
adds that the Front’s hypo- 
thetical references to ‘ortho- 
dox Jewish groups’ are un- 
founded. 

Dub poet and broadcaster 
Clifton Joseph says that white 
supremacist groups like the 
Heritage Front or COTC, and 
the rock groups they promote, 
are a mere extension of the 
institutionalized racismofwest- 
ern society. 

Joseph sees little distinction 
between overt racists and ele- 
mentsofthe local media which 
he considers neo-conservative 
and anti-progressive. 

"You can pick up the To- 
Tonto Sun every day and get a 
RaHoWa song," Joseph says. 
"Or you can listen to what 
these crypto-fascists on CFRB 
are saying and get a RaHoWa 
song." 

"These bands, like 
RaHoWa, are not so much of 
an aberration,” he adds. 

And when Oprah, Geraldo, 
or local media do “exposes” 
on racist skinheads or neo-fas- 
cists, it often does more harm 
than good. A story ran by Eye 
magazine last summer, for ex- 
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ample, was composed entirely 
of quotes from Heritage Front 
head, Wolfgang Droege. 
"The show where Geraldo 
had a big fight was a tremen- 
dous source of recruitment for 
white supremacists,” says Law- 
rence Jeffries, director of pub- 
lic information for the Atlanta- 


“based Centre for Democratic 


Renewal. 

Jeffries says that in dealing 
with white supremacists, the 
media often forsake journalis- 
tic ethics for sensationalism. 

“I think the people who put 
these racists on the air are act- 
ingoutoftremendousirrespon- 
sibility; they're just concerned 
about ratings,” he says. 


Racists Think 
in Black and 
White 


The same shock value that en- 
dears white supremacists tothe 
media, is alsowhatmakes them 
attractive to young recruits, anti- 
racist activists say. 

“Teenagers are looking for 
an identity,” says Joe of ARA. 
“The phrase ‘white power’ 
has a kind of machismo; it’s 
attractive to some kids.” 

“Part of the appeal of being 
a neo-Nazi is the fear that it 
engenders in ‘normal’ peo- 
ple,” says Farber. 

Not all skinheads are Nazis, 
and many belong to grouj 
like ARA and SHARP (Skin 
Heads Against Racial Preju- 
dice). The appeal of skinhead 
style — shaved or buzzed hair, 
combat boots, and military gear 
— is in its uniformity and im- 
plicit physical power, accord- 
ing to Kim Clarke Champniss. 

“The idea of a uniform, of 
belonging to one common- 
thinking machine dressed in a 
similar way, is very powerful.” 

Anda common-thinkingma- 
chine, in turn, seems tailor- 
made to accept the facile and 
ignorant assertions that are at 
the basis of white-power ideol- 
‘ogy. White supremacists think 
of cultural identity in black and 
white terms; according to 
Bernie Farber, they cannot ac- 
cept that different cultures can 
coexi: 

"They're promoting the 
idea that multiculturalism and 
large immigration quotas are 
the death of the white race, and 
naive and ignorant people can 
buy into it — without malice, 
initially. The malice comes 
later.” > 


Racist 
concert 
goes on 
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Chased out of a church 
basement Friday, about 70 
skinheads found a home for 
their racist rock concert in 
a nearby bar last night. 

The scaled-down concert 
took place on the third floor 
banquet hall of a bar in the 
Greenwood and Danforth 
area. 

Members of the Metro 
Police hate-crime unit 
monitored the event and 
checked the concert's 
licenses, but no arrests or 
trouble was reported. 

Earlier racist rock con- 
certs have degenerated into 
violence when skinheads 
clashed with anti-racist 
demonstrators. 

But last night's cold 
weather and the elaborate 
Security precautions taken 
by the Northern Hammers- 
kin organizers seemed to 
forestall any protests. 

A front man for the Ham- 
merskins complained they 
had to cancel two Ameri- 
can bands of the five 
planned out of fear immi- 
gration officials would 
detain band members at 
the border. 


“We're not out for any 
trouble," George Harbottle 
said over the din of one of 
the band's warm-ups. 

The Hammerskins had 
booked the basement of 
Holy Cross Church on Cos- 
burn Ave. for their bash, 
telling the parish priest 
they were members of a 
baseball league. But on 
Friday, police alerted Rev. 
John Coppinger to the true 
nature of the event and he 
gave the bands the hook.

_Droege not guilty of breaching bail

TORONTO — The director of the 
white-supremacist Heritage Front 
was found not guilty yesterday of 
breaching bail provisions by taking 
part in a radio interview. 

Wolfgang Droege had been re- 
leased on $15,000 bail last summer 
after being charged with aggravated 
assault. The bail conditions required 
him to "not partake" in any activi- 
ties of the Heritage Front or associ- 
ate with any ofits members. | 

During the interview on CBC Ra- 
dio Aug. 6, Mr. Droege prefaced his 
remarks by saying -that he was 
speaking on behalf of the Heritage 
Front and procceded to outline the 
Front’s plans for activities in Mon- 
treal, 

But Judge Maurice Charles of the 
Ontario Court's provincial division 
said he did not feel that Mr. 
Drocge’s interview was sufficient to 
be considered a breach of the bail 
provisions. 

He said that, in giving the inter- 
view, Mr. Droege was "skating on 
thin ice" but had not fallen through. 
Judge Charles said he would have 


found Mr. Droege guilty had he 
taken part in a public rally or made a 
speech at a public gathering. 

Mr. Droege was arrested last June 
and charged after a clash between 
members of the Heritage Front and 
an anti-racism group that marched 
on the Front's headquarters. 

Judge Charles said the bail provi- 
sions: were reasonable because the 
assault charges against Mr. Droege 
arose out of the clash with anti-ra- 
cism activists over activities of the 
Heritage Front, 

Gerda Frieberg, Ontario chairwo- 
man of the Canadian Jewish Con- 
gress, said outside court that the 
CIC is disappointed with the decis- 
ion. 

“However, we feel it’s appealable 
and we'll urge the Crown to appeal 
the case,” Ms. Fricberg said. “The 
judge very clearly stated that [Mr. 
Droege] was in a way in violation of 
the bail conditions, but giving an in- 
terview to the CBC as he did was not 
à strong cnough case to convict him. 
We feel differently." 

During the trial, Bernie Farber, 
CJC national director of community 
relations, was accepted by Judge

Charles as an expert witness. He told 
the court that the Front was a white- 
supremacist organization that was 
trying to recruit members among 
disaffected youths. 

Judge Charles referred to evidence 
at the trial that Heritage Front mem- 
bers included “skinheads and neo- 
Nazis who propagate their messages 
in radio, iceman the press and at 
universities in an endeavour to pro- 
selytize.” 

Judge Charles said Mr. Droege 
had “a serious criminal record,” in- 
cluding convictions in the United 
States for air hijacking and posses- 
sion of cocaine, which brought a 
sentence of 13 years. He said Mr. 
Droege’s record also includes a con- 
viction for the attempted takeover of 
a Caribbean island country, 

However, the judge said he was 
finding Mr. Droege not guilty be- 
cause he must “apply the law as I un- 
derstand it.” 

Mr. Droege faces two more 
charges of violating his bail condi- 
tions by taking part in television in- 
terviews. Judge Charles said he was 
transferring those charges to an- 
other judge and adjourned the cases 
to Feb. 4.

A neo-Nazi ex-con — the first person ever 
charged under Canada’s hate-crime laws 
— joined the Reform Party last month, the 
Sun has learned. 

Armand Siksna, 50, beat the hate-crime 
rap back in 1973 but was not so lucky a 
decade later when he was shipped off to 
prison for conspiring to murder a fellow 
racist. 

Reform party officials say they are aware 
of allegations concerning Siksna’s past and 
are investigating his membership. 

Siksna — a member of racist and neo- 
Nazi groups for over two decades — 
became a member in the 
Beaches/Woodbine riding last year after 
applying directly to Calgary. 

Reform party sources say the home 
poe number Siksna placed on his mem- 

rship application is actually the phone 
number for the white racist Nationalist 





Party of Canada. 

The same sources say Reform headquar- 
ters had been warned Siksna would be 
applying — perhaps in an attempt to 
embarrass the right-wing standard bearers 
— but his application slipped through in 
spite of the warning.

The unemployed former computer oper- 
ator did, however, admit he got the mem- 
bership application from Andrews and dis- 
cussed the idea with him. 

He didn’t say do it for 
that particular reason — we had discus- 
sions about it and I did it. 

“I was hoping they wouldn’t kick me out. 
Imean if God and Christ can forgive, why 
can't Manning?"
